Life, Fiction, and Selling Out 

Neil Young, Jonathan Demme, concerts, films, SXSW, 'Heart of Gold/ a long, long day's 
journey into 'A Love Song of Elliot Roberts' - and that doesn't come close to even beginning

Part III (to be explained later) - in an 
unending series - collect them all . . . or don’t. 
It’s up to you. 

Neil Young: Heart of Gold (currently play- 
ing at the Arbor Cinema at Great Hills) is a 
conceptual collaboration between Young and 
director Jonathan Demme. The film (which 
had a special screening at SXSW 06) centers 
on Prairie Wind , Young’s most recent album. 
Cinematographer Ellen Kuras used eight to 
10 camera positions, shooting in a number 
of film and HD formats, to capture two eve- 
nings of Young’s performances last August at 
the Ryman Auditorium in Nashville. Kuras’ 
work has always been both truly imagina- 
tive and uniquely suited to the project: No 
Direction Home: Bob Dylan (2005), The Ballad 
of Jack and Rose (2005), Eternal Sunshine of 
the Spotless Mind (2004), I Shot Andy Warhol 
(1996), and Summer of Sam (1999). Heart, an 
insistently cinematic celebration, is an almost 
textbook exploration of film vocabulary - but 
a textbook that is visionary, passionate, and 
audaciously rendered. Shot in a catalog of col- 
ors that evoke classic three-strip Technicolor, 
Heart is a near-hallucinogenic daydream of 
rich shades and deep pastels. The film, which 
never calls undue attention to its artistry, quite 
deliberately reconsiders Stop Making Sense, 
Demme’s earlier performance film, in an Alice- 
in-Wonderland, Through the Looking-Glass, 
reflective reimagining. Leisurely rather than 
focused, a meditative consideration instead 
of a bullet to the head, building performance, 
the film still achieves the seamless combina- 
tion of every tool of cinema with every tool of 
music into a cohesive, interwoven work. There 
are precious few audience or moving-camera 
shots. There is narrative, though the film is of 
a concert performance; there are richly detailed 
characters, though they are only seen perform- 
ing. Heart is an overwhelming romance, but 
only in the subtlest, most nonlinear ways, 
lacking all hint of melodrama. 

Heart ends with Young, alone on the stage 
and seemingly alone in the Ryman (obviously, 
a cinematic conceit). It is the end of the eve- 
ning; the concert staged earlier is over. When 
Young finishes, there is no applause. He puts 
his guitar into its case, snaps it closed, and 
walks off into the shadows. As Rollo Banks 
used to say, Young may be an artist, but he 
also is a guitar operator: it’s his job - one 
loved and cherished, but still work. It’s the

way he puts the guitar in the case and closes 
it. The way he walks off stage into the literal 
dark but, having just watched the movie, we 
know this is a walk forward into the rest of his 
life, his family, and his work. As it is now, so it 
has always been, day following day. 

The evening was of the new and the old. 
The first half of the show was all Prairie 
Wind, followed by a generous assortment 
of older songs (mostly from Harvest and 
Harvest Moon). This was the first time all of 
Prairie Wind was performed live, but Young 
invited Emmylou Harris to join him while 
surrounding himself with cohorts; most of 
them had been playing together, in one way 
or another, for decades. Still Pegi, Young’s 
wife and backup singer, was featured in a 
way I don’t remember her ever having been 
before. The performance was rounded out 
with Wayne Jackson of the Memphis Homs, 
the Fisk University Jubilee Singers, and the 
12-piece Nashville String Machine (featuring 
six Stradivarius violins). 

Prairie Wind features all new songs, but 
it is a looking-back (as well as forward) 
- an expanded, annotated consideration of 
Young’s career so far. Which is not to make 
it sound pretentious: The album is joyous 
and sobering; as you listen, it sinks into your 
skin until you are enveloped in it, as though 
these experiences were all your own. In so 
many ways, this is because they are. Young is 
not a reporter, essayist, linear historian, nor a 
deliberate or factually conscious chronicler. A 
poet, a voice of people and time (sometimes 
from among them, sometimes from so far 
outside), Young is an abstract biographer and 
metaphoric historian who marries the past, 
emotions, personal history, detail, Zeitgeist, 
and the present into something that can be 
listened to endlessly but hardly explained. 

As it was that night, so it was in the begin- 
ning. Sitting alone in a room, maybe on a 
chair, maybe the bed. Playing the guitar, 
all the time playing the guitar. The room is 
empty except for Young and his guitar. Putting 
his guitar into its case after endless days of 
playing, Young will walk out the door. More 
and more, he won’t be playing alone but in 
a variety of clubs, with different musicians, 
in different bands. Except at first it wasn’t 
really musicians. It was kids playing guitars in 
bands. There was the work, but the glamour 
was relatively insignificant. 

Young walked out - of that room, his moth- 
er’s house, those clubs - into his future. Four 
decades later, he is where he was at the begin- 
ning, alone on a chair, playing his guitar and 
singing. A guitar operator and music worker, 
his wife, extended family, fellow musicians, 
cohorts waiting for him offstage. I imagine 
that there is no other place he’d rather be and 
nothing else that he’d rather be doing. 


Leaving the auditorium, for Young, is like 
leaving has been so often, marking begin- 
nings rather than endings, indicating the 
strengths of what was in his life, as well of 
the possibilities of things to come. “Leaving” 
is the wrong word because, in the most 
important ways, it was never about leaving, 
but about discovering. Rather than waxing 
nostalgic over, looking back at, or abandon- 
ing the past, Young’s steps quicken as he is 
focused on the future: on to the new, the 
untried and untested, exploration, inven- 
tion, and innovation, rather than any hint of 
assembly-line production. 

As it has been for more than two decades, 
Young’s life is anchored in his relationship 
with his wife, Pegi, and his family. When they 
are together in the film, it becomes a love 
story, a valentine. The way that Neil and Pegi 
look at each other, after sharing more miles 
between them than most of us have even tried 
to travel, is timeless - as well as of the past, 
present, and future. 

Young’s career has always been more about 
pursuing new ideas rather than emulating 
old successes. Still, early last year, Young was 
in the second year of feeling as though he 
was written out, his creative ideas so slowed 
that he was planning on turning all his atten- 
tion to the long talked-about and so often 
delayed, mammoth retrospective set covering 
the entire career. 

A mere five months prior to this outing, 
Young was told he had a brain aneurysm, 
and Prairie Wind resulted during the week 
between diagnosis and his undergoing sur- 
gery. He had begun to record it in Nashville, 
working right up to the night before his 
operation. It could have been the last evening 
of his life. If it was, he wanted it to be just as 
the rest of his life: devoted to making music. 
It wasn’t. 

Last week’s “Page Two” was an open let- 
ter - a deeply genuine “thank you” after 
SXSW, from me to the people of Austin. 
But the two weeks before that is when I 
began to write this column. Intuitively, I 
know where I want it to go but have little 
idea of its form in a conscious or sequential 
way. I want to call it “A Love Song of Elliot 
Roberts,” but I’ve done more developing of 
a small strip shopping center miles away 
than laid any of the foundation for that 
these past three weeks. Roberts is a music- 
business and music legend who has been 
Young’s longtime manager. I’m aiming at 
trying to talk about art and commerce, love 
and subsistence, life and fiction - not as 
distinct entities, but rather the effort is to 
erase boundaries, because any specific cate- 
gorization is a self-indulgent fiction. I want 
to talk about Bob Dvlan and Neil Young, 


of bodies of work that have always been 
treated as distinct entries when they are 
actually inseparable wholes. There is the 
story of how things get done and what they 
mean. These are divorced from the simplis- 
tic, self-serving, sophomorically romantic 
trivializing of culture, popular culture, and 
music by most, despite the broadest range 
of differing critical and social positions. 

One of the threads I came across while 
scanning the SXSW forums was posted by 
someone offering up for discussion as a topic 
“Why bands sell out.” As with many other 
terms - such as “nepotism,” “overpaid and 
underworked,” “getting special privileges,” 
“overly and wrongly appreciated,” “morally 
corrupt,” and “whorishly dishonest” - “sell- 
out” is a gift appellation: one that is almost 
always attached to others rather than offered 
up about oneself. 

Usually “sellout” roughly translates into 
some combination of the following: 

1) On the new album, the band is doing 
exactly the same kind of material it has always 
done. 2) The new album is completely unlike 
anything the band has done before. 3) I’m 
tired of the old sound. 4) I don’t understand 
the new sound. 5) They are making lots of 
money; I would stay true to the music and 
never do that. 6) We were into this band 
before almost anybody else had ever heard of 
them, and/or liked them (a lot of time is spent 
considering how smart one is for getting them 
and how dumb everybody else is for not), and 
that now has at last become very popular: 
“What sellouts!” 

And so on. In different words: One’s career, 
decisions, compromises, and experiments 
make sense to oneself - but in the eyes of oth- 
ers, it is “selling out,” which is the worst sin. 
Often the others have never entertained any 
kind of offer that might be considered “selling 
out,” but as sure as the sun rises tomorrow, 
they know how they would act. “Sellout” 
tells us much more about the speaker’s self- 
righteous self-indulgence than it does about 
culture, commerce, creative decision-making, 
and/or compromise. 

See, to get close to talking about Elliot 
Roberts, I have to transverse the engulf- 
ing, judgmental swamps of lazy thinking 
and knee-jerk, stereotypical anti-capitalism 
of the young and addictively self-important. 
I have to talk about Neil Young and Jonathan 
Demme, to consider perception and real- 
ity, to enumerate the distinctions between 
“self-righteous” and “righteous.” The at-least 
casual vilification of almost anybody doing 
anything has to be entertained. 

Consider this column just another day in 
the more mundane swamps of biting insects, 
brackish water, quicksand, and vegetative 
putrefaction. ■

DEMOCRATIC PRIMARY 

U.S. Senator: Barbara Ann Radnofsky 

Houston lawyer Radnofsky is the only seri- 
ous candidate, and it is one mark of the disar- 
ray of the state Democratic Party that she 
must once again defeat the perennial token 
candidate, Gene Kelly, who should find him- 
self a different hobby Radnofsky deserves a 
chance to make a real, visible run against 
incumbent Republican Sen. Kay Bailey 
Hutchison. Real, serious Democrats will get 
to the polls and vote for her. 

U.S. Rep., District 10: Ted Ankrum 

For us, this election is not about ideology 
- it’s about which Democrat has a remote 
shot at knocking off incumbent Bush-policy 
rubberstamper Michael McCaul. We endorsed 
Ted Ankrum of Cypress in the original vote, 
largely on the instinct that his military service 
might prove popular with rural voters and 
moderate conservatives in this sprawling 
Austin-to-Houston district - the people who 
will ultimately decide the winner, since Travis 
Co. liberals will support whichever Dem gets 
the nod. The initial results have us reconsid- 
ering those instincts: Austinite Paul Foreman 
dominated the rural vote, and it was mainly 
due to Travis Co. that Ankrum was able to 
finish in a virtual tie with Foreman. Foreman 
insists he’s been organizing actively outside of 
Austin and that those connections will carry 
him to victory over McCaul. But although

Foreman’s a good man, a longtime indepen- 
dent activist, and undoubtedly the best poet/ 
publisher running for Congress, we still aren’t 
convinced that he’s the better choice here. 

On the issues, there really isn’t a whole lot 
to distinguish between the two - both want 
the U.S. out of Iraq, both support universal 
health care, both are appalled by the daily 
tales of corruption coming out of the Bush 
administration. The only major tactical differ- 
ence is that Foreman says he’ll immediately 
push for impeachment. A fine idea, but not a 
realistic one unless the Democrats retake con- 
trol of Congress, and probably not one that 
will resonate between here and Houston. In a 
perfect world, perhaps both these candidates 
would be congressmen. Forced to make a 
choice, we still believe Ankrum will best 
appeal to voters in the middle, where this 
battle will be fought and won.

POSTMARKS 


Lieutenant Governor: Benjamin Z . Grant 

In the initial vote, we endorsed Grant because of his specific legislative and judicial experience 
(he both served in the Legislature and is a longtime Texarkana judge), but he was narrowly edged 
by novice politician and social program researcher Maria Luisa Alvarado, apparently by Hispanic 
voters looking for a kindred name. That’s no worse than Anglos voting for Gene Kelly, but it’s 
also no better. With the similarly unknown Adrian De Leon out of the race, it’s quite possible 
Alvarado will win, but we continue to believe that Grant’s experience makes him a better candi- 
date to take on GOP incumbent David Dewhurst. 

State Representative, District 47: Valinda Bolton 

We found Bolton to be the most politically experienced and historically social activist candi- 
date, with a broad grasp of the issues - intellectually as well as politically - and with the sort of 
personal manner that will reach a broad range of voters on the block and on the stump, now 
and in November. 


REPUBLICAN 

Court of Criminal Appeals, Place 8: No Endorsement 

This race features incumbent Charles Holcomb, who is too old (by law) to complete another 
term, and local GOP House firebrand Terry Keel, a brilliant but often ruthless legislator who may 
one day make a really fine judge - if in fact there is a judicial temperament hidden somewhere 
beneath his reflexively prosecutorial exterior. We could perhaps bring ourselves to endorse Keel 
on the strength of his intelligence and energy, if he didn’t so often use both to excoriate those 
who disagree with him. Most recently, his attempts to make it easier for the state to fast-track 
executions bespeak a man more interested in convictions than justice - not the best qualification 
for an appeals judge. Consider wisely. 

State Board of Education, District 5: Dan Montgomery 

Incumbent Montgomery passes as a “moderate” on the SBOE, meaning he hasn’t advocated 
eliminating outright the theory of evolution from biology textbooks and, as a retired teacher, 
keeps an open mind on most policy matters. For these crimes, the GOP’s hard right wants to 
replace him with former San Antonio Rep. Ken Mercer, who says he wants to return to the days 
of the SBOE rewriting textbooks and use the position to promote private-school vouchers - 
which, in a sane state, should be a conflict of interest. 


House Photos Need Context

Second, the former nonprofit, 
Austin Community Access Center Inc., (errone- 
ously called Austin Community Television in the 
article) has not technically disbanded. They in 
fact are still dealing with the fall-out of misman- 
aged funds. 

The real and current news about Public 
Access Community Television last week, cov- 
ered quite well by News 8 Austin, was that after 
six months of negotiation PACT and the city 
officially signed the contract that puts PACT in 
charge as managers of the access center at 
1143 Northwestern Ave. ... and that PACT’S 
Executive Director Linda Litowsky was the asso- 
ciate producer for OilCrash - a film that debuted 
at SXSW. ... and that PACT staff person Ross 
Wilsey had his work featured in SXSW. ... and 
that the Accessibility Internet Rally redesigned 


PACT’S Web site, completed just in advance 
of SXSW. ... and that from March 16 to 18 on 
Channel 16, PACT cable cast 50 Austin bands 
as part of its musical showcase called East By 
South East (EXSE), bands like Lucid Dementia, 
Austin’s third Best Punk Band in the Austin 
Music Awards. 


It is a sad story about the former executive 
director’s theft of funds. It was important for the 
Statesman and Chronicle to inform their readers 
about this. But there are exciting and substan- 
tial changes happening for the better at what is 
now Public Access Community Television (cable 
continued on p.14

I am an owner and resident at the Villas 
on Town Lake in the Rainey Street/Waterfront 
Neighborhood, which was rezoned (with support 
from the Villas) to central business district about 
a year ago to encourage high-density develop- 
ment. My neighbors include retirees, musicians, 
professors, professionals, city employees, and 
families with children spread over 58 units. For 
24 years the Villas had fire/emergency vehicle 
access through east and south gates. The east 
gate will soon be shared with the Shore Condos 
and a 22-story hotel both developed by Trammel 
Crow. The south gate is shared with the Mexican 
American Cultural Center. 

In spite of a promise by the city of Austin to 
provide us south gate fire access, the MACC 
design ignored this. Recently the city chose 
to remove a fire hydrant from the site instead 
of moving it onto our property. Trammell Crow 
plans to eliminate our east gate access as 
well. Making matters worse, all traffic entering 
and leaving their project will move across the 
shared entrance to the Villas. The city of Austin 
and Trammell Crow did not reach agreement on 
a plan to extend Red River Street through their 
property and out onto Rainey Street. Given the 
high traffic volume that will be generated, I am 
very concerned that we will be forced to wait 
while entering and exiting our own residences 
and that the already congested Red River/ 
Cesar Chavez intersection will become even 
more dangerous. 

After supporting the city to rezone the neigh- 
borhood we deserve better than this. All I ask is 
that what has been taken from us be returned 
or replaced in some form and that our rights as 
long-standing property owners and tax-paying 
citizens be respected.

NAKED CITY 


A two-year statute of limitations prevents Travis Co. pros- 
ecutors from investigating whether ex-Christian Coalition 
leader Ralph Reed violated Texas lobbying laws, County 
Attorney David Escamilla announced Monday. Escamilla 
indicated, however, that the allegations against Reed in a 
complaint filed by three public watchdog groups would 
otherwise merit a criminal misdemeanor probe. The com- 
plaint was filed in response to information turned up in a 
federal investigation of lobbyist Jack Abramoff, indicating 
that Abramoff may have paid Reed a whopping $4.2 mil- 
lion in 2001-02 to lobby Texas officials on behalf of gam- 
bling interests and in-school television network Channel 
One. If that’s true, Reed failed to register as a lobbyist 
with the Texas Ethics Commission, a Class A misde- 
meanor. Reed, now a candidate for lieutenant governor in 
Georgia, reportedly lobbied Texas officials to shut down 
casino operations of the Tigua Indian Tribe to further the 
Louisiana gambling interests of the Coushatta Tribe, a 
client whom Abramoff admitted to fleecing for millions of 


dollars. Escamilla also looked at allegations that Reed 
lobbied the State Board of Education on behalf of former 
Abramoff client Primedia Inc., of New York, owner of 
Channel One. Texans for Public Justice Director Craig 
McDonald is disappointed that Reed won’t be held 
accountable for his alleged violations. “Given that the 
prosecutor’s conclusion that the statute of limitations for 
such a crime grants Mr. Reed a walk,” McDonald said, 
“we reluctantly leave final judgment in this matter to 
higher powers.” - Amy Smith 

Tuition and fees at the University of Texas will increase 
a whopping 9.6% next year and 1.3% the next, to an 
average cost of $4,050 per semester, after the UT Board 
of Regents this week approved tuition increases across 
the eight-campus system. The news may inspire some to 
rally a mob to storm the next regents meeting, but the 
regents would simply redirect your ire to the folks in the 
bulbous pink dome downtown. In a dirge similar to one 
sung over at Austin Community College, UT wails that the 
Lege hasn’t raised state appropriations quickly enough 
to keep pace with inflation, leaving UT no choice but to 
balance the books on the backs of the students. UT reps 
also like to point out that financial aid cuts the full price 
an average of 30%, and more for the neediest students. 
However, cuts in grant programs like the federal Pell and 
state TEXAS grants mean an increasing percentage of 
this aid comes in the form of loans, and if you’ve ever 
met a 21-year-old facing $40,000 of education debt, it 
ain’t pretty. - Rachel Proctor May 

The Travis Co. Hospital District has allocated $500,000 
toward the buying of additional psychiatric beds at 
Seton Shoal Creek Hospital in the upcoming year. The 
measure, based upon the recommendation of a stake- 
holders group, makes good on a promise during the cam- 
paign to create the hospital district to try to address the 
inadequacy of emergency mental health services in the 
community. The funding lasts for a year and will allow an 
additional 25 admissions per month at Shoal Creek, the 
city’s last full-service psychiatric hospital. That’s just a 
temporary solution, though, in more ways than one. 
County Judge Sam Biscoe noted this week that the coun- 
ty needs to do more to house mental health clients who 
are released from county services. The county is pushing 
for outpatient services but also must help meet those 
clients’ long-term housing needs. - Kimberly Reeves

Charter election rhetoric 
begins rising all around

If it’s an ill wind that blows nobody good, 
you couldn’t prove it by the beleaguered crew 
assembled in front of city hall last week, lean- 
ing into a bitter March gale for the benefit of 
the TV cameras and a handful of reporters 
longing wistfully for an indoor venue. The hast- 
ily assembled press conference was the latest 
official salvo in the current municipal Punch- 
and-Judy routine also known as the campaign 
over Prop. 1 and Prop. 2, the “clean water” and 
“clean government” propositions that will 
appear - in some form, pending the usual liti- 
gation - on the May 13 election ballot. Several 
City Council members - Lee Leffingwell, Betty 
Dunkerley, Jennifer Kim, Brewster McCracken 

- spoke out strongly against both propositions, 
backed by a chorus of new council candidates 
(Sheryl Cole, Mike Martinez, Eliza May) and a 
brace of local environmentalists, who undoubt- 
edly looked good on camera but told me after- 
ward they couldn’t hear a word anybody said in 
the flaring wind. 

That’s show biz. The speeches were not 
news to anybody on hand, but rather an initial 
attempt to advertise public solidarity among 
current and former council members (Raul 
Alvarez sent best wishes, as did Daryl Slusher) 
and many green advocates that the proposals 
to amend the charter, however well intended, 
would neither protect the Edwards Aquifer and 
Barton Springs, nor make city government 
effectively more “open” to the public than it 
already is. These propositions were drafted, 
said Leffingwell, “behind closed doors and 
with no public input”; they will have “unin- 
tended consequences” far beyond their appar- 
ent good intentions; and because petition-sub- 
mitted amendments, once subject to signa- 
tures, cannot be altered, there has been no real 
opportunity to correct “errors or omissions” in 
the language that, if adopted, moves directly 
into the city charter. 

Leffingwell described the risk to progressive 
city programs like solar rebates and SMART 
Housing by a ban on any “incentives” in the 
Barton Springs Zone, and reiterated the “$36 
million up front, and $1 million a month” 
mantra that the city insists it will cost to imple- 
ment the instant-online portions of Prop. 2. 
Dunkerley argued that the cost estimates, 
rather than inflated, are more likely too low, 
and will come at the expense of other pressing 
city needs, from public safety to public health 

- concluding, “I am vehemently opposed to 
these propositions.” Kim described the in-prog- 
ress, multijurisdiction regional water quality 
plan as offering better hope for aquifer protec- 
tion, and said that promises of online docu-

ment access in “real time” are simply recipes 
for public dispute and disappointment. A 
little later, McCracken itemized three reasons 
to oppose the amendments: 1) the excessive 
cost (a six-year estimate of $96 million); 2) 
the apparent ban on water/drainage infra- 
structure improvements in southwest neigh- 
borhoods; 3) the “severe restrictions” on citi- 
zen privacy rights in e-mails and discussions 
with city officials.

Needless to say, the amendment propo- 
nents - two overlapping groups of activist 
organizations, with the core leadership from 
SOS, ACLU, and the Electronic Frontier 
Foundation-Austin - reject every one of 
these arguments as misleading, overdrawn, 
or simply “lies,” as Jordan Hatcher of EFF 
(who helped draft the open government 
proposition) called Eeffingwell’s description 
of the online e-mails proposal. Hatcher 
insisted that the amendment is simply not 
as onerous as officials say, and that the city 
would retain much “discretion and judg- 
ment” about the standards for what must be 
posted (“in real time”) online. He didn’t say 
what happens if the official judgment should 
differ from that of the amendment advo- 
cates. He also said that by researching open- 
source and Web-based software, proponents 
have already reduced the city’s $36 million

initial cost estimate to $24 million - not 
exactly a dramatic breakthrough, nor espe- 
cially the sort of insignificant detail to be 
worked out after the fact. 

“It’s unfortunate that we want to spend 
this kind of energy in fighting among 
friends,” said Ted Siff, after he stepped down 
out of the wind. Siff, former director of the 
Austin Parks Foundation and longtime parks 


and open-space advocate, had been joined 
by George Cofer of the Hill Country 
Conservancy, Mary Ann Neely of the Save 
Barton Creek Association, Jim Marston of 
Environmental Defense, and several others 
(all officially speaking for themselves, not 
their organizations) whose record of envi- 
ronmental advocacy is at least as long as 
those promoting the amendments. Siff said 
he’s particularly concerned about the effects 
the projected amendment costs might have 
on the current bond proposal for open space 
acquisition - now at $45 million, from an 
initial goal of $75 million - adding, “part of 
the reason for the bond election postpone- 
ment [from May to November] was the 
introduction of these amendments.” 

Although nobody at council claimed that 
at the time, on this day Betty Dunkerley con- 
curred with Siff, saying that the amendment 
costs had landed on her desk as the council 
addressed the bond package. “The timing 
itself is not the main issue,” she told me. 
“But when we set our budget [this summer] , 
we can’t use numbers based on someone 
else’s speculation. We have to use the best 
numbers estimated by city staff. And that 
money’s got to come from somewhere.” 


As I write, Austin voters have six weeks to 
sort out these arguments. They’re not likely 
to be helped much either by the council’s 
“doomsday scenarios” (as the proponents’ 
lawsuit, argued today, describes the official 
ballot language) nor by the cheerful Springs- 
and-flowers promises of “clean water” and 
“clean government” used by advocates to 
market extremely complex legislation with 
multiple potential effects, good and bad. As 
we huddled in the cold wind, I asked onlook- 
ing SOS spokesman Colin Clark how it hap- 
pens that so many prominent environmental- 
ists would find themselves in opposition to 
proposals supposedly so green and progres- 
sive. “Those people are all ‘insiders,’” Clark 
said. “People who feel like they’re insiders 
don’t feel a need to open up the process of 
local democracy.” 

If those are indeed the terms of the dis- 
cussion, voters can expect to spend much of 
the next several weeks trying to get out of 
the wind. ■ 


Public lewdness, disturbing the peace, libel 
and slander - we’re no stranger to litigation 
here at BTF> but we feel compelled to men- 
tion the citation we garnered in Austin judi- 
cial annals this week, specifically in those 
dog-eared pages concerning aquifer litiga- 
tion. Friday, plaintiffs sympathetic to the 
Save Our Springs Alliance - including for- 
mer state Rep. Glen Maxey, the Austin 
Neighborhood Council’s Jeff Jack, the ACLU’s 
Ann del Llano, and energy gadfly Paul 
Robbins - filed suit against the city over the 
council’s ballot language for SOS’s open 
government (Proposition 1) and clean 
water (Prop. 2) charter amendments, calling 
the language grossly misleading and inappro- 
priate “electioneering.” In the pleadings BTP 
enters, stage left, at p.17, with our descrip- 
tion of the council’s Prop. 6 insurance lan- 
guage as “the blandest terms possible” 
(“Dueling Dictionaries,” March 10), therefore 
in sharp contrast to the he I If ire-and-b rim- 
stone predictions proffered for Prop. 1. 

“While it is permissible to state the factual 
purposes of a proposed measure,” the plain- 
tiffs charge, “it is not permissible to use the 
ballot language to paint an inaccurate 
doomsday scenario in order to push voters 
into voting against the measure.” With the 
city clerk waiting to issue approved ballots, a 
hearing for the ballot lawsuit was fast-tracked 
to this morning (Thursday). (Meanwhile, at 
press time Wednesday afternoon, Judge John 
Dietz had yet to issue a ruling in the earlier 
SOS suit to enjoin Advanced Micro Devices 
from settling at Lantana.) 

With the amendments looming, Lovecraft- 
like, over the November bond election - at 
least in the minds of opponents - last week 
city staff began the first of several presenta- 
tions to council of revised bond numbers, 
aimed at cutting the citizens Bond Election 
Advisory Committee’s $614 million recom- 
mendation by $100 million or so. (Heads up: 
Facility renovations will be discussed April 6; 
new facilities and the library arrive April 20, 
followed April 27 by affordable housing, park- 
land, and open space.) The story in the 
transportation package was the staff’s 
renewed emphasis on streets, in contrast to 
the BEAC’s decision to invest more heavily in 


alternatives like bikeways and less in what it 
called “the traditional mode of automotive 
transportation.” Despite the goal of cuts, 
transportation hiccuped from $98.9 to 
$103.1 million, and street repair bumped up 
from $66 to $85 million. Drainage was down- 
graded from $122.1 to $95 million, but staff 
hopes to span the difference with drainage 
utility funds. 

Quicker than a ravenous Roto-Rooter, 
Brewster McCracken used the moment to 
snake SOS’s drain. After prompting 
Watershed Protection and Development 
Review director Joe Pantalion to describe 
the merits of storm-drain infrastructure 
(71,000-plus feet planned), McCracken point- 
ed to a map of master-plan priority projects, 
arguing, “We would have to basically draw a 
box around the bottom left quadrant of this 
and not do any of these projects, including 
two major water quality projects and a num- 
ber of storm drainage, erosion control, and 
multiobjective projects. ... If Prop. 2 passes, 
the language of that appears to prohibit us 
from doing these things that I think we all 
recognize would be beneficial for water quali- 
ty, beneficial for homeowners, and beneficial 
for public safety.” (The ballot language law- 
suit insists that rather than prohibit such 
projects, the amendment would “prioritize” 
water protection in the Barton Springs Zone.) 

City attorneys say they’re afforded wide 
discretion in drafting, yet the city’s proposi- 
tions - lengthy and loaded - differ profoundly 
from their supporters’ (admittedly enthusias- 
tic) one-sentence originals. The latest council 
spin is that the “open government” amend- 
ment pushed the bonds back to November - 
because the cost is so high, those poor 
bonds would just have to be re-jiggered. 

Never mind the fact that the decision to 
delay the bonds was made before the signa- 
tures were dry on the amendment petitions. 

Council absents itself from chambers this 
week, returning next for continuing bond pre- 
sentations, possible action on the Urban 
Transportation Commission’s recommenda- 
tion to deny the sale of Roy’s Taxi’s permits 
to Yellow Cab, and any new fallout from 
SOS’s various legal endeavors.

In other mental health news, two events on Monday, April 3, shine a light on 
suicide, the second-leading cause of death for college students. On UT’s 
West Mall, from 11 to 2pm, B. Events, created by Brittany Kessel following 
her brother’s suicide, has planned a macabre demonstration featuring demon- 
strators dressed as corpses, several famous artists and entertainers includ- 
ed, and culminating with a ritualistic suicide. Later that evening, Stubb’s Bar- 
B-Q, 801 Red River, is hosting a 9pm fundraiser for the American Foundation 
for Suicide Prevention and support group For the Love of Christi. Bands 
include Five Dollar Friend, Leatherhand, and Dynah; tickets available at the 
door.

Also, social service agency LifeWorks, lending help to at-risk families and 
pregnant and homeless teens, got a $300,000 loan from the Austin Housing 
Finance Corporation at last week’s City Council meeting. As noted on the 
AHFC agenda, the loan will go toward renovating the agency’s emergency 
shelter into “a six-unit, 12-bed transitional housing facility for low-income 
homeless youth and young adults” that will let them assist an additional 20 
people a year, on top of the 40 they help on average now. For more home- 
less-community news, see Homer the Homeless Goose on p.22.

FEMA has announced that it’s extending until May 31 its cutoff deadline for 
providing cities with funds for paying the rent of Hurricane Katrina evacu- 
ees, instead of March 31, the previous deadline. “The longer we can provide 
families with assistance, the more chance they have to stabilize their lives,” 
said Paul Hilgers, director of the city’s Neighborhood Housing and Community 
Development Office. But he qualified his thanks with a huge, looming ques- 
tion: “What happens to the people who we know are not eligible for the con- 
tinued assistance from FEMA?” See www.femaanswers.org to read FEMA’s new 
deadline extension letter, dated March 27. - Cheryl Smith 

In other hurricane evacuee news, the U.S. Census Bureau is urging job-seek- 
ers who fled Katrina and Rita for Austin and Pflugerville to apply for the 
bureau’s 1,500 newly created temporary jobs. According to a bureau press 
release, most of the new jobs will be census-taker positions, requiring 20-40 
hours of work a week for around 5 to 10 weeks, and will pay $14.50 an hour, 
plus mileage or bus fare. The bureau is using parts of Travis Co. as testing 
ground for new technology and procedures for the 2010 census. Call

City Council was more than willing to give City Manager Toby Futrell a glowing 
recommendation and a pay raise last month, but the Austin Neighborhoods 
Council appeared less inclined to support such actions. Questions to Mayor 
Will Wynn and Mayor Pro Tern Danny Thomas at a recent candidates’ forum 
focused on the duo’s support of Futrell’s positive job performance review and 
raise, despite what ANC President Laura Morrison described as a “secretive 
top-down attitude” at City Hall. Thomas said he was open to seeking more 
outside input; Wynn said Futrell had taken the city through four difficult bud- 
get years and had earned, and taken, her first raise since she was named 
city manager in 2002. Futrell’s salary, now $232,502, is in line with the city 
managers of the state’s five largest cities, according to the city. - K.R. 

Out Youth, which has offered professional counseling and peer support to 
Austin’s queer youth since 1990, has closed the doors of its drop-in center. 
The organization is reportedly facing financial difficulties, as well as infighting 
between board members, volunteers, and the youths it serves. According to 
youths and volunteers, the board closed the drop-in center in January with no 
advance warning and has been keeping mum about their situation and pros- 
pects. However, board members, who have agreed to meet with youths and 
volunteers this week, insist the center will reopen in April. - Emily Pyle 

Travis Co. criminal defendants can just say “charge it” the next time a judge 
hits them with a fine. It’s all part of the county’s efforts to comply with a 
state law designed to improve collections of criminal fines and fees. 

Under the new program, defendants will be required to pay their fines at the 
time of sentencing, and those in county or JP courts will be able to use their 
plastic, or set up a payment plan if can’t afford to pay up front. The new pro- 
gram also calls for stricter enforcement of collecting delinquent fines. County 
officials will mail out delinquency notices to folks who have outstanding bal- 
ances for traffic tickets or other offenses, and they could be subject to arrest 
and an even stiffer fine if they don’t respond. So officials are encouraging 
everyone to just come clean on their own volition before the county steps in. 
Defendants owing money for a case in a county district court should contact 
Community Supervision and Corrections at 854-4600, Court-at-law defen- 
dants can call Travis Co. Central Collections at 854-9473, and JP defendants 
should call that JP’s office to settle up. - A.S. 

The city’s Design Commission is sending a rather polite invitation to the 
University of Texas System to join commission members for a discussion of 
the proposed hotel and conference center on UT property on Martin 
Luther King Boulevard. Nothing obligates state government to participate in a 
review process of projects - the Design Commission has no say over state 
government or federal projects, either - but the group of architectural profes- 
sionals was less than impressed with the Blanton Museum of Art, which is 
set to open next month. The Blanton, the subject of its own lengthy design 
controversy, turns a blank wall to MLK, a definite “no no” in the minds of 
those who are looking to upgrade design principles in the city. - K.R. 


The Clean Energy Incubator, a nonprofit organization designed to help start- 
up businesses in the renewable energy industry - an offshoot of UT and its 
trans-disciplinary “think and do” tank, the 1C 2 Institute - announced a part- 
nership with the city and Austin Energy last Thursday in which the incubator 
will get $500,000 over the next two years, which “will enable us to expand 
our programs with the goal of delivering clean energy entrepreneurial ven- 
tures that will assist the City and enrich our community,” said CEI Director 
Richard Amato in a press release. CEI’s Web site profiles member business- 
es pursuing fresh technologies such as geothermal energy generation, 
biodiesel, human energy harvesting, 3D and 4D environmental data visual- 
ization, battery/ fuel-cel I power sources, and a system to process tires, wood, 
and other waste into recycled by-products and clean electricity. Former CEI 
affiliate Austin-based HelioVolt Corp. has made worldwide news by develop- 
ing solar cells on tough, thin films, able to coat external building materials or 
interior furnishings, potentially turning buildings into self-powered renewable 
energy sources. CEI’s new funding will also help create an investment con- 
ference and venture/technology competition in 2007 in Austin.

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


The federal judge assigned to a lawsuit that Comptroller Carole Keeton 
Strayhorn filed against the state elections chief has recused himself 
because he and his wife signed Strayhorn’s petition. The judge’s withdrawal 
from the case, announced Tuesday, gave Strayhorn an excuse to churn out a 
press release trumpeting the support of U.S. District Judge Sam Sparks in 
her indie bid for governor. The release included a statement from Sparks, 
that he and his wife “have long supported [Strayhorn] in her political endeav- 
ors and have signed her petition.” Strayhorn’s lawsuit challenges Secretary 
of State Roger Williams’ plan to individually verify each of the 45,540 signa- 
tures required to earn ballot placement. Williams, an appointee of Gov. Rick 
Perry, said the process will take at least two months. Strayhorn believes the 
verification process could take just two days if Williams would simply use 
statistical sampling, and verify the signatures as he receives them. By opt- 
ing to use the more time-consuming method, Strayhorn said, Williams is giv- 
ing other gubernatorial candidates - Perry and Democrat Chris Bell - a leg 
up on fundraising while her own ballot fate remains up in the air. Williams’ 
office says the elections chief is just doing his job. “Secretary Williams will 
continue to apply Texas law to all candidates in an even manner, and will not 
grant special treatment to any candidate,” spokesman Scott Haywood said. 

In a statement on Tuesday, Friedman said he has decided against joining 
Strayhorn’s lawsuit, adding, “Our time and resources are better spent com- 
plying with the law. We wish Comptroller Strayhorn luck in her lawsuit.” With 
Sparks’ recusal, the case now goes to U.S. District Judge Lee Yeakel. - A.S. 

“Now, there’s a real sense in which you are interviewing the wrong person. 

It’s the ordinary people of Iraq that you should be talking to,” said British 
peace activist Norman Kember this past Saturday. “Those are the people 
who have suffered so much over so many years and still await the stable 
and just society that they deserve.” After spending nearly 120 days in captiv- 
ity, Kember and his fellow Christian Peacemaker Team members, 
Canadians Harmeet Sooden and James Loney, were freed by multinational 
forces on March 23, 13 days after the body of their deceased American col- 
league, Tom Fox, was recovered. CPT co-directors Rev. Carol Rose and Doug 
Pritchard dispute media reports that Fox’s body showed signs of torture; 

Rose and fellow CPTer Rich Meyer both viewed Fox’s body. CPT also recently 
released a statement renewing their call for the release of the “thousands 
[of] Iraqis who are being detained illegally by the U.S. and British forces 
occupying Iraq.” For more on the Christian Peacemaker Team and the individ- 
ual statements of the recently freed, see www.cpt.org.

It’s been quite a week in the realm of the undocumented: After the Senate 
Judiciary Committee approved the Kennedy-McCain bill (which offers the 
opportunity to work toward citizenship - provided you fork over $2,000), and 
the House considered HB 4437 (which, among other things, criminalizes reli- 
gious and charitable groups that aid undocumented workers), a formidable 
number of people took to the streets in defense of immigrants’ rights (most 
remarkable being the 500,000-2 million turnout in Los Angeles). And, wouldn’t 
you know, the Minutemen announced their return to the border. As of April 
1, those armed and binoculared in the name of strengthening our borders 
will park their lawn chairs and pickup trucks sporadically along the vast U.S. 
territory adjacent to Canada and Mexico. From TXMinuteman.org, the rallying 
cry: “Just a hair over 60 miles and we are going to be operational in ever 
last inch of it! It requires 2 HQ’s just to keep everyone in radio range! If you 
want to work on a project that is ON THE MEXICO BORDER, here it is. Just 
go to the ‘Contacts’ or ‘Volunteer Form’ page and ‘Git er done!”’ - D.W. 

In other immigration news, Central and South Texans seeking immigration- 
related legal help have a new place to turn. The nonprofit Bernard Kohler 
Center opened March 13 in Kyle at 3601 Dry Hole Rd. According to a press 
release, one of its focuses is providing aid to “detainees in Pearsall, Karnes 
City, Laredo, and the juvenile detention facility in Nixon, Texas.” Interim 
Director David Walding said in the release that “we hope to assist countless 
immigrants in presenting their asylum claims and other requests.”

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Elementary School 
Limbo Continues 

It was supposed to be the dramatic conclusion to a two- 
month battle. Instead, the decisive vote on whether to close 
two AISD elementary schools came down to a profoundly inde- 
cisive 4-4 tie at a packed board of trustees meeting Monday 
night. (Trustee Rudy Montoya was absent.) Until a new vote is 
set, AISD-watchers must remain in limbo as issues of school 
finance, housing, and class coalesce like clouds over underen- 
rolled Becker and Oak Springs elementaries. “So many par- 
ents just need to know what’s going to happen,” said Bouldin 
Creek Neighborhood Association President Kathie Tovo. 

Montoya may have just earned a place as the most-griped- 
about trustee among weary parents desperate for resolution; 
however, Eastside representative Cheryl Bradley probably 
lost some friends Monday night as well. Bradley, the lone 
African-American on the board, has consistently opposed 
Superintendent Pat Forgione’s proposal to close Becker, 
located in Bouldin Creek, and Oak Springs, in Central East 
Austin. Both schools are majority-poor and serve students 
from nearby housing projects, so over the last couple of 
months, Bradley has many times lashed Forgione with impas- 
sioned speeches about “disadvantaging the disadvantaged.” 
She made just such a speech Monday night - before raising 
her hand in favor of school closure, and shocking those who 
considered her an ally of the anti-closure camp. 

Here’s what happened: The board sat down Monday expect- 
ing to vote on Forgione’s proposal to close Becker this year 
and Oak Springs in 2007. Board President Doyle Valdez put 
forth a surprise variation, however: close Becker, but keep Oak 
Springs open. It was a savvy move by Valdez, who like Forgione 
supports school closure as a fiscally responsible strategy. By 
offering to keep Oak Springs open, Valdez could earn Bradley’s 
vote, even though the board could turn around and close Oak 
Springs next year anyway. For Bradley, even a short-term 
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chance at saving the school was better than many potential 
alternatives. “I have to protect my district,” she said. 

Protect it she did, but then she had to protect herself 
against the parents who, in the stunned aftermath of the tie 
vote, stormed the dais. Bradley says some considered her a 
“traitor.” That, however, raises the question of whether there 
exists a coherent movement to betray. On the one hand, the 
middle-class liberals who rallied a bevy of prominent Austin- 
ites to the save-Becker cause spoke of the school as a canary 
for schools all over Central Austin. On the other hand, their 
rhetoric often treated Oak Springs as, at best, an after- 
thought. An Austin Neighborhoods Council resolution urging 
AISD to keep Becker open referred to Becker only; so did a 
letter from City Council members Lee Leffingwell, Brewster 
McCracken, and Jennifer Kim, as did public comments from 
the Save Our Springs Alliance. (Here at the Chronicle, a 
cover story on Becker and subsequent feature on Porter 
Middle, which AISD voted to close earlier this month, also 
gave Oak Springs footnote status.) Bradley’s dilemma, and 
ultimate decision, points to a difference between the “save 
the inner city” rhetoric and the reality that in fast-gentrifying 
Austin, there’s inner-city, and then there’s inner-city. 


For Bradley, however, the main reason to treat the closure of 
Becker differently from Oak Springs is the differences between 
the communities themselves. Several of Becker’s most visible 
champions have been middle-class neighbors who helped the 
PTA develop a proposal to seek out grants to build a magnet- 
style program to boost the school’s enrollment. While the 
Becker community urged AISD to offer the “proposal” option 
to Oak Springs, it’s somewhere between disingenuous and 
naive to suggest that Oak Springs could take advantage of it. 
“There’s no middle class in Booker T. Washington,” said 
Bradley, referring to the housing project that supplies nearly all 
the school’s students. “There’s no way Booker T. could have 
come up with a proposal.” 

The four trustees who voted against the proposal were John 
Fitzpatrick, Robert Schneider, Mark Williams, and 
Patricia Whiteside, and all said they were opposed to the 
process, not to the prospect of school closures. Williams, for 
example, complained that out of the zillions of potential bud- 
get cuts AISD could make, the district put only school-closure 
on the table. He called for a full review of the entire budget so 
that school closure could be weighed in comparison to other 
possible savings. Similarly, Schneider wanted to review all vari- 
ables affecting school enrollment, including boundary and 
transfer policies, so that any closures would come as part of a 
coherent plan. 

One of the enrollment variables is the bad reputations 
some central schools have, particularly among middle-class 
parents who move into previously poor neighborhoods: Becker, 
for example, was considered a “bad school” by many in the 
neighborhood before it became a cause celebre. Fitzpatrick 
pointed out that by keeping Becker and Oak Springs open, 
“there’s a real opportunity to capture the energy and atten- 
tion” to get other neighborhoods as excited about their 
schools as Bouldin Creek had become for Becker. He even 
offered a snappy acronym: Support Underenrol led Center- 
City Elementary and Secondary Schools, or SUCCESS. 

The success of SUCCESS, however, largely depends on the 
final vote - whenever it finally comes. - Rachel Proctor May 


Local Woman Comes to Aid of Orphaned Ethiopians With HIV 


A year and a half ago, Vanessa Lazar 
stood in a room with 30 cribs, where 30 cry- 
ing infants vied for attention from the eight 
staff members of the Gift of Love Asko 
orphanage in Ethiopia’s capital, Addis 
Ababa. Those eight staff members were 
charged with the care, not only of those 
infants, but also of the orphanage’s 310 
other children, ages ranging up to 16-years- 
old, all diagnosed with HIV. As a native 
Chicagoan who’d been a homeless single 
mom at age 19, Lazar had taken a winding 
path to end up, at 31-years-old, in an 
Ethiopian nursery. The spokeswoman for 
homelessness turned advocate turned teen 
pregnancy workshop leader had read in the 
newspaper about famine in Ethiopia and 
decided, simply put, “to do something.” 


At first, she says, “I was gonna collect canned 
goods and clothing and ship it over there - it 
was just my ignorance because you can’t go 
do stuff like that.” So instead, she enlisted 
the help of Save the Children, after seeing 
STC Director Dennis Walto on TV and call- 
ing him up for advice. The group helped pub- 
licize her grassroots fundraisers, from car- 
washes to silent auctions, and brought her 
to Ethiopia to donate her funds to a feeding 
center. While there, she toured the programs 
STC supported, which brought her to Gift of 
Love. Once again, she decided to do some- 
thing, but rather than go through Save the 
Children, which provides psychotherapy for the 
children, she decided to go it alone so that 
she could give the orphans something they 
weren’t already getting - a chance at survival. 


Lazar hopes to raise enough money to 
provide antiretroviral therapy to each child 
at the orphanage, which has now grown to 
400 children. It’s an ambitious goal, consider- 
ing the medication costs around $100 a month 
per child, but she’s in it for the long haul. “If I 
go at the rate that I’m going, it could take 
years,” she admits, “but the thing I’m trying 
to do right now in Austin is educate people 
on the need for it.” Lazar kicks off her fund- 
raising campaign this Saturday at Body Vida/ 
Kim Soo Martial Arts, 1109 S. Congress, 
with “Around the World in Eighty Fashions,” a 
fashion show with clothing from Rikki Rae 
Designs, dance from Roy Lozano Ballet Folk- 
lorico, live music from Zappinatra, and food 
from Taj Palace. Tickets are $40, available at 
www.reflektionsevents.com. - Nora Ankrum 


Officers Cleared 
in Clark Death 

APD Chief Stan Knee has declined to disci- 
pline any of the nine officers involved in the 
arrest of 33-year-old Michael Clark, who died 
minutes after police took him into custody on 
Sept. 26. According to police, Knee reviewed 
the work of Internal Affairs investigators 
and, “after careful review,” Knee (along with 
others along the officers’ chain of command) 
agreed that the case be “cleared” and that no 
discipline be meted out for any infraction of 
department policy or procedure. The IA investi- 
gation was also presented to the Citizen 
Review Panel for review; after an emotional 
public hearing earlier this month, the panel 
similarly declined to recommend disciplinary 
action against any of the officers involved in 
Clark’s arrest. 

On Sept. 26, police working APD’s Southeast 
Area Command responded to a call for ser- 
vice, and found Clark in an altercation. According 
to police, Clark was “displaying behavior that 
was violent and irrational.” He was initially coop- 
erative and got into the back seat of a patrol 
car to answer some questions, but once they 
tried to handcuff him, he refused, and would 
not leave the car. After more than an hour, the 
nine officers assembled formulated a plan to 
call EMS to the scene, pull Clark out of the car, 
and then use a Taser to subdue him. After strik- 
ing Clark with three shots from a Taser, police 
were able to get him into custody; minutes later 
he went into “medical distress” and died a 
short time later at the hospital. - Jordan Smith

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Hidden Evidence? 

Rodney Reed seeks new trial 

After a two-day evidentiary hearing in Bastrop last 
week, the question of whether Texas death row inmate 
Rodney Reed will get a second chance to prove he is 
innocent of the 1996 murder of Stacey Stites rests in 
the hands of Bastrop Co. District Judge Reva Towslee- 
Corbett. Reed’s attorneys insist that exculpatory evi- 
dence unavailable to Reed during his 1998 trial - evi- 
dence they say was hidden from the defense by former 
Bastrop District Attorney Charles Penick and his pros- 
ecutorial team - casts serious doubt on Reed’s guilt 
and strongly supports the defense theory that another 
man, Stites’ former fiance and then Giddings police 
officer Jimmy Fennell, Jr., was the real killer. 

Reed was convicted in May 1998 of killing Stites, a 
20-year-old Giddings resident, as she drove to work for an 
early morning shift at the Bastrop HEB on April 23, 1996. 
Stites was strangled with a belt and her body was dumped 
just north of town; the red pickup truck she was driving - 
which belonged to Fennell - was found in the Bastrop High 
School parking lot. DNA evidence on Stites body led investiga- 
tors to Reed, but no other physical evidence connects Reed to 
the crime, and Reed accounts for his DNA by insisting that 
he’d been having an affair with Stites. Reed’s supporters say 
Fennell, now a Georgetown police officer, is a far more likely 
suspect - he apparently knew of Reed and Stites’ relationship 
and was not happy about it. Fennell was initially a suspect, 
but police never properly searched the apartment he shared 
with Stites, nor his pickup truck. 

Reed’s appeal attorneys, Morris Moon of the Texas Defend- 
er Service and former Court of Criminal Appeals Judge Morris 
Overstreet, contended that his trial attorneys were ineffective 
at least in part because DA Penick withheld exculpatory evi- 
dence, especially concerning Fennell. In October, the Court of 


Criminal Appeals sent 
Reed’s case back to the 
Bastrop court to hear testi- 
mony related to the allegedly 
withheld information - includ- 
ing testimony from Martha 
Barnett, who said she saw 
Stites and Fennell in a con- 
venience store parking lot 
around 5am the morning 
Stites was murdered, and 
from Dallas police officer 
Mary Blackwell, who said 
she had heard Fennell brag- 
ging during a police training 
class that he’d strangle his 
girlfriend as punishment for 
any infidelity. 

Barnett told the court 
she knew Stites from the HEB, as she worked in the same 
shopping center, and that the morning Stites was killed, she 
saw Stites and a man, apparently arguing, standing next to a 
red pickup in the parking lot of a nearby convenience store. 
Weeks later, she recognized a newspaper photo of Fennell. Her 
mother suggested she tell former Lee Co. Attorney Steven 
Keng, and in January 1998, Barnett asked Keng to pass her 
story on to DA Penick. Keng testified that Penick wasn’t inter- 
ested. “His response was to laugh and to tell me he didn’t 
need any more witnesses,” Keng testified, “that he didn’t want 
to hear it, and [he] turned on his heel and walked off.” 
Blackwell, a sergeant with Dallas’ North Lake Community 
College police, told the court that in 1995, during a police 
academy class, she’d overheard Fennell “talking to another 
cadet, and he said that if he ever found out that his girlfriend 
was cheating on him that he’d strangle her,” and would avoid 
leaving fingerprints by using a leather belt. In 1998, after 
Blackwell heard that Stites was in fact strangled with a belt, 
she told her story to private investigator John Vasquez, who

was working on Reed’s defense. But Vasquez passed the infor- 
mation on to Assistant District Attorney Forrest Sanderson, 
he testified, and not to the Reed defense - assuming that 
because the state was required to share mitigating and excul- 
patory evidence with Reed’s lawyers, the information would make it 
to them. But that information was apparently never relayed. (Sander- 
son testified that Vasquez never gave him the information.) 

Responding for the state, Assistant Attorneys General Lisa 
Tanner (who helped Penick prosecute Reed in 1998) and Tina 
Dettmer attacked the defense evidence. Tanner tried to under- 
mine Barnett’s photo identification of Fennell and suggested 
Barnett might have been motivated to lie in order to get back 
at Fennell, who’d arrested her in 1997 on a drunk driving 
charge. She also countered Blackwell’s story with the testimo- 
ny of AG investigator Missy Wolfe - over strenuous hearsay 
objections from Overstreet - who testified that she’d talked to 
each member of the 1995 police training class, but none 
recalled Fennell boasting about how he’d kill his girlfriend. 

Now-retired DA Penick testified himself that Keng hadn’t 
come to him with information about Barnett until 2002. “I 
thought he was kind of jesting. I didn’t take him seriously,” 
Penick said, although he agreed that he had told Keng that “I 
... had enough evidence to get Rodney Reed and that I didn’t 
need any more.” Penick’s timeline is curious, since by 2002 
the Barnett information was already public (including in the 
Chronicle), and Penick could not explain to Overstreet why, if 
he’d gotten the information four years after the trial, he would 
tell Keng he wasn’t interested because he already had enough 
evidence. “I didn’t say ‘to prosecute,”' Penick replied, clarify- 
ing nothing. “I said I had ‘enough evidence against Rodney 
Reed already.”' Penick insisted he’d done nothing wrong and 
as for Keng, he said, “Lie’s telling a big lie.” 

Judge Reva Towslee-Corbett - whose father, former Judge 
Harold Towslee, presided over Reed’s original trial (a circum- 
stance that Reed’s supporters say is a conflict of interest) - 
will now weigh the conflicting testimony and decide, probably 
by early summer, whether to recommend to the Court of Crim- 
inal Appeals that Reed receive a new trial. - Jordan Smith 


Weed Watch 

Drug Enforcement Administration narcos picked up 
where they left off just before Christmas, descending 
upon the small medi-pot growers collective run by 

Palm Desert, Calif., medi-mari patient Gary Silva in a 
March 14, early morning raid, seizing 80 pot plants and a 
cache of patient records, and sending Silva to the hospi- 
tal with a dislocated shoulder. The feds reportedly burst 
through the door before Silva could get it open, knocking 
the medi-pot patient, who suffers from a degenerative 
disc disorder, tumbling to the ground. According to the 
Drug Reform Coordination Network, Silva’s wife and 
daughter were held at gunpoint as the narcos raided the 
facility; no one was arrested, but narcos reportedly told 
Silva he would face arrest if he dared to grow any more 
pot. This was just the latest in a chain of federal raids, 
mainly in California, that the DEA has undertaken with 
new zeal since the U.S. Supreme Court ruled last sum- 
mer (in a case originally brought by medi-pot patient 
Angel Raich) that state-sanctioned medi-pot laws do not 
exempt patients (and their caregivers and/or growers) 
from federal enforcement of pot prohibition. 

Nonetheless, 11 states (including California, where vot- 
ers passed a “compassionate use” law in 1996) have 
passed laws allowing registered patients to grow, pos- 
sess, and use marijuana for medicinal purposes. And 
Silva said that his operation was conducted within the 
boundaries of state law. “I grew for myself and a few 
other patients, and donated the excess to a nearby dis- 
pensing collective,” he said. “There was no need for our 
California sheriffs to call in federal agents to injure me 
and harass my family.” 

The Silva raid sparked a new round of protests outside 
federal buildings across the country by medi-pot advo- 
cates - including a downtown Austin protest organized by 

Texans for Medical Marijuana, and one in Oakland 
where medi-pot patient and activist Angel Raich was 


arrested, reportedly for talking back to a security guard 
who told her she was using a megaphone too close to 
the building. 

In other pot news, NORML reports that a new poll 
conducted by Zogby International reveals that nearly 
50% of likely voters support amending federal law to 
allow states to “legally regulate and tax marijuana” in 
the same way that liquor and gambling are regulated. 

The measure polled favorably among young voters - 
nearly 66% of voters 18-29 - and middle-aged voters - 
50% of those ages 50-64. Interestingly, 58% of 30- to 
49-year-olds and 52% of seniors said they’d oppose the 
change. “Public support for replacing the illicit marijuana 
market with a legally regulated, controlled market ... con- 
tinues to grow,” said NORML Executive Director Allen 
St. Pierre in a press release. “NORML’s challenge is to 
convert this growing public support into a tangible public 
policy that no longer criminalizes those adults who use 
marijuana responsibly.” 

Of course, if federal drug czar John Walters has his 
prohibition-loving way, no drugs - aside from tobacco, 
alcohol, and the cornucopia of pharmaceuticals, of 
course - would be decriminalized, let alone legalized. 
Indeed, responding to an editorial critical of the ongoing 
drug war that appeared on the notoriously conservative 
editorial pages of the Wall Street Journal last month, 
Walters penned an op/ed piece for the March 16 WSJ, 
insisting that there is “no realistic alternative to the 
fight” against drugs. Illegal drugs are “inherently danger- 
ous,” he wrote, and thinking there would be some way to 
regulate drug use is nothing but a “cruel delusion.” 
There’s nothing new in Walters’ thinking so it’s no sur- 
prise that the czar skates around the irony of his position 
by trying to argue a negative - specifically, that the war 
on drugs has “staved off a worse circumstance, with 
many more drug users, and more damage to the social 
fabric.” (To read Walter’s latest missive, check out 
the archives of the Media Awareness Project at 
www.mapinc.org.)

Energy Lotto Update 

Austin Energy spokesman Ed Clark assumed the posture of a power 
lifter and emitted an “umph" as he hoisted the ceremonial bingo-roller 
device that contained more than 5,300 entry cards for the city’s 
GreenChoice renewable energy drawing last Thursday, which raf- 
fled off the program’s remaining 1,400 residential and 200 business 
subscriptions, good for 10 years of clean electricity at a cost - at least 
for residential customers - roughly $16 a year cheaper than today’s 
conventional coal, gas, and nuke-generated power. New business cus- 
tomers on hand included Highland Mall and Opal Divine’s Freehouse. 

GreenChoice, mainly powered by West Texas windmills (with a little 
help from solar panels and biogas from rotting garbage), is hugely popu- 
lar; according to the U.S. Deptartment of Energy, it’s the best-selling 
renewable energy program in the country. It’s so popular, in fact, that each 
previous GreenChoice batch has sold out. For this reason, local greens 
scorned Austin Energy for not having a fifth batch ready and waiting as the 
current fourth batch ran out. Then, perhaps all 5,000 people who entered 
the raffle could have been using clean energy instead of just the 
1,600 winners. Asked about the gap, AE General Manager Juan Garza 
blamed Congress for letting a production tax credit for wind power 
lapse, causing industry growth to lull for about a year and a half, and 
diminishing wind energy supply. “We can only buy it if it’s there. And 
they just weren’t building,” Garza said. Council Member Brewster 
McCracken’s policy director, Karen Gross, said her office conceived 
the raffle in part to prove to AE that GreenChoice’s demand was large. 

Addressing another big GreenChoice criticism - why all the city’s 
buildings aren’t yet on the program - Anna Sabana, a city spokes- 
woman, said, “All buildings in departments that operate out of the 
city’s general fund, such as the municipal building, the police depart- 
ment, the Central Library, and the RBJ Health Center have already 
switched to GreenChoice Batch 4. Yet to go green are facilities catego- 
rized under the city’s enterprise fund, including AE’s headquarters, the 
convention center, the water utility, and the airport. “Every year as we 
plan the budget, we will look at what facilities will be added for 
GreenChoice Batch 5. We anticipate that some will be in the upcoming 
budget year,” Sabana said. Batch 5, set to begin in late 2007, accord- 
ing to Clark, is expected to double the size of the entire program, add- 
ing 215 megawatts of wind power. - Daniel Mottola

Connecting the Food Dots 

What does the war in Iraq have to do with tomatoes and the Red- 
Headed Stranger? No, this isn’t a bad back-of-a-cereal-box riddle. The 
answer is Farm Aid. Twenty years ago, Willie Nelson started the 
musical benefit as a way to generate support for American farmers. As 
Nelson puts it in the introductory quote to Farm Aid: A Song for 
America, a new coffeetable book compilation of photos and essays 
about Farm Aid and, among other things, the connections it fosters 
between music, food, and farmers in 
America: “We’re fighting for the small fami- 
ly farmer, which means that we’re fighting 
for every living American.” 

Unlike the Iraq war, painted by the 
Bush administration as a way to preserve 
freedoms and to protect the U.S. from a 
nation bent on harming it (read weapons 
of mass destruction and lame attempts to 
link Saddam Hussein to Osama bin Laden 
and 9/11), supporting U.S. family farmers 
actually helps accomplish those things. 

Here’s how: According to a 2002 paper 
published by environmental advocacy group 
the Worldwatch Institute, corporate-dom- 
inated international trade in food “has grown 
nearly threefold since 1961. Countries 
shipped $417 billion worth of food and 
agricultural goods around the globe in 2000. 

As the value of agricultural trade has increased, 
so has the volume. Today, some 817 mil- 
lion tons of food are shipped around the 
planet each year - up fourfold from 200 
million tons in 1961.” The globalization of 
our food markets puts American farmers 
out of business because, as noted in the 
paper, titled “Home Grown: The Case for 
Local Food in a Global Market” 

(www.worldwatch.org/pubs/paper), an apple 
grower in a developing country like China can afford to sell his or her 
crop at a much lower price than a farmer from Iowa can. As Sonny 
Naegelin, a farmer from Lytle, south of San Antonio, who has a stand 
at the Austin Farmers’ Market every Saturday, put it, “Now you got 
Mexico” to compete with. “They sell their stuff dirt cheap.” As more 
U.S. farmers go out of business because they can’t afford to live off 
their land, we become more dependent on foreign sources for food. 

“Home Grown” also notes that produce cultivated within the U.S. is 
traveling between 1,550 and 2,480 miles from farms to get to mar- 
kets where it is sold, a 20% increase during the past 20 years. 
Considering how much gas prices have surged since we invaded Iraq 


three years ago, and how little of the oil we consume comes from 
within the U.S., adjusting our food’s current migration patterns is key 
to America being a self-sufficient, independent nation. 

“We gotta have access to farmers, [and] farmers gotta have access 
to clients,” said Suzanne Santos, farmers’ market program director 
for Austin’s Sustainable Food Center, one of 57 nonprofit organiza- 
tions nationwide that got grant money from Farm Aid last year to sup- 
port family farming. The center’s two markets - one year-round down- 
town, 9am-lpm Saturdays at Republic Square Park at Fourth and 
Guadalupe (except for this week, when it is on Guadalupe between 

Second and Third) and the other on the Eastside 
at Plaza Saltillo on Thursdays, 4-7pm, from the 
end of April until the end of September - are for 
farmers within a 150-mile radius of Austin. (They 
sometimes make exceptions for farmers further 
away if they sell something that doesn’t grow in 
our region, such as citrus.) “We just think local 
[food] is better,” said Santos, because it’s fresher 
and it generates more money for the community. 

That’s one of the main points Farm Aid: A 
Song for America aims to get across to readers. 
Editor Holly George- Warren, who had a lot of 
experience writing about music, but was new to 
the agricultural/good food movement side of 
the project, said working on the book “com- 
pletely turned my head around about farming 
and the whole situation in the U.S. ... It really 
politicized me as a consumer.” And consumer 
politicization is one of the book’s intentions, as 
concluding essay, “Onward! A Call to Action,” by 
Farm Aid Executive Director Carolyn Mugar, 
makes quite clear. 

“In a world so chopped into frantic moments, 
when we are pushed relentlessly by markets to 
purchase the most packaged, most convenient, 
most processed foods, it’s great to sidestep all 
that. It can’t be done all at once; it’s an accumu- 
lation of many decisions over time. But simple 
acts can lead to groundswells of change. ... 

“In a democracy, we have political choices. It’s not just who we vote 
for. It’s determining who holds the power over our national resources 
and who controls the food and, if necessary, challenging those forces. 
Food and farming are too important to be left in the hands of a few 
corporations. Our government must mediate the common good so that 
all its citizens benefit. That challenge will take us a lifetime, and 
beyond - to make family farming the true basis of a fair economy and 
a democratic society.”

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Eastside Neighborhood Garden Uprooted 


A more-th a n-2 5-year tradition 
of community gardening in 
Central East Austin’s McKinley 
Heights neighborhood has 
come to an end, some fear for 
good. The Harvey Street 
Community Garden - started 
by legendary 92-year-old neigh- 
borhood matriarch Hortense 
Lawson, across from her 
home on the corner of I8V2 
and Harvey streets - has seen 
severe turmoil since Lawson 
left the neighborhood last sum- 
mer when her age made it 
hard to live on her own. As 
nine neighbors tried to revive 
the garden to its previously 
impressive state, Lawson’s 
great-nephew Charles, a resi- 
dent of Portland, Ore., who 
inherited the garden property 
and a home next door, entered 
the picture in a big way. On 
March 5, he ordered gardeners 
off the lot - reportedly becom- 
ing aggressive, physically tearing up plants and, at one point, 
taking a sledge hammer to the garden’s fence. Charles 
Lawson refused to comment for this report; but he is said 
to have big plans for the lot. Meanwhile, the still-in-shock 
gardeners - many of whom had for years worked alongside 
the wise and charismatic Hortense, assuming she owned 
the property - still hope that the green space will somehow 
be preserved in her name, because, like Hortense, they 
believe the garden unified and enriched the neighborhood. 

John Clement lives a block from the garden with his fam- 
ily. He said he met Hortense while walking around the neigh- 
borhood three years ago, shortly after moving in, and had 
gardened with her ever since. Clement said in an e-mail that 
only soil remained following the conflict in which he physical- 
ly scuffled with Charles, grappling over uprooted plants. “If 
he would’ve come to us with an ounce of compassion, we 
would’ve been OK,” he said. “He could’ve allowed us to fin- 
ish out the season.” 

Musician Terri Lord has lived across the street from the 
garden and was Hortense’s next-door neighbor for about 
eight years. She said Charles told her he hoped to profit 


$250,000 from the two lots, to pay for 
an 8,000-square-foot home he hopes 
to build in Northwest Austin. Lord 
doubts such profits are possible in the 
neighborhood, and, having seen the 
working poor priced out of the area 
already, laments the onset of gentrifi- 
cation. At the height of the conflict, 
she said, Charles “started yelling at 
me, and I told him he was being 
aggressive. He kept insisting there 
was no garden.” Debris went airborne 
as Charles smashed the garden’s 
fence with a sledge hammer, Lord 
recounted. “I said ‘you could hurt 
someone’, and he remarked ‘that 
wouldn’t be such a bad thing’.” 

With recent movements toward 
organic foods and localized agriculture, 
Hortense was decades ahead of her 
time when she gave neighbors and 
members of her St. James Episcopal 
church the eggplant, broccoli, collard 
greens, cauliflower, cabbage, peppers, 
and tomatoes she grew. In 1992, she 
told the Statesman, “The satisfaction 
is just seeing the miracle of growth. ... The satisfaction of 
getting blooms. Then seeing the squash on your table and 
knowing it doesn’t have pesticides.” 

Neighbor Aaron Wilder began gardening at Harvey Street 
after Hortense had already left. “The community garden cre- 
ated a safe place in the neighborhood,” he says. After he 
and others had been gardening there for three or four 
months, he remembers curious local kids beginning to visit 
the garden, chatting, playing, and nibbling on unfamiliar veg- 
gies, and how it made people proud of the neighborhood. 

Pointing to Swede Hill Park on East 14th - where neigh- 
bors had empty lots with more than 20 years of community 
use designated as a city park, saving it from development - 
Lord is hopeful that the Harvey Street garden can be pre- 
served as well. The land has always been in the Lawson 
family, and, although Hortense paid taxes on the lot and 
maintenance costs were shared over the years by many, 
Charles Lawson now owns the property - unlike the city- 
owned Swede Hill lots. Hopes that there will one day be 
a Hortense Lawson Community Garden continue to germi- 
nate, nevertheless. - Daniel Mottola 



Dentures Anyone? 

The Texas Ethics Commission spit out one of its few 

existing teeth last week, determining that public officials don’t 
have to disclose the dollar amount of checks given to them 
as gifts. Never mind that the public official in this case isn’t 
just some faceless political appointee who’s new to financial 
disclosure laws. No, the official in question is Bill Ceverha, a 
GOP insider and board member of the Employees 
Retirement System of Texas. And the gift giver is Houston 
home builder Bob Perry, the largest individual political donor 
in Texas. In his disclosure filings to the Ethics Commission 
last year, Ceverha stated that he received a check from Perry 
but did not reveal the amount. In response, public watchdog 
Texans for Public Justice filed a complaint with the Ethics 
Commission, citing state laws requiring political appointees to 
disclose financial information to the state. 

While some Ethics Commission members favored clarifying 
the disclosure rules that apply to government appointees, 
they couldn’t convince a supermajority of six commissioners 
to support such a motion. The commission did agree to revisit 
the issue of rule-making at next month’s meeting, but open- 
government advocates aren’t counting on any dramatic prog- 
ress on the campaign-finance front. 

The commission’s squeamishness over enforcing its author- 
ity in the Ceverha case left government watchdogs dismayed 
but not altogether surprised. Ceverha was appointed to the 
state retirement board by House Speaker Tom Craddick, who 
had previously enlisted Ceverha to serve on his transition 
team when he became speaker. Last year, a judge ruled that 
Ceverha, in his capacity as treasurer of one of U.S. Rep. Tom 
DeLay’s fundraising committees, broke the law by failing to 
disclose nearly $600,000 in corporate contributions. Ceverha 
subsequently filed for personal bankruptcy, prompting Rep. 

Lon Burnham, D-Fort Worth, to call for his resignation from 
the retirement board. Burnham argues that a bankrupt politi- 
cal appointee with a history of nondisclosure has no business 
overseeing nearly $20 billion in state money. 

The Ethics Commission, whose members are appointed by 
the governor, the lieutenant governor, and House speaker, has 
historically operated as a weak-kneed regulatory agency. Last 
week’s meeting provided additional proof. In a statement after 
the meeting, Burnham - a vocal and frequent critic of the 
state Republican leadership - pointed out that the commis- 
sion’s inaction effectively allows all public officials to accept 
cash gifts without disclosing the amount. “Under this misguid- 
ed opinion, any appointee, commission, or board member 
could literally accept a $1 million check and simply write 
‘check’ on their disclosure form,” he said. - Amy Smith

Saving the blind salamander 

It’s tough to be a Texas blind salamander. Not only are 
you ugly, slithery, and totally blind, but you are also endan- 
gered. As rapid urbanization degrades the salamander’s under- 
water habitat - primarily caves southwest of Austin, near San 
Marcos - many individuals venture out of their increasingly 
murky homes in search of food and cleaner water. All too fre- 
quently, however, only death and digestion await. Unused to 
full-light environments, the blind salamanders are quickly 
snatched up by predators; and even if they manage to hide 
from voracious hunters, the sunlight fries their delicate vesti- 
gial eye-spots. 

All that could change thanks to a new program by Texas 
Wildlife & Parks. The program, called Operation SHADE 
(Salamanders Helped by Awesome and Dramatic Eyewear) 

is an ambitious effort to fit the entire known population of 
Texas blind salamanders with designer-made dark lenses over 
their eye-spots. TWP believes the devices, called Amphibi- 
Lens, will help the creatures survive and thrive in strange, 
new environments. “The Amphibi-Lens will help the salaman- 
ders go incognito,” said TWP spokesman Rusty McNeil. 
“Behind the large, dark, stylish frames, their customary preda- 
tors will be unable to recognize them, and therefore will leave 
them alone.” 

Environmentalists praised the TWP for their attention to the 
issue of endangered species, but also expressed concerns. 
Colin Clarksville of Save Our Salamanders Alliance called 
the otherwise laudable program a “Band-Aid” that mocks the 
real point of the Endangered Species Act - habitat protection 
for all species - and allows polluters to shrug off the conse- 
quences of their dirty business. 

“Operation SHADE keeps Texans in the dark,” he said. “We 
need to treat causes, not symptoms. The water of the 


Edwards Aquifer must remain clean and plentiful so that sala- 
manders don’t need to travel, or even go out in public, but can 
stay in their homes.” Warning that Operation SHADE will be 
only the first of many similar programs, Clarksville pointed out 
that engineers from Advanced Microscopic Devices are 
already at work on salamander-sized Self-Contained Out-of- 
Water Breathing Apparatus gear that will allow Barton 
Springs salamanders to survive whenever their pool becomes 
as polluted as Keith Richards’ liver, or as dry as a Baptist 
sock hop. 

Environmentalists aren’t the only ones concerned about the 
unintended consequences of Operation SHADE. Laurie Mor- 
rissey of the Austin Council of Neighbors, pointed to a 
recent proposal to relieve a shortage of cave-spider habitat 
through the construction high-rise arachnid condominiums. 
That program collapsed when scientists realized the condos’ 


impact on property taxes in nearby neighbor- 
hoods would force the last remaining Helotes 
mold beetles out of their homes. “Don’t 
change anything,” Morrissey warned. “If you 
change anything, things will change.” 

Not everyone received the plan quite so nega- 
tively. Mayor Will Winsome showed his sup- 
port by agreeing to appear in an educational 
film promoting the program. The aquatic musi-

cal, which has the working title Springtime for Salamanders, 
will feature Winsome (whose recent film work has included 
acclaimed leap-ons and lurch-ons as a bridge-jumper and a 
zombie) as the Salamander King, opposite a yet-unnamed 
Esther Williams look-alike as Salamander Queen. (Rumors that 
Council Member Jennifer “Water-Wings” Kimberly would be 
offered the role were not confirmed at press time.) Winsome 
aide Curtis I. Mayfield confirmed that the mayor’s role would 
require some nudity, but said the mayor had agreed to it after 
confirming that the script is “tasteful,” “artistic,” and “would 
not interfere with the mating patterns of actual salamanders.” 
“At first the mayor was concerned his presence might con- 
fuse the female salamanders, who, as endangered species, 
should be encouraged to mate as frequently as possible with 
other salamanders,” said Mayfield. “But then he was reminded 
the salamanders are blind.” - Rachel Proctor May

TURNING COOKIES INTO ARMOR 

George “Flimflam” Bush is back with his 
traveling medicine show, trying yet again to 
sell us that old elixir he calls the “National 
Strategy for Victory in Iraq.”

Bush’s Pentagon has not been nice about 
Tammara’s group, assailing them as “ludi- 
crous,” and mockingly saying their shipments 
to Iraq troops are only helping puff up the 
profits of the U.S. post office. 

What’s truly ridiculous is that our $500-billion- 
a-year Pentagon has to be supplemented by 
bake sales.

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What's at Stake at City Hall? 

City elections bring debate over people, 
priorities, and propositions

The upcoming May 13 municipal elections 
are threatening - just - to get interesting. Last 
week a former Playboy model filed for Place 5, 
and then a few days later Mayor Will Wynn had 
to apologize for manhandling a tourist. Alas, 
within a few days the looker - in fact a 40- 
something local marketing consultant, Laine 
Jastram, whom the mag had featured as a 
“Broadway Babe” in 1985 - withdrew, leaving 
us all to wonder forever what she might have 
meant by advocating “transparent govern- 
ment.” Wynn’s version of the police incident is 
that a SXSW visitor, whom he didn’t know, was 
harassing him at a gathering in the mayor’s 
apartment courtyard, and when the man 
wouldn’t take a hike, Hizzoner finally had 
enough, grabbed him (Wynn says by the arm), 
and escorted him off the property.

Mayor 

Jennifer Gale has become less a perennial 
than perpetual candidate, filing incessantly for 
any open office, from Congress downward. She 
derives a little ink therefrom to amplify her regu- 
lar appearances during citizens communications, 
where she sings a little and declares herself in 
favor of nice things. Gale is reportedly homeless 
and semi-employed as a temp worker. 

Danny Thomas (Mayor Pro Tern): The term- 
limited Thomas arrived at the Council six years 
ago from a career as an Austin police officer and 
Baptist minister and has been mostly a solid cen- 
trist. He’s also been an advocate on Eastside 
issues, especially with an in-progress plan (co- 
sponsored with Raul Alvarez) for economic devel- 
opment and affordable housing. He says he’s run- 
ning to take on a city leadership that will be 
more inclusive for those groups traditionally left 
out of official discussions. 

Will Wynn (incumbent): Like several other 
local pols, Wynn was stung last year by virulent 
and often personalized opposition to toll roads, 
but overall has been popular and accessible, 
impressions reinforced by the city’s acclaimed 
performance in welcoming and accommodating 
hurricane evacuees. He established a reputation 
as a budget hawk during the economic downturn 
and has benefited from the local recovery. Wynn 
arrived at council as a Downtown businessman 
and developer but has broad financial and popu- 
lar support across the city, and points to his 
founding involvement in Envision Central Texas as 
a defining accomplishment. 

Place 2 

Wes Benedict: Last spring, Benedict was 
trounced by Place 4 incumbent Betty Dunkerley; 
this time he’s challenging in an open seat, 
despite the unofficial “gentlemen’s agreement” 


that informally marks Place 2 for a Hispanic can- 
didate; he says he chose the race on the political 
calculation that it gives him the best chance to 
make a run-off. He’s a small-business man run- 
ning on lower taxes, less regulation, and building 
more roads while fighting tolls - he says the 
money should come from Capital Metro’s sales 
tax allotment. Although municipal races are non- 
partisan, Benedict has returned to his position as 
executive director of the state Libertarian Party. 
Mike Martinez: The recently re-elected presi- 
dent of the Austin Firefighters Association led a 
successful campaign for collective bargaining 
rights last year. (He’ll step down if elected.) 
Opponents have questioned whether he’s the best 
candidate to address the growing size of the 
“public safety” portion of the budget (police, fire- 
fighters, EMS), but he says his experience makes 
him most qualified to deal honestly on both sides 
of the issue. (Last week, he told the Austin 
Neighborhoods Council that he supports restrict- 
ing police and firefighter budgets in order to fund 
other community needs.) He’s emphasized “basic 
needs” in his campaign and says he will work for 
downtown residential density and expanded rail 
and bus service. 

Eliza May: President of the Greater Austin 
Hispanic Chamber of Commerce but equally well- 
known for her brief but fiery tenure as executive 
director of the Texas State Funeral Commission 
under Gov. George Bush. Ousted after the TSFC 
launched an investigation of Houston-based funer- 
al home conglomerate SCI, May sued, charging 
retaliation, and eventually settled. Originally from 
Laredo, May has long been actively involved in 
state Democratic Party politics and also has 
served on many nonprofit boards and public com- 
missions. Her early campaign has emphasized 
affordable housing, helping small businesses, and 
a pragmatic mix of transportation solutions. 


Place 5 

Mark Hopkins: A civil attorney who worked in 
the attorney general’s highway land acquisition 
section before becoming a solo practitioner a 
decade ago, Hopkins entered the race, he says, 
primarily because of toll roads: “We’ve taken too- 
quick steps in the wrong direction, and I’ve 
stepped into the race to change that course.” 
Colin Kalmbacher: A UT journalism student 
who recently ran unsuccessfully for student gov- 
ernment rep as a “Fort Worth born, Austin bap- 
tized human rights activist [and] co-chair of the 
Palestine Solidarity Committee at UT as well as 
publicity coordinator for the UT chapter of 
Amnesty International.” He led anti-war demon- 
strations as a high school student and angrily 
denounced the council, the APD, and the Office of 
Police Monitor over the Daniel Rocha shooting. 
Brewster McCracken (incumbent): Civil 
attorney, mediator, and former prosecutor who 
first lost to Betty Dunkerley in 2002, then 
defeated Margot Clarke in a 2003 run-off. He’s 
been identified with city planning issues, both 
the design ordinance and current McMansion 
moratorium and task force, and he can also be 
a lightning rod on polarizing issues such as toll 
roads and city financial assistance for the 
burned Midtown Live! night club. He led the 
rhetorical charge on the dais against Props. 1 
and 2 but says he would support more 
precise ordinances that strengthen the 
city’s hand in defending the aquifer and 
supporting open government. 

Kedron Jerome Touvell: A professional 
software engineer (at IBM for six years) and cur- 
rent UT student (pursuing six additional under- 
graduate degrees, ranging from government to 
linguistics), Touvell calls himself a “classical lib- 
eral” (or “reformed libertarian”) who would sup- 
port market solutions for issues like the smoking 
ban, gay marriage, and affordable housing, and 
supports Prop. 1 and Prop. 2. 


Place 6 

Sheryl Cole: This local attorney has been 
involved in many local public service efforts, most 
recently as one chair of the citizens task force 
that designed last year’s successful AISD bond 
package, and also on the city’s 1998 bond com- 
mittee. She’s a PTA president, a Sunday school 
teacher, and a former board member of the 
Urban League, and her natural issue orientation 
is schools, neighborhoods, and more generally 
East Austin, where she says the city needs to 
focus more precisely on well-rooted and perma- 
nent economic development. She would be 
the first African-American woman to serve on 
the council. 

De Wayne Lofton: A lifelong East Austinite, 
Lofton has been a member of various public 
boards, and works in the insurance risk manage- 
ment department of the Texas Association of 
School Boards. He was a member of the citizens’ 
Bond Election Advisory Committee that prepared 
the current bond package, supports the priorities 
approved by the committee, and has spoken 
against changes (e.g., a tentative city proposal to 
shift money to infrastructure in the SH 130 corri- 
dor). His campaign has emphasized working 
toward an Austin that is affordable, diverse, and 
just, adding, “We will need to put more focus and 
money into the health and human services bud- 
get, to deal with our growing health care crisis.” 
Darrell Pierce: Pierce, from Oak Hill’s 
Western Oaks neighborhood (where he’s been on 
the board of directors), is a management consul- 
tant in his own business. A past chair of the 
African-American Chamber of Commerce, he also 
served on the downtown commission, the equity 
commission, and the planning commission, and 
has been involved in the city’s African-American 
Quality of Life effort over the past year. His cam- 
paign thus far has emphasized “efficient govern- 
ment, affordable living options, safe neighbor- 
hoods, and a diverse regional economy.” 
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How to Hold Down Turnout 

With its staggered three-year terms and a 
campaign finance system that now protects 
(and then ejects) term-limited incumbents, 
change comes to the City Council only incre- 
mentally There are nominally four seats at risk 
this spring, but the only real races are in Places 
2 and 6, the traditionally minority seats where 
incumbents Danny Thomas (Place 6 and as 
senior member, Mayor Pro Tern) and Raul 
Alvarez (stepping down rather than pursue the 
expensive and exhausting ordeal of a petition 
drive) are moving on. 

Thomas’ challenge to popular incumbent 
Wynn seems frankly quixotic; he has little cam- 
paign cash and an uncertain base, although he 
may garner some small conservative support 
over his moral opposition to Prop. 6 (the 
amendment that would re-revise the city char- 
ter in order to let city employees buy health 
insurance for an additional household adult, 
e.g., a domestic partner). More likely, like his 
lonely opposition to last year’s state Proposition 
2, that stance will hurt Thomas and help the 
mayor with Austin’s socially liberal electorate. 
Curiously, last week Thomas told the Austin 
Neighborhoods Council that he supports the 
“open government” and “Save Our Springs” 
propositions that will appear as Props. 1 and 2 
on the ballot - although he raised no objection 
to the vote-killing language adopted unani- 
mously (i.e., including him) by the council, 
and the potential expense of Prop. 6 (to which 
he says he objects) is dwarfed by even the most 
conservative estimates of the expense of Props. 
1 and 2. 

So the mayor’s race, and also the race for 
Place 5 - where incumbent Brewster McCracken 
faces three late-appearing opponents of little 
name and less experience - appear effectively 
to be ceremonial exercises. And we will lose 
two very solid and methodical members, in 
Thomas and Alvarez, who have been particu- 
larly dedicated (lately as a team) to East Austin 
redevelopment and revitalization, projects we 
can only hope will not lose momentum in the 
changeover. (Can somebody please tell me, 
again, why it’s a good thing to fire reflexively 
two perfectly good council members who were 
just hitting their stride?) 

In that vein, each year the so-called “gentle- 
men’s agreement” that reserves Place 2 and 
Place 6 for minority candidates looks less like 
the heritage of desegregation and more like a 
straitjacket. With Austin nearly or already a 
majority-minority city, and with particularly a 
burgeoning Hispanic population, a larger coun- 
cil with at least some single-member districts 
looks increasingly inevitable, although nobody 
is eager for the transitional headache. As a 
beginning, may we suggest that the issue be 
raised and debated in this campaign, and not 
only in Place 2 and Place 6? 

What Else Is New? 

Setting aside the races themselves, the coun- 
cil campaign is likely to get completely bollixed 
up in the polemical (and polarizing) arguments 
over the proposed charter amendments, most 
particularly 1 and 2. On Wednesday, several 
council members, the most prominent council 
candidates, and a brace of institutional envi- 


ronmentalists gathered at City Hall to denounce 
the two propositions as ill-considered, ill- 
drafted, and just plain ill. On Friday, one 
response arrived, in the form of a ballot lan- 
guage lawsuit (parties including ACLU fire- 
brand Ann del Llano and former state Rep. 
Glen Maxey) that the council had richly earned 
by downwriting the prop language to the point 
of negative parody. (What does this do to the

argument that passing the amendments will 
generate lawsuits?) Most of the institutional 
voices are already on the city’s side, so SOS, 
ACLU, the Electronic Frontier Foundation, and 
their overlapping allies are already screaming 
“Insiders!” at the prop opponents. 

It’s too soon to tell if the high-sounding, eva- 
nescent populism of the “clean water/clean 
government” campaign can combine with a 
low-turnout election to make a race of the 


proposition fight. Should the uprising somehow 
overcome all the institutional opposition, it will 
have the paradoxical effect of imposing the new 
charter on a council - no matter who actually 
wins - that will have declared its unanimous 
opposition to laws it will now have to figure out 
how to articulate and enforce - and pay for, in 
the budget deliberations that will commence 
over the summer. (Department of Small Comfort: 
What’s bad for the city is undoubtedly good for 
local journalism. So there.) 

Momentarily lost in all this mutual red-faced 
bluster is a much more serious and broad 
agenda, by grudging agreement of all the par- 
ties - the final makeup of the November bond 
package that the current council is now con- 
sidering and revising to new specifications. The 
official working consensus - for what that’s 
worth - is that the $614 million offered up by 
the citizens bond committee is simply too 
much for the city’s staff-and-budgetary snake 
to swallow, and at least $100 million must go. 
Will the cuts come in drainage and transporta- 
tion, or open space, or affordable housing, or 
facilities (e.g., the new central library)? While 
you’re thinking about who (and what) to vote 
for May 13, you might spend a few moments 
boning up on the bond package (readily acces- 
sible on your city’s already existing “open 
government” Web site), and send your council 
your two cents (of wisdom) on the subject. 

Certainly they’re going to need it; and your 
more tangible cents will be following, willy- 
nilly, soon thereafter. ■ 
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What's at Stake in Austin's Schools? 

AISD faces a spring election and a brace of persistent problems 



The job of a school board trustee is a little 
like being a secret agent: Plenty of people want 
to kill you, and the stress can drive you to mar- 
tinis. Okay, so maybe nothing stronger than 
Fanta keeps the nine trustees perky throughout 
their biweekly, six-hour wonk-a-thons (plus all 
the other public forums, school events, meet- 
ings, and ribbon-cuttings they attend), but the 
job - nonpaying, voluntary - is definitely gruel- 
ing. Trustees set policy on such high-emotion 
issues as teacher pay and school boundaries, 
while also trying to close a persistent achieve- 
ment gap between well-off students and others. 
High turnover on the board will make things 
particularly challenging this year. With only two 
incumbents running in the six races, come 
June, either four or five of the nine seats on the 
board will be warmed by a novice tuchus. Add 
it all up, and the whole experience sounds 
about as fun as a gunfight on jet skis. 

When the new trustees take over in June, 
their first task will be among the least fun of 
all: balancing the district’s budget. In case 
you’ve been sealed in carbonite for the past few 
years, AISD’s budget has essentially been fro- 
zen by the state school finance system (known 
derisively as Robin Hood, although that reve- 
nue-sharing program has little to do with the 
overall and stagnant level of state funding). 
Nevertheless, the cost of everything from pen- 
cils to utilities keeps rising. For the past two 
years, AISD has bridged the gap between 
increasing expenditures and flat revenues by 
dipping into its savings account (aka “fund 
balance”) and by cost-saving moves like restrict- 
ing teacher raises. 

The fund balance is hardly bottomless, and 
neither is the latter maneuver one the district 
can afford to repeat. In a January work session, 


AISD Human Resources director Michael Houser 
warned that AISD’s relatively low salaries were 
starting to interfere with the district’s ability to 
attract talent; in February, a teacher compensa- 
tion task force recommended a 5% across-the- 
board raise. Thanks to your ballooning property 
taxes and a quirk in the way Robin Hood calcu- 
lates them, AISD should have an extra $20 mil- 
lion next year that could cover such a raise. 

However, the board will also have to decide 
whether to go beyond across-the-board raises. 
After berating AISD for letting teacher salaries 
slip, the teacher compensation task force went 
on to roast the district for inequitable distribu- 
tion of the most experienced teachers. In those 


AISD schools where most of the students are 
poor or minority, teachers have on average less 
experience and fewer qualifications; they also 
express less job satisfaction and quit sooner. 
During the past five years, 63% of teachers in 
predominantly minority schools quit teaching 
or moved to another school, compared to 35% 
in schools with less than one-quarter minority 
students. To address this problem, the task 
force recommended paying financial incentives 
to teachers in hard-to-staff areas and challeng- 
ing schools. “One of the primary strategies to 
close the achievement gap is to provide high- 
quality teachers to students who need them 
most, and that’s precisely what our recommen- 


dations are about,” said UT professor Ed Fuller, 
whose research formed the backbone of the 
task force report. “Right now those students 
aren’t getting the highest-quality teachers, and 
until the district addresses that, it will continue 
to have an achievement gap.” 

Design and Input 

Retaining quality teachers is a key element of 
another major initiative: high school redesign. 
The goal of the redesign effort is to develop 
rigorous, relationship-rich high school pro- 
grams, which obviously can’t happen as long as 
some high schools keep losing 70% of their 
teachers over a five-year period. Relationships 
are only one aspect of the redesign initiative, 
which is supported by a $1.5 million planning 
grant from the Bill and Melinda Gates Founda- 
tion, and some in the community will be look- 
ing for school board candidates who will 
ensure that the changes it brings aren’t akin to 
putting new wallpaper on termite-infested 
walls. “We have a window of opportunity that’s 
open to really create significant change,” said 
Amy Averett of Austin Voices for Education and 
Youth, which received a smaller Gates grant to 
help AISD solicit public input on the redesign 
process. “Will it be just tinkering around 
issues, or will it bring fundamentally different 
practices in high schools?” 

Another topic trustees will have to address is 
how to better solicit and use input from the 
community. That’s lately been the topic of 
much public griping, as participants in the cal- 
endar committee, boundary committees, high 
school redesign forums, and others have openly 
wondered whether their role is to truly help 
shape the policy, or whether AISD cooks up its 
plans in some secret district dungeon some- 
where and then holds forums to rubber-stamp 
them. Such complaints were particularly loud 
regarding a proposal to close three underen- 
rolled schools (Porter, Becker, and Oak Springs). 
On Monday, the board deadlocked on a vote to

District 1 (Northeast) 

Cheryl Bradley ( incumbent , unopposed): 
Former vice-president of the Austin Council of 
PTAs, Bradley is an outspoken voice for equity in 
AISD schools and has fought, sometimes in isola- 
tion, for greater resources for the Eastside - 
sometimes more rhetorically than effectively. The 
turnover on the board may help her efforts. 

District 4 (Northwest) 

Vincent Torres (unopposed): UT engineer 
was a chair of the committee that put together 
the $519 million bond voters passed in 2004 
and serves on the committee that oversees its 
implementation. He wants AISD to develop better 
maintenance procedures and to plan long-term 
for bonds, and foster a spirit of “teamwork” with 
the other trustees and superintendent Pat 
Forgione. He has two children in AISD schools. 

District 5 (South) 

Lori Moya (unopposed): Former PTA president 
Moya has served on district advisory, budget, and 


bond committees. She wants AISD to reduce 
the achievement gap, do a better job of com- 
munity outreach, and improve graduates’ col- 
lege and career preparation. Her two children 
graduated from AISD schools. 

District 7 (Southwest) 

Robert Schneider (incumbent): 

Semiretired systems analyst is a vocal 
advocate of greater community 
involvement as well as of Southwest 
neighborhoods’ interests in the dis- 
trict, and of more wisely utilizing district 
facilities either through boundary redrawing 
or repurposing. He believes AISD needs to 
improve middle-school performance. He has 
four children in AISD. 

Mel Fuller works on advanced placement and 
early college programs in low-income high 
schools for Texas A&M, so the high school rede- 
sign process is of key interest to him. With two 
children at underenrolled Cowan Elementary, he 
is keenly aware of the imbalance of crowded and 
half-empty schools and wants to solve the prob- 



lem. He agrees that the community needs more 
opportunities to voice concerns. 

District 8 (At-large) 

Ed Leo: A lifelong educator with 40 years of 
experience at AISD, Leo was principal of Sanchez 
Elementary when it became the only majority- 


poor school in the district to earn an “exemplary” 
rating. He was an area superintendent when he 
retired, and his two sons graduated from AISD 
schools. His highest priority is closing the achieve- 
ment gap; he also stresses the need to pay 
teachers well and to base policy on sound data. 
Annette LoVoi: Former PTA mom and non- 
profit lawyer (Texas Appleseed, which promotes 
broader legal representation) has worked on AISD 
bond committees and advisory councils galore. 
She emphasizes early childhood education and 
supporting AISD teachers and wants to ensure 
high schools prepare students for a variety of ca- 
reer options. She has one child in an AISD school. 

District 9 (At-large) 

Karen Dulaney Smith: Former PTA president 
is a wage-and-hour consultant who emphasizes 
the need to close the achievement gap and also 
implement raises for teachers to help AISD com- 
pete for talent. She has two children in AISD schools. 
Alberto C. Gonzalez has served on AISD 
committees including discipline review, bilingual 
education, dress code, and strategic planning. He 
hopes to work on increasing community involve- 
ment and district responsiveness. Has two chil- 
dren in AISD schools. - R.P.M.

close Becker but not Oak Springs, so that debate 
will continue. (Porter is already slaughterhouse- 
bound, to be replaced by a girls science acade- 
my) Whatever they finally decide, the imbal- 
ance between underenrolled and overenrolled 
schools is far from being solved. AISD will likely 
ask future trustees to explore options such as 
drawing new boundaries or further repurpos- 
ings, and one would be hard-pressed to find 
anyone in town who doesn’t think the district 
could do a better job involving the community 
in making those - or any other - plans. 

“I think big issue in campaign is, are you 
going to be a school board member responsive 
to the people who elected you, and are you 
going to lead?” said Louis Malfaro of AISD 
teachers union Education Austin. 

Meet the Candidates 

There isn’t a candidate in the race who 
doesn’t say he or she wants to do a better job 
involving the community. And with so many 
strong candidates in the race - Malfaro calls 
the field an “embarrassment of riches” and said 
the Central Labor Council had a hard time 
making endorsement decisions - many voters 
may want to attend forums to get a sense of the 
people behind the rhetoric. Averett will be 
watching how they engage the participants in a 
student-moderated forum Austin Voices is 
hosting April 1 1 . “That will say a lot about the 
way they understand ‘input,’” said Averett. 

Another major forum is the Chamber of 
Commerce lunch on April 19. According to the 
Chamber’s education vice-president Drew 
Scheberle, candidates will be asked to weigh in 
on priorities including increasing math and sci- 
ence requirements, reducing the dropout rate, 
and working toward the district’s strategic plan. 
“The strategic plan says they want to substan- 
tially, if not completely, eliminate the achieve- 
ment gap by 2010,” he said. “If they do that, 
we’re the best urban district in the country.” 

Scheberle also said he hoped the new board 
would try to slim down the time involved in 
being a trustee so that more people would con- 
sider running. Does this point to the end of the 
era of the three-martini board meeting? Perhaps. 
But it also points to the central tension of the 
race: whether AISD needs board members will- 
ing to trust the superintendent and staff to take 
care of the details, or whether it needs the ask- 
the-tough-questions , demand-detailed-answers , 
listen-listen-listen types who keep everyone up 
late at night, and who aren’t always polite. 

Choose your trustees wisely. ■

ACC: 

The curtain rises 

Attention Austin playwrights: If your latest 
opus requires a Greek chorus, consider the five 
candidates for three open spots on the Austin 
Community College board of trustees. In the 
drama “How I Would Lead ACC to Greatness if 
Given the Chance,” all five would-be trustees 
highlight the same priorities, at times in creepily 
near-verbatim terminology. Still, the monotony 
does reflect a welcome stability 
after a tumultuous few years of 
accreditation scandals, abrupt 
turnover in the president’s seat, 
and butterfingered facilities 
management. With the presi- 
dent’s chair filled and ACC final- 
ly satisfying its accrediting body, 
which put the college on probation because of 
concerns about faculty credentials and board of 
trustees misbehavior, ACC can now focus on 
growth and maturity, rather than bailing leaks 
and putting out fires. “I think we have a very 
stable leadership under [ACC President Steve] 
Kinslow, and in general we feel we’re moving 
forward on all of our goals,” said Linda Welsh, 
president-elect of the faculty senate. “It makes it 
easier when you don’t have all the drama.” 

ACC still simmers in a pot of declining state 
funding and a pressure to chum more students 
through the community college gullet as a 
means to ensure the economic vitality of Central 


Texas. In the last five years, ACC’s student body 
has grown 18%, with the numbers of black and 
Hispanic students up more than 30% each. 
Many of these students come from parts of 
ACC’s eight-county service district that do not 
pay ACC property taxes, and tuition and fees 
for these out-of-district students are more than 
double what an in-district student pays - $348 
for a three-credit course, rather than $ 159 - but 
ACC still subsidizes these students at about 
$50 per credit hour. A constant refrain from the 
ACC choms, then, is the need to “educate” 
(not advocate, which is illegal) communities 
outside of Austin, Leander, 
Manor, and Del Valle (the four 
ACC tax-paying districts) 
about the benefits of anteing 
up for ACC. The new buzz- 
word to describe this effort is 
that ACC should be a “region- 
al college.” 

ACC could take a strong step in that direc- 
tion if on May 13 San Marcos voters decide to 
join the district. A successful annexation vote 
would bring money to ACC, but also more 
students, which means ACC must find a place 
to put them in already overcrowded facilities. 
If San Marcos joins ACC, a local donor will 
provide space for a campus, but ACC will still 
have to build a building, which would increase 
pressure to call a bond election, the first since 
2003. Even as ACC is working to attract new 
students, it must also hang onto the ones it 
already has - completion rates for community 
college students are notoriously low. 


THE CANDIDATES 

Place 7 

Barbara Mink ( incumbent , unopposed) serves 
as dean in the Fielding Graduate University, which 
offers distance-learning graduate programs; she 
was first elected in 2000. The current board 
chair, she is also on the board of Envision Central 
Texas and president of her neighborhood associa- 
tion. Her priorities are educating voters about the 
advantages for communities that join the ACC 
taxing district and ensuring that ACC facilities 
keep up with student demand. 

Place 8 

Rodney Ahart: A lobbyist for the American 
Cancer Society, he lost an ACC race in 2004, 
then helped pass the city smoking ordinance and 
more recently prepare the city bond package. 
Ahart wants to use the experience gained as an 
aide to State Rep. Dawnna Dukes to lobby the 
legislature to increase appropriations for higher 
education. He also wants to increase outreach to 
and success of first-generation college students. 
James McGuffee: An associate professor of 
computer science at St. Edwards University, 
McGuffee has been both a teacher and adminis- 
trator at ACC and served on the citizen’s commit- 
tee that helped ACC plan its South Austin Cam- 


If nothing else, that means that whichever 
candidates survive the battle of May 13 will 
inevitably face a new series of challenges, 
dramatic and pragmatic, if the college is to 


pus. His top priorities are bringing more students 
into ACC and keeping tuition low. He previously 
ran unsuccessfully for the ACC board in 2002. 

Place 9 

Allen Kaplan (incumbent): A public-relations 
consultant, and a trustee since 1994, he was 
cited in a report by ACC’s accrediting agency 
complaining that trustees were overstepping their 
legal responsibilities at a time when relations 
between the board and former ACC president 
Richard Fonte were in meltdown; however, the 
board reviewed policy as a condition for earning 
re-accreditation. Kaplan emphasizes the need to 
pay faculty and staff well - he has been a strong 
advocate of a living wage - but also wants to 
avoid “tuition creep,” so he also emphasizes 
annexation as a way toward both goals. 

Ana Mejia-Deitche is an attorney who 
directs a health professions program for the 
Skillpoint Alliance, a nonprofit that encourages 
collaboration between businesses and public 
education. She’s been a grant writer and adjunct 
faculty at ACC and has served on a number of 
volunteer boards from the Women’s Advocacy 
Project to Austin Free-Net.

Bodies Made of Snow

Twenty-six years ago (if memory serves) in 
Venice, Calif., a friend took me to a tiny club 
called the Come Back Inn to hear a singer 
who he said was “a young Sarah Vaughan.” I 
thought he must be exaggerating. He wasn’t. 
I was transported by what I heard. The singer 
was Dianne Reeves, who recently won a 
Grammy (not her first) for the soundtrack of 
Good Night, and Good Luck. She sang often at 
the Come Back that year (passing the hat for 
tips), and I took many friends to hear. Two 
were from Lubbock. When I visited them (I 
believe it was later the same year), they said, 
“You showed us a great young unknown; now 
we’ll show you,” and they took me to Stubb’s 
original barbecue joint on the east side of 
Lubbock to hear Lucinda Williams. 

On a recent Saturday afternoon in Austin, 
during SXSW, I had a similar experience. 

My friend Jo Carol Pierce, a superb song- 
writer, told me (with a strange urgency in her 
voice) to catch a set by a young unknown 
at the Saxon Pub on South Congress. There 
was no cover charge. In the spotlight on stage 
was 17-year-old (!) Sahara Smith. Her musical 
sophistication and the uncanny maturity of 
her lyrics astonished me - gave me chills - and 
made me realize (a little sadly) that it had been 
a long time since I’d been enthralled. What a 
wonder, to be enthralled again. After the show 
I told her and anyone else who would listen, 
“You’re the most gifted young performer I’ve 
seen in 26 years.” 

I’m writing this because something strange 
happened during Sahara Smith’s set. With 
impressive vocal precision - a voice as sweet as 
it was tough, as breathy as it was full - Smith 
sang a slow, eerie composition with this refrain: 
“The world’s on fire/ And we’re all made of snow/ 
There’s nothing we can do/But let our bodies go. ” 
(Has she read Emily Dickinson? Miss Emily 
wrote like that.) Here was the strange thing: 
Her audience - transfixed, silent during that 
song and all her songs - broke into an ejacula- 
tory applause, which can only be called an 


applause of recognition. We were so glad and 
thankful to hear those words. 

But why? 

Even as I was listening, even as I was 
applauding, I knew we weren’t reacting just 
to the beauty of the performance - or, for that 
matter, to the beauty of the girl. It was that 
refrain. It pierced us through. The song begins 
with a boy on the highway “ singing a song for 
the dead/ Saying, ‘Give me a Styrofoam angel/Let 
it kneel at the foot of my bed’ . . ./The world’s on 
fire. ” The verses that follow are just as mysteri- 
ous, and then, “ Let me watch what you do with 
your laughter . . ./Let it drift to the ground and be 
silent/Let it curve like a snake in the weeds/Let me 
descend/Nothing here bends anymore/The world’s 
on fire/ 'And we’re all made of snow /There’s noth- 
ing we can do/But let our bodies go. ” However 
lovely, however enthralling, it wasn’t good 
news . . . yet it felt like good news. 

For days that moment has haunted me. 
When an artist leaves you with such a mystery 
you know you’ve encountered what art is for. 

But still, there was the mystery - why 
were we, why was I, so glad and thankful to 
hear that refrain? Because it was sung with 
no anger? And with no despair? Rather, her 
voice was so calm, mournful, brave - and 
passionate. Most artists - most people - are 
emotional, but few are truly passionate. To 
be emotional is merely to react to something; 
to be passionate involves a kind of dedica- 
tion, a dedicated way of radiating upon the 
object of our attentions. To be emotional 
can drain you; to be passionate is to be con- 
stantly renewed. 

So perhaps that was it. This young girl’s song 
is a moment of renewal amidst the flames. 

The world’s on fire. ... No one of any ideologi- 
cal persuasion can deny that. It’s as though the 
inside of everything is coming out. What does 
that look like? It looks like this: Human beings 
live longer while so many marvelous animals 
become extinct - and the nation in which 
human beings are living longest, that nation 


rains death upon places of much shorter life 
spans. And it looks like this: The earth gets 
warmer because of our incessant human heat 
- the hot human psyche creating technologies 
that melt the ice caps, raise the oceans, threaten 
everything that this same psyche has construct- 
ed. And we all, of every ideology, feel threat- 
ened. We have bodies made of snow. ... Who really 
feels that they can withstand these flames? 

And there’s nothing we can do. ... It feels like 
that. Forgive me if I commit the indiscretion 
of quoting my own poetry, a letter in verse to 
my comrade Steve Erickson: “ History has ended 
without ending. Now we have something else./lt 
is burdened with history/but it is not/what we 
thought of /as history. /It is wild/with meaning/but 
it is not/what we thought of/as meaning./The 
signature of the “real” /is that it will contradict 
itself/if you hang around long enough./... We 
are caught between the apex of meaning and its 
total destruction. /We can neither save the former 


nor accept the latter./But we will die trying to do 
both./lf only we were as happy as Henry Miller! ” 

Which is perhaps why I found joy in the last 
line of Sahara Smith’s refrain: And there’s nothing 
we can do/But let our bodies go. Not in Miller’s 
hedonistic sense (though I like that too!), but in 
this way: We cannot hold on to what was, and 
we cannot hold on to what we were - not as a 
culture and not as individuals. If we try to hold 
on, we will only lose. We must let our bodies go 
- our physical bodies, spiritual bodies, cultural 
bodies, our very souls. Stop holding on, let go of 
what’s been because that’s the only way to find 
the new and to be new. If there is something new 
to come out of all this destruction, it will not 
be discovered by struggling to remain as we’ve 
been. And if it isn’t discovered, it’s doubtful that 
anything else will be, at least for us. 

For some reason, thinking these things, 
I’m breathing easier. Feeling - days later, and 
far from Austin - the sense of release in that 
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applause after Sahara Smith finished her song. 
That refrain released us, for a moment - and 
has released me tonight - from the raw fear of 
this era that is the breath of our time. 

Well ... if a 17-year-old can put me through 
this many changes with one angelically sung 
song ... then as far as I’m concerned, she’s 
the real deal all right. (What she means by the 
verse, only she can know.) 

I’ve been thinking a lot lately about two 
sentences by Randolph Bourne (I’ve quoted 
them before), written in 1917 when the world 
was embarking on this constant war, under 
many names, that’s continued for nearly a 
century now, a war in which each generation 
is even more appalled than the last at the 
senseless power of all this destruction. Bourne 
wrote, “One keeps healthy in wartime not by a 
series of religious and political consolations that 
something good is coming out of it all, but by 
a vigorous assertion of values in which war has 
no part.” By such a vigorous assertion - like that 
song - something good comes, instead of “is 
coming out of it all;” something new is present 
and alive. Bourne also wrote: “Now, while every- 
thing that is respectable in America seems to be 
putting its effort, with a sort of joyful perversity, 
into the technique of destruction, are there no 
desperate spiritual outlaws with a lust to cre- 
ate?” The answer is yes. In spite of hell, yes. 

No matter if it’s an unknown young singer 
in a little club on South Lamar (the “unknown” 
part won’t last long in her case), no matter if 
it’s in the room of an unknown poet destined 
to remain unknown, no matter - there are 
acts of creation, however desperate, that can- 
not be stopped. Which tells me that beauty 
has a power unsuspected by those who think 
of themselves as powerful. If, through these 
singers and poets, beauty can continue to 
renew itself in spite of hell - well, that’s quite 
a power, what with all the arsenals arraigned 
against creation and beauty. Craggy, crabby 
Ezra Pound said it nearly a century ago: “Till 
change hath broken down/All things save Beauty 
alone. ” 

Tonight as I write I’m listening to Sahara 
Smith’s demo CD, listening to: “With every 
quiet breeze that stirs the grasses/I can hear 
the riddle of your name/There’s only love when 
darkness falls/There’s only love when time dis- 
solves/When time dissolves.” Perhaps she’s right, 
or perhaps, as she also sings, “It’s just a trick of 
the light.” Beauty either way. ■

AMERICAN FIESTA: Prize dish 

Last month, Steven Tomlinson’s 
American Fiesta was named one of six final- 
ists for the $25K Harold And Mimi Steinberg/ 
American Theatre Critics Association New 
Play Award. Now comes word that the theatre 
critics have awarded Tomlinson their 2005 M. 
Elizabeth Osborn New Play Award, presented 
annually to a writer whose plays have yet to 
be recognized with major productions or major 
national awards. Created in memory of Ameri- 
can Theatre play editor M. Elizabeth Osborn, 
the award carries a $1,000 cash prize and 
earns the play notice in The Best Plays Theater 
Yearbook. Tomlinson gets his award this Satur- 
day at the Humana Festival of New American 
Plays in Louisville, Ky. This is the second time 
in three years for a local writer to win the 
Osborn: John Walch won for The Dinosaur 
Within in 2003. Both plays premiered at the 
State Theatre and were developed during the 
tenure of artistic director Scott Kan off. The 
State will revive Tomlinson’s monologue for a 
summer run July 19-Aug. 6.

DIRECTOR'S CHOICE: 

Evolution: pictures of life 

What makes a choreographer? How does 
someone make the leap into making danc- 
es, and once the move is made, develop in 
the craft? Gina Patterson can tell you. She 
was an accomplished dancer for years 
before making her choreographic debut in 
1998. That work, Insideout, was later select- 
ed to be presented at Ballet Builders in New 
York and at the Fifth International Ballet 
Festival in Miami. Last year Patterson won 
the prestigious Choo-San Goh Award for 
Choreography. Now, Ballet Austin artistic 
director Stephen Mills is showcasing her 



choreographic achievements, beside his 
own, in the program Director's Choice/ 
Evolution, which presents the first dances 
each created paired with their latest works. 
The Chronicle asked Patterson about her 
development as a dance maker. 

Austin Chronicle: What made you want to 
try your hand at choreography? 

Gina Patterson: I had never intended on 
choreographing, let alone becoming a chore- 
ographer. I’ve always loved to dance, and my 
ambition was to be the best dancer that I 
could. Years ago, my best friend encouraged 
me to choreograph something, and I simply 
laughed and went on my way, dancing my lit- 
tle heart out. Then, while I was with Ballet 
Florida, it came up again. A colleague of 
mine, who is now my husband, had founded a 
choreographers’ workshop [and] encouraged 
me to participate as a choreographer. Again I 
laughed, but this time I asked, “Who’s cho- 
reographing?” He named only men. I laugh- 
ingly responded, “Well, if you guys can do it, I 
can do it!” So because it is hard to turn down 
a challenge, I agreed that I would try. 

AC: How has your work progressed between 
Insideout and now? 

GP: Insideout was a blueprint for my subse- 
quent work. In that piece I started with a 
few words and have since continued to 
develop my own language. Dance has 
always been my way of expressing myself, 
and I see now that choreography is an 
extension of that. 

I love music, maybe that’s actually what I 
love about dancing. Music has always been 
the true inspiration of the work. I listen to 
the music and see the work unfold. Even 
after the conscious thinking is done, the 
actual dance is dictated first by the music. 


I also think that my use of structure has 
continued to develop as well as my lan- 
guage becoming more sophisticated. I have 
been fortunate to have had continual work 
from Ballet Austin, as well as work on other 
companies to continue my development. I’m 
always looking to push myself in ways that 
are not too comfortable, but it is necessary 
to take risks, even if in baby steps. 

AC: Do you work any differently now than you 
did when you started? 

GP: I think I share more of the motives for 
the piece with the dancers now, especially 
since I've gotten know them at Ballet Austin 
over the last five years and have worked 
with them in my pieces. I’m a little more 
willing to be vulnerable if it gets a better 
end result, and I also encourage their open- 
ness and vulnerability as a requirement for 
my work. 

AC: Would you say you're where you wanted 
to be as a choreographer at this point? 

GP: Since I had no expectations, I am 
thrilled at where I am and what I have done 
so far, especially while carrying a full load 
as a dancer. At first I was scared at the 
thought of becoming a choreographer 
because I didn’t know if I was ready to make 
it a career. I didn’t know if I wanted it. But 
then I decided that I didn’t have to be ready. 

I will just do the work as it comes. And so it 
keeps coming, and I keep doing. I guess 
that I’ve done enough now that I can call 
myself a choreographer. But the best part 
about it is ... I absolutely love it! I love 
painting pictures of life. - R.F.

IN MEMORIAM: Alfred King 

One of the city’s greatest cultural benefactors 
and advocates has died. Alfred King, of the 
King Ranch Kings, passed away Saturday, 

March 25, from a lung infection. He was 89. He 
and his wife, Ellen, settled in Austin 46 years 
ago, moving here from McAllen after selling his 
part of the ranching empire launched by great- 
grandfather Richard King in the 1850s. In a 
sense, he was leaving old Texas for new Texas. 
As chair of MRI Systems Corporation, one of 
Austin’s first software companies, in the late 
Sixties, he helped lay the groundwork for Austin 
as a capital of high tech. But he had a still 
greater impact on the city through his leader- 
ship in its arts scene: founding chairman, 

Austin Lyric Opera board; chair, UT’s Fine Arts 
Advisory Council; trustee emeritus, Austin 
Museum of Art (reflecting his involvement since 
its days as Laguna Gloria Art Museum); work 
with organizations from the Paramount Theatre 
to the Austin Symphony; and, of course, with 
his wife, magnanimous support for cultural 
organizations all over town, as with the Alfred & 
Ellen King Endowment in Printmaking at UT. His 
efforts did not go unnoticed: He was named 
Outstanding Philanthropist by the Austin chap- 
ter of the National Society of Fund Raising 
Executives; named Most Worthy Citizen of 2000 
by the Austin Board of Realtors; presented with 
the Allan Shivers Jr. lifetime achievement award 
from the Austin Chamber of Commerce and the 
William E. Doty Award for service to the arts 
and education of UT students from the College 
of Fine Arts; and he and Ellen together were 
inducted into the Austin Arts Hall of Fame. Not 
for nothing was he nicknamed “Mr. Arts.” His 
contributions have changed all our lives for the 
better, and he will be greatly missed. He is sur- 
vived by Ellen King and their three children. A 
memorial service will be held Saturday, April 8, 
lpm, at the Episcopal Church of the Good 
Shepherd, 3201 Windsor. - R.F. 


BAD DATES: Lousy break 

In the category of Bad Dates, you can bet 
that actress Helen Merino now lists Sunday, 
March 12. That’s when the star of the comedy 
Bad Dates, still feeling the glow of the show’s 
opening at the Zachary Scott Theatre Center on 
Saturday (by all accounts a tightly performed 
delight), was headed to a SXSW screening of 
The Cassidy Kids at the Paramount and took a 
bad step into a pothole that left her foot sore 
and swelling rapidly. A trip to the doctor on 
Monday - it would be the 13th, ouch! - con- 
firmed her worst fears: a broken foot that would 
need to be in a cast for six weeks, making the 
wearing of and walking in multiple pairs of sti- 
letto heels - an essential part of the show - 
impossible. Zach artistic director Dave Steakley, 
who directed Bad Dates, quickly cancelled the 
second weekend of performances and launched 
a national search for an emergency replace- 
ment. Fortunately, he found one close to home: 
Jill Blackwood, who had that very weekend 
wrapped up her run as Hope Cladwell in Zach’s 
production of Urinetown: The Musical. Steakley, 
who had already moved on to rehearsals for 
The Exonerated, which was set to open at Zach 
just three weeks after Bad Dates, pulled a few 
weeks of double duty, reworking Dates by day 
while prepping Exonerated by night. Both open 
this weekend. In the meantime, Merino is heal- 
ing and hoping to slip back into the Manolo 
Blahniks once the six-week mark is passed.

Who really wrote Shakespeare's plays? 
In 'The Beard of Avon/ Amy Freed plays 
the question for laughs.

So how exactly did this middle-class schlub from a backwater 
burg in the Warwickshire sticks, the largely unlettered son of 
an illiterate glove maker, manage to write what are commonly 
considered to be the greatest plays (and some of the greatest 
poems) ever written? 

That’s one that scholars and a host of other folks have been 
scratching their noggins over for some 400 years now The 
notion that li’l Will Shakespeare of Stratford, with merely a 
small-town grammar-school education, could have penned 
those three-dozen dramas of such stunning breadth and elo- 
quence, so versed in matters of history, mythology, royalty, clas- 
sical literature, the law, and foreign lands and cultures, strains 
the brain. 

So maybe he didn’t. 

Maybe the guy we think of as the author of all those plays 
- you know, the pigeon-domed, heavy-lidded, fuzz-lipped fogey 
staring lazily out from every copy of The Complete Works of You- 
Know-Who - only signed his name to plays and poems that were 
actually written by someone else, someone who, for whatever 
reason, opted to keep his (or her) authorship secret. 

That’s the contention, anyway, of those people who can’t 
seem to wrap their heads around the idea of teeny Stratford 
spawning a literary genius in the latter half of the 16th century. 
Through the years they - and by the way, “they” are an illustri- 
ous lot, counting among their ranks Ralph Waldo Emerson, 
Henry James, Mark Twain, Walt Whitman, Sigmund Freud, 
Charlie Chaplin, Orson Welles, Malcolm X, and present and 
former Supreme Court Justices John Paul Stevens and Harry 
Blackmun - have fingered a number of Elizabethans they 
believe could have penned the canon (and might have had cause 
to do so undercover): Francis Bacon; Christopher Marlowe; Ben 
Jonson; William Stanley, Earl of Derby; Roger Manners, Earl of 
Rutland; Sir Edward Dyer; Sir Walter Raleigh; and - hold on 
to your crown - the Virgin Queen herself, Elizabeth I. All told, 
some 80 candidates have been offered in the 2 Yi centuries 
that this guessing game has been played. (Authorship doesn’t 
appear to have been much of an issue for the first 150 years 
after William Shakespeare’s passing.) 

These days, the most popular alter- 
native to “the Stratford man,” as he’s 
often referred to by skeptics, is Edward 
de Vere, 17th Earl of Oxford, whose cre- 
dentials for authorship were touted in 
the 1920 volume Shakespeare Identified , 
by a gentleman with the infelicitous 
name of Looney. According to this 
schoolmaster’s argument, the earl had 
the education (degrees from Cambridge 
and Oxford), he had the continental 
travel (Italy, France, Germany), he had 
the court connections (heir to one of 
the oldest earldoms in England), he 
had the theatre connections (patron of 
the Oxford’s Boys and Oxford’s Men), 
he had the writing experience (poems, 
masques), and he even had some life 
experience that corresponds to events 
in Shakespeare’s plays. He also had 
a motive for secrecy: a social code 
among the nobility that made publish- 
ing under one’s own name a big no-no. 

Despite the fact that his poetry doesn’t 
compare terribly well to Shakespeare’s

and that de Vere died in 1604 (while traditional scholarship has 
held that new Shakespeare plays kept appearing through 1613), 
most of the current generation of anti-Stratfordians claim 
Oxford as their man. And claim him loudly. They constitute the 
largest group ever to have assembled behind a single alternative 
author of Shakespeare’s works and have produced the most 
material in support of him, material which carries forward the 
Looney cause with the passion, and often the partisanship, of 
zealots. And which, it must be said, is countered at every turn 
with equal fervor and edge by the Stratford camp. 

In recent years the authorship debate has risen to new 
heights of antagonism, with Oxfordians and Stratfordians 
squaring off against one another in scholarly journals, in books, 
on panels, on television, and, of course, on the Internet, like 
combatants in a holy war. The deeply seated and often trans- 
parent rancor found in their exchanges is enough to make 
the feud between the Hatfields and the McCoys - or to draw 
an example closer to home, the Montagues and the Capulets 
- look like a pair of elderly vicars fussing over the number of 
lilies on the altar. The Stratfordians 
accuse the Oxfordians of being nar- 
row-minded class snobs, who can’t 
bear the thought of a commoner 
writing the greatest literature in 
history, while the Oxfordians paint 
the Stratfordians as hidebound reac- 
tionaries, who blindly deny any evi- 
dence that would threaten the aca- 
demic status quo, not to mention 
the thriving Shakespeare industry 
that employs the Stratford man for 
its poster boy. And though neither 
side has the kind of hard historical 
evidence that would unequivocally 
decide the matter for all time, there 
is precious little humility in the 
debates. Or humor. 

Until about five years ago. Then 
Amy Freed, a West Coast play- 
wright, waded into the fray with The 
Beard of Avon. After immersing her- 
self in authorship literature, Freed 
dropped the Oxfordian premise in 
a comedic Mixmaster and whipped 
up a confection somewhere between 



Shakespeare in Love and The Front. (Does anyone even remember 
The Front nowadays? Woody Allen putting his name on scripts 
for blacklisted screenwriters in the McCarthy era. Would make a 
smart double bill with Good Night, and Good Luck, but I digress.) 
Freed’s Will is, like the hero of the Oscar-winning film, a young 
man, albeit with less hair than Joseph Fiennes and consider- 
ably less wattage underneath it. A country rube enraptured by 
theatre who dreams of his name up in torches, he abandons his 
wife Anne for the London stage, where he’s chosen by a vain 
and flagrantly theatrical de Vere to be the cover for the earl’s 
excursions in dramatic writing. As it turns out, Will’s native 
gift for poeticizing leads him to contribute some worthwhile 
rewrites to Oxford’s plays, and before you can say, “Shake and 
Bake,” Will becomes London theatre’s script doctor of choice 
and front for just about every aspiring playwright in the aristoc- 
racy, including Her Majesty. In the meantime, Anne Hathaway 
follows her wayward husband to the big city, disguised as a man 
and . . . well, that’s plenty of evidence to demonstrate that Freed 
hardly took the authorship matter seriously. In fact, her script 
has it both ways, with Shakespeare’s plays originating in hands 
other than those of the Stratford man, but giving the hick some 
credit for shaping them into the masterworks we revere today. 

Following its premiere at South Coast Repertory in 2001, The 
Beard of Avon proved popular all over the country. Given Austin’s 
interest in Shakespeare and deep irreverent streak, it was 
inevitable that it would wind up here at some point. Norman 
Blumensaadt, the artistic director of Different Stages, maybe 
the closest thing Austin has to a classical theatre company, 
says he’s long wanted to do a play that makes fun of or has fun 
with Shakespeare. “I’ve considered Charles Ludlam’s version 
of Hamlet, Stage Blood, and Stoppard’s Dogg’s Hamlet, Cahoot’s 
MacBeth,” he says. “So I liked Amy Freed’s play.” He’s enlisted 
Scott Tesh (Different Stages’ The Playboy of the Western World ) to 
be his Stratford man and Mark Balester (A Perfect Ganesh) to take 
on the Oxfordian mantle. With the comedy’s nonstop wordplay, 
humor both high and low, and ribbing of theatrical conventions 
and egos, they should have great fun and be able to defuse the 
tension of the authorship debate in the bargain. 

I mean, it sure beats lowering yourself into the quagmire that 
is the deadly serious disputation over who wrote Shakespeare’s 
plays. Even Amy Freed will tell you that. “If you start reading about 
this, you’ll go mad,” she told one interviewer. “Trust me.” ■ 

The Beard of Avon runs April 7-28, Thursday-Saturday, 8pm; Sunday, 7pm, 
at the Vortex, 2307 Manor.

LANA LESLEY 

Co-producing artistic director. Rude Mechanicals 

I have to admit I have never had a real 
opinion on the whole authorship issue. Maybe 
because I was a French major ... maybe 
because I was more worried about how to 
deliver the text than who wrote it ... or maybe 
because I think he was a collaborator with his 
company. If pressed, I would say all the real 
evidence supports his authorship, but I would 
also give a little collaborative credit to the 
actors he worked with. 

JAMES LOEHLIN 

Director, Shakespeare at Winedale 

In England, for spring break, I saw an exhi- 
bition at the National Portrait Gallery that col- 
lects together many of the documentary mate- 
rials relating to Shakespeare’s life. There are 
plenty of them. I don’t think many profession- 
al literary scholars or Elizabethan historians 
have any doubt whatever that Shakespeare 
the playwright was Shakespeare the actor, the 
glover’s son from Stratford. No one doubted it 
at the time, either. To argue anything else, 
one has to ignore common sense and docu- 
mentary evidence and subscribe to some 
elaborate conspiracy theory. It’s nonsense. 
Shakespeare was Shakespeare. 

The arguments are well-marshaled in 
Stephen Orgel’s introduction to any of the edi- 
tions of the New Pelican Shakespeare. 

TERRY GALLOWAY 

Playwright/performer, Out All Night and Lost My 
Shoes , In the House of the Moles 

I think the controversy is nonsense. Based 
perhaps on jealousy and a disbelief in genius. 
It is difficult to conceive of one person writing 
all those wonderful plays. But why don’t the 
disbelievers remember that Shakespeare 
didn’t write the plays by himself? Even if he 
was the one who plundered the myths and

The queen didn’t write those plays. A duke 
didn’t write those plays. Marlowe didn’t write 
those plays. 

There was a Shakespeare. His first name 
was William. He was an actor and a play- 
wright. He was loved by his contemporaries. 
He wrote the plays attributed to him. 

And really the controversy was started by 
rich, snobby, aristocratic old farts who 
couldn’t bear to think of their class being out- 
done out-cultured, out-languaged by a mere 
glover’s son. 

NORMAN BLUMENSAADT 

Artistic director. Different Stages, director of The 
Beard of Avon and nine Shakespeare productions 

I think [Amy Freed] is right when [she has] 
de Vere say, “Does it make any difference 
who wrote the plays?” All theatre is collabor- 
ative. There are no new stories, only old sto- 
ries told in a new way. Neither Pericles nor 
Two Noble Kinsmen were entirely written by 
Shakespeare. Henry VIII ? Stealing good 
ideas is a form of flattery. Many movie 
scripts and weekly television are written by a 
group of writers. 

Having produced Agatha Christie, who was 
self-taught and wrote to support herself, like 
Shakespeare, it is possible that a farmer/ 
glove tanner’s son from Stratford could have 
written the plays. Talent, genius, creativity are 
not confined to someone who went to school. 
Shaw was self-taught to an extent. I guess I 
feel the majority of the plays are one writing 
voice. The mystery is we know so little about 
the man. Maybe by his choice. 

CLAYTON STROMBERGER 

Coordinator, Shakespeare at Winedale Outreach 

The whole thing seems a waste of time to 
me. If you spend enough time with the work, 
you begin to hear a voice. It’s like hearing an 
aria and knowing it’s Mozart. There is this sin- 
gular presence there, a life force that seems 
to dance effortlessly in the most delicate and 
intricate patterns - in this case, of words, a 
chain of symbols that lead to sounds that 
can, in an utterly mysterious way, make you 
laugh or break your heart. The gift here is not 
one of intellect or education or status - it’s 
clearly something that goes far beyond that. 
Whoever this guy was, he understood the 
human heart in a very deep way, and he had 
a profound and often joyful intuition about 
how to reveal the workings of that heart on a 
plain wooden stage. The fact that no play- 
wright has been able to hold a brief, brief can- 
dle to him in the past 400 years only reinforc- 
es how strange and singular this artist was. 
Who cares what his name was? (What’s in a 
name, after all?) Jorge Luis Borges imagined 
Shakespeare saying, “I, who have been no 
man, am all men.” That seems about as 
close as we’re going to get to “the real 
Shakespeare,” and as close as we need to be.

CHALLENGER PARK 

by Stephen Harrigan 
Knopf, 393 pp., $24.95 

It’s tough being a writer. The ghosts of leg- 
endary ones float around your head as you 
set out to produce the impossibly perfect 
story. Meanwhile, the world keeps telling you 
the novel is dead. 

And how do you top 
your last, critically- 
acclaimed effort? 

Perhaps remind 
yourself that it 
could be worse. You 
could be an astro- 
naut. Thus is the 
case for Stephen 
Harrigan, who fol- 
lows his break- 
through The Gates 
of the Alamo with 
Challenger Park, the 
tale of a young 
mother who is in a 
troubled marriage 
to an astronaut and just happens to be an 
astronaut herself. Lurking in the ether are 
those Apollo moon cowboys who made every 
Sixties child’s eyes twinkle toward the heav- 
ens. Worse for Lucy Kincheloe is the ghost 
of doomed teacher-in-space Christa 
McAuliffe, whose 76-second flight on the 
space shuttle Challenger on Jan. 28, 1986, 
ended in an explosion that resulted in an 
immediate stoppage of 14 planned flights 
(including a journalist-in-space flight for which 



then-Texas Monthly writer Harrigan had 
applied). The novel’s title comes from the 
memorial park in Clear Lake City near the 
Johnson Space Center, and the ghosts of 
space-flight legends and failures are the 
heart and soul of this novel. 

But be warned: Harrigan, also a screenwrit- 
er and a Michener Center for Writers instruc- 
tor, is more interested in the drama of every- 


day life here than previous space dramas 
such as The Right Stuff. Mopey Brian 
Kincheloe makes a boneheaded error in 
space, while back on Earth his wife dutifully 
takes care of two young kids, one of whom is 
prone to life-threatening bouts of asthma. 
Upon his return, Brian’s star wanes just as 
Lucy gets her shot to blast off. Harrigan ’s 
inspiration for the novel came from watching 
his niece play soccer in Clear Lake City. One 
of the unassuming soccer moms on hand, it 
was pointed out, had just returned from 
space. This wasn’t Neil Armstrong surrounded 
by an outer-space aura, but instead his mod- 
ern-day counterpart in a world where the rock 
star of the cosmos had been replaced with an 
above-average overachiever dining at a 
McDonald’s while her kids crawled around its 
spaceship-themed playscape. Which brings us 
to Lucy, a modern-day astronaut juggling all of 
the normal worries of a working woman: a 
demanding job, an alienated husband, and 
children whose crises must come first. 

Things get complicated when Walt Womack, 
the man leading the team training her for her 
first space flight, begins to enter her fanta- 
sies. Harrigan uses Walt - a complacent man 
mourning his wife’s death and falling into a 
routine that includes Luby’s Lu Ann Platter as 
his favorite meal option - as a symbol of all 
of the technicians scurrying behind the 
scenes to make the space program possible. 
As he and Lucy embark on a tentative affair, 
the viewpoint shifts between the two charac- 
ters, and we get a clear view of the frail 
humanity behind the business of space flight 


as they look to each other to fill the holes in 
their lives. Walt is also the window into the 
specifics of the NASA world. Harrigan gives us 
the training program in minute detail, down to 
the patch each new shuttle crew designs for 
itself and the good-luck ritual of astronauts 
marking their initials in the frost on the oxy- 
gen supply line before entering the space- 
craft. The author’s extensive research is clear 
and adds depth as we voyeuristically sink into 
the insecurities and idiosyncrasies of people 
striving to do a job that they know could at 
any moment lead to another fatal failure a la 
the Challenger crash. 

The novel could benefit from a trim in its 
early pages, as Lucy and Walt embark on their 
affair and training, but from the point of actual 
blastoff midway through the book, Harrigan is 
note-perfect. Lucy and crew have been pains- 
takingly prepared for every possible catastro- 
phe as they dock with an orbiting space sta- 
tion where Lucy will complete her first space 
walk, which is, of course, marred by the one 
catastrophe they didn’t quite expect. Harrigan 
writes, “The windows were filled with scrolling 
panorama of cloud and sea and glimpses of 
rumpled landforms and sharply defined conti- 
nental edges. All of this coasted toward a 
horizon constantly renewing itself with pris- 
matic light, and beyond the horizon a biblical 
darkness, deep and total. This was the earth 
she left only eight minutes ago, but which was 
now a lifetime away.” We are gloriously 
strapped in next to Lucy for the ride, while the 
ghosts of astronauts - and writers - past are 
held momentarily at bay. - Joe O'Connell

DATELINE: NYC I d arrived feeling like 
Eva Gabor in Green Acres (“New Yorrrrrk is 
where I’d rather stay ...”)- but I left with my 
peignoir between my legs. The trip seemed to 
start off well after harried preparations (“The 
chores!”) - from my delightful transsexual 
seatmate to a pleasant stay at the Hilton 
Garden Inn (“Times Square!”). While the 
hotel name conjured up something lovely with 
cabanas among lush foliage, upon arrival it 
was evident that there was no garden, much 
less any cabanas. It was 11pm, and all I was 
interested in was the Greek diner across the 
street and a warm bed. After accommodating 
myself with both, I relaxed and turned on the 
TV. Among the limited channels was some- 
thing called the Hilton Family Channel, 
which, naturally, I presumed ran home movies 
of Kathy, Nicky, and Paris Hilton all day ... 
but no. In fact, I couldn’t imagine Paris being 
anywhere near this place. The closest I came 
to finding Paris was a Simple Life marathon 
on E!. The next day I noticed there was a 
Famous Original Ray’s Pizza in the next 
block (or was it one of their impostors, such 
as Ray’s Original Famous Pizza? Famous Ray’s 
Original Pizza? Original Ray’s Famous Pizza?), 
and bought slices and holed up in my room to 
work. In the next few days, I tramped around 
New York as much as I could (“The stores!”), 
deciding that while I loved living there 10 
years ago, Austin had completely spoiled me. 
The crowded streets seemed not so much 


vibrant and alive as they seemed oppressive 
and threatening (“Goodbye city life!”). The 
skyscraper canyons (“I just adore a pent- 
house view!”) seemed to box me in and 
obscure the sky. I’d never wanted to get back 
to Austin so badly in my life. “Green Acres, 
we are there!” 

REJECT RUNWAY I d come to New York 
to audition for Project Runway. Having made 
the decision close to the last minute, I’d 
scrambled to be ready. From the beginning of 
February with the preparations for my own 
fashion show occupying my mind, followed by 
SXSW immediately thereafter, to preparing 
my portfolio and collection, it was all a blur 
until I found myself on the plane. I’d arrived at 
night with the entire next day to get my portfo- 
lio together and to deal with any catastro- 
phes. It took far longer than I thought. I 
labored all day and night, finally resting about 
4am - with a 5am wake-up call. I arrived for 
the audition at Macy’s Herald Square at 
5:30am and was number 13 in line (good 
omen? Hmmm ... maybe not). I bonded imme- 
diately with a woman from Connecticut (No. 
12) and her husband (as I emerged from the 
taxi in my own inimitable way, the woman’s 
husband told her, “He's gonna make it.”) 
Another woman from Dallas (No. 11) was so 
friendly and pleasant that I relaxed immedi- 
ately even though I was afraid I might be the 
oldest living designer ever to appear on televi- 



sion. Because there’s a hefty nondisclosure 
agreement, I can’t tell you anything about the 
process that occurred, except to say that it 
was brutal and that I was not chosen. 
Regardless of the fashion parade seen by the 
judges upstairs, the real fashion parade 
occurred on the street in full view of passers- 
by. The queue of taxis and black cars pulling 
up deposited all manner of humanity - design- 
ers desperately trying to look like designers 
mingled with designers who you’d never 
dream were designers. A sheer fishtail gown 
of lavender mesh with a big pink bow, worn by 
the model with a black bra and thong under it, 
was ... urn ... stunning, as was a bondage 
outfit that I was sure still had Vaseline on it. 
A lot of the clothes seemed to be designed 


for and modeled by hookers, and some of the 
clubwear should never have seen the light of 
day. But there were gorgeous things too: 
slinky cocktail dresses, ravishing couture, and 
smart daywear. The line snaked all the way 
down 34th and around Broadway - hundreds 
of hopefuls all awaiting their chance to make 
it big on reality television. But the real reality 
was on the faces of those exiting the building:

RESTAURANT SERVICE: 

A DISCUSSION 

Twelve Austin professionals come to 
the table in an effort to define, demystify, 
and defend the most controversial aspect 
of dining out 

So, what is it about service in restaurants? How many times have 
you heard someone say, “The food is great, but the service stinks”? 
How often have you declined to return to a place because you had an 
unpleasant experience with a waiter?

Other responses included “attentive but not obtrusive, 
never interrupting;” “problems are handled pleasantly and 
quickly;” “educated answers about the food and wine;” 
“just someone to make sure I have everything - disappear- 
ing hacks me off;” “faithfully arriving at the table when 
needed, before I have to ask for attention;” and, perhaps 
most revealing, “it’s very easy to describe bad service, but 
much more challenging to pinpoint what makes it good. ... 
A good server is akin to a chef’s mystery ingredient: I leave 
the dinner saying, ‘I don’t know exactly what it was, but 
this evening has been just greatV” 

Are we getting somewhere? Attention, love, comfort, 
nourishment. Needs being met intuitively and unobtru- 
sively. Clearly, there is much more at stake here than a 
waitperson’s technical competence, which is indeed criti- 


cal. Still, we’re not just talking about deftly opening wine 
or serving to the left, clearing from the right. 

In its original French usage, the term restaurant simply 
meant a restorative: a food or remedy that renews strength 
in an ailing or tired individual, a health-giving consomme 
prepared by a skilled restaurateur. An establishment where 
a chef prepared food and a waiter served it to guests was 
not called a restaurant until the 1820s. But, somehow, the 
original meaning of restaurant has survived in our collec- 
tive unconscious. Wittingly or not, we go out to eat to be 
restored in body and spirit. We want prepared food that 
pleases our palates and fortifies our bellies, and we want 
intelligent, caring service to soothe our weary souls.

NEW SPOTS AROUND TOWN 

Folks who’ve missed the distinctive cooking of chef Marisela Godinez 
since she stepped out of the everyday operation of the popular El Meson will 
be pleased to discover she’s moved a couple of blocks down Burleson Road 
and opened Austin’s Barbecue (6002 Burleson Rd., 382-2105). We dropped 
in the other day and sampled a veritable feast from a menu that includes an 
American breakfast with ethereal pancakes, fluffy omelets, and homemade 
hash browns, good barbecue slathered with an ancho-chile-spiked sauce, and 
really wonderful hamburgers. The new breakfast and lunch spot has been 
open about three months, and Godinez admits the menu is still evolving, 
sometimes based on customer demands. “We didn’t want to do anything to 
distract people from El Meson, so when my customers started asking for 
breakfast tacos, I told them we’d make brisket tacos with pico de ga No, and 
that works out fine. I couldn’t completely abandon my Mexican roots, after 
all.” She also said their burgers with fresh-cut fries account for more sales 
than the barbecue. We liked it all, but I’d have to say the highlight of the meal 
was indeed the new house specialty: the Mexican-inspired Chorizo Burger. Get 
one... Brazilian food aficionados will be glad to know restaurateur Magna 
Sampaio is back in business. The new Sampaio’s (4800 Burnet, 469-9988) 
in tony Rosedale Village focuses exclusively on dishes from Brazil and has a 
lovely patio on which to enjoy authentic caipirinhas.

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AT THE TABLE 

Our panel of service experts 

Johnny Guffey, Jeffrey’s server: Undoubtedly Austin’s most famous 
waiter, Guffey is a career practitioner of the hospitality arts who has 
worked at Jeffrey’s for 27 years. He’s so well-known, in fact, he was one 
of the quintessential Austin characters profiled in Zachary Scott Theatre’s 
recent Keep Austin Weird production. He has a long list of established 
customers who request (demand) his tables and eagerly anticipated 
his return to the restaurant after heart bypass surgery in 2003. 

Mahala Guevara, Magnolia Cafe general manager: Young Guevara’s 
articulation of her attitudes about both service and hospitality made a 
significant impression on the panelists. Her grandfather provided medi- 
cal care to hospitality workers in New Orleans and she related how 
she’d grown up “in this enchanted world where everywhere we went, 
people were delighted to see us and bring us wonderful food,” making 
hospitality something she considers part of her “cultural legacy.” 

Bill Norris, Fino bartender: Former New Yorker Bill Norris is a rela- 
tive newcomer to Austin, but he’s the third generation of his family to 
work in the bar or restaurant business. An accomplished photographer, 
published novelist ( Snapshots , 2001), and former college instructor, 
Norris says tending bar affords him time to write and that he hears 
great stories behind the bar. 

Rachel McCown, Asti server: Like many young people, McCown put 
herself through college waiting tables and she’s proud of her advertis- 
ing degree, with a minor in women’s studies, from Texas State. Though 
she feels right at home with Asti’s wonderful food and comfortable 
neighborhood vibe, her ultimate goal is to make a contribution to soci- 
ety working in the nonprofit world. 

Tom Upthegrove, Vespaio bartender: His cheerful, efficient handling 
of the chaos in Vespaio’s very busy bar earned Upthegrove recognition 
in our Critic’s Restaurant Poll last year. The now semiretired musician 
came to Austin 12 years ago with San Diego roots rockers the 
Forbidden Pigs, and he’s played his share of Continental Club gigs. 

Tom began tending bar at clubs like Antone’s and has been at Vespaio 
since a week after they opened seven years ago. 

Susan Shields, Vespaio server: Shields is a former journalist, who 
turned to waiting tables as a way to put herself through UT’s graduate 
program in creative writing, finding both a second career and a family 
in the process. The day of our round table, she celebrated her sixth 
anniversary at Vespaio, where her husband Nathan Baumann (father of 
baby daughter Lux) works as a cook. These days, Shields artfully bal- 
ances motherhood, a job at Vespaio, where many customers regularly 
request her service, and a creative writing career that includes two 
recent finishes in the top 5 of the Austin Chronicle Short Story contest. 


Ahmad Modoni, co-owner of Manuel’s restaurants and Changos 
taquerias: Modoni began his career in Austin restaurants in 1975 as 
a busboy at a soon-to-be famous restaurant called Fonda San Miguel. 
After working his way up to a position as one of the most accom- 
plished and regularly requested waiters in that landmark eatery, 

Modoni moved on to manage the popular Gianni’s before joining busi- 
ness partner Greg Khoury at Manuel’s (1983) and later Changos 
(1998). Quality service and gracious hospitality are the hallmarks of 
his restaurant career. 

Sharon Bright, Castle Hill Cafe server: Bright supports her pas- 
sions for art (printmaking) and antiques (a dealer at Uncommon 
Objects) by waiting tables and has done so for 20 years. She credits 
Castle Hill founders Cathe and David Dailey with fostering a genuine 
appreciation of food and wine in their entire staff. We suspect her abil- 
ity to communicate that appreciation is why Bright, too, has an estab- 
lished list of customers who request her particular service. 

Winston Shipman, Cafe at the Four Seasons server: Shipman’s 
Austin hospitality career began years ago at the World of Tennis 
resort, where staff members were encouraged to interact with guests, 
many of them sports celebrities. Winston says that early training has 
always made it possible for him to establish a “comfort zone” with any 
customer. Shipman and his business partner, chef Gert Rauch, operat- 
ed the Courtyard restaurant for 12 years, and he’s been an oft-request- 
ed waiter at the Four Seasons for 12 as well. He enjoys playing golf 
and swears it’s much easier being a waiter than an owner or manager. 

Edward Zambrano, Matt’s El Rancho server: Zambrano spoke emo- 
tionally about learning the most important aspects of the waiting trade 
from legendary El Rancho waitress Lupe Redkey and eventually inherit- 
ing many of her regular customers. His 27-year career at Matt’s has 
provided for his wife and three precious daughters, the oldest now a 
college student. These days he gladly greets the second generation of 
families who request his section when dining at Matt’s. 

Tyrone Soares, 34th Street Cafe, Asti server: After hearing several 
panelists discuss dealing with their regular customers, Soares ruefully 
said he’d never seen guests wait for one of his tables. He described 
being part of the team to close some ill-fated, high-profile local restau- 
rants, such as Sardine Rouge and Seven, and said the joke among his 
journeyman waiter buddies is who is cursed with closing the most 
local eateries. 

Steven Adams, Fonda San Miguel server: Though trained as an 
architect, Adams has made his living working in restaurants for much 
of his adult life. Once he had a family, regular evening hours helped 
him and his wife divide childcare duties and provided the lucky dad 
daytime hours to attend his son’s school and recreational activities. 
Adams has spent 13 years at local landmark Fonda San Miguel and 
continues to take great satisfaction in providing both regular guests 
and newcomers with a positive experience at the restaurant. 


That Thing You Do 

How does a restaurant’s waitstaff minister to 
these subtle, intangible needs while conveying 
the food and drink from kitchen and bar to 
table? How do the best and most successful 
practitioners manage to make us feel both con- 
tent and important, wanting to return for more? 
The Chronicle Food section aimed to find out. 

Food Editor Virginia B. Wood, fellow writ- 
er Kate Thomberry, and I sat down for a 
couple of hours with an impressive panel of 
Austin’s premier servers (see “At the Table: 
Our Panel of Service Experts, right). We asked 
them to talk about themselves, their chosen pro- 
fession, and their insights about providing the 
exceptional service for which they are known. 
We had some questions in mind, but mainly, we 
just wanted to hear what they had to say. 

As it turns out, they had plenty to say: These 
are experienced, articulate, and thoughtful 
professionals who’ve carefully observed what 
customers want and considered exactly how to 
deliver it. They take great pride and personal 
satisfaction in their work, and they’re eager to 
share thoughts on how they understand and do 
their jobs. The 12 participants expressed much 
consensus about what makes for successful 
service that is rewarding not only for restaurant 
guests, but for those who serve. Aspiring wait- 
ers, take heed.

The Foundations of Service: 
Personality and Work Ethic 

One topic that immediately emerged is that, 
quite possibly, great waiters are bom and not 
made. Susan Shields of Vespaio remembers eat- 
ing out with her parents and having “this weird 
feeling ever since I was a very little girl that I 
would be a good waitress.” While mastery of the 
required service skills is essential, the panel made 
it perfecdy clear that if someone doesn’t enter the 
profession with the right personality and work 
ethic, that someone is not going to succeed. 

As Mahala Guevara, general manager of 
Magnolia Cafe, puts it, “I don’t hire for res- 
taurant experience; I kind of don’t care. What 
I look for is someone who takes things upon 
themselves, feels that sense of responsibility. ‘If 
something’s not right, I’ll make it right,’ is what 
I know I can’t train; I can’t teach someone how 
to be that kind of person. I can tell that about 
people most of the time when I meet them.” 

Manuel’s chef/owner Ahmad Modoni agrees. 
“Yes, you can teach them about the job itself 
in a couple of weeks if they are smart . . . and if 
they care. I like to hire people with no experi- 


ence so I can mold them, train them. Lots of 
people [serving] in this town have no idea why 
they are in this business. No idea.” 

“To do what we do, you really have to like 
people,” says Winston Shipman of the Four 
Seasons. “I don’t believe in pretense; when 
I’m working, I am who I always am. And I like 
being nice to people.” 

Steven Adams from Fonda San Miguel decon- 
structs: “There’s the technical part, which we 
all work on, and then there’s the intuitive, or 
artistic part. Like the art-and-science, right- 
brain, left-brain aspect of anything. The tech- 
nical part is measurable stuff, the things you 
can write down. The art is the unexpected, the 
intangible way in which you size people up and 
understand how they want to interact. And little 
things make a big difference. When you pay 
attention to the small things, it shows that you 
care, and it makes things happen nicely.” 

“I really like getting dressed up and opening 
the door and ‘here they come!”’ Shields says. 
“It’s all about the show.” Shipman and others 
agree. “It’s about as close to showbiz as you 
can get without having to audition.” 


What About Training? 

The group expresses firm consensus that 
training is a critical tool in providing good ser- 
vice; they also agree that said training is often 
inadequately addressed. (If you eat out in 
Austin, I daresay you can attest to that.) With 
a few exceptions, the servers recalled that 


when they began their careers, they were, as 
Johnny Guffey of Jeffrey’s says, “just thrown 
out on the floor,” and left to figure it out for 
themselves “Most restaurants, they don’t take 
the time to train,” Modoni adds. “They just 
let servers go right out there, and that is a 
disaster situation.” 

Shipman remembers that in his first serving 
job, “it was chaos, just managed chaos ... going 


out on the floor was like walking through a bad 
neighborhood. You just tried to avoid full body 
contact.” Guevara had a similar experience: “I 
started at Magnolia as [a] host, and I wasn’t 
trained. I worked there for months before I 
ever met the general manager, and I had no 
idea what was expected of me. It was left up 
to me to make up the rules of how I would do 
my job; it felt like everyone was 
kind of an independent con- 
tractor. Now, I am the GM and 
in charge of training.” 

However, Sharon Bright says, 
“I started at Castle Hill when 
David and Cathe Dailey were 
there, and it was all about train- 
ing. They would sit down with all the employees 
and go over everything, any words you didn’t 
know, any food you didn’t know, anything you 
hadn’t any clue about. They were passionate 
that the servers knew as much about the food 
as the kitchen knew, and incorporating that 
into what was good about the restaurant, what 
would make people come back.”

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Both Shields and Vespaio bartender Tom 
Upthegrove started their careers in chain res- 
taurants; they had positive comments about 
their corporate training. “My first job was at 
Bennigan’s, and we had like six months of 
intensive training,” Upthegrove says. “We had 
to memorize a manual this thick.” Shields 
began at Houston’s, where “they had a great 
training program. That restaurant was designed 
to always work at top volume with everyone 
working as a team.” After that, she says, “I 
realized that I had it down, I had every skill, 
so it was a question of finding a place with the 
food and wine and people that interested me 
enough to put those skills to work.” 

Rachel McCown of Asti concurs on the 
importance of finding the right venue to 
perfect received corporate training. “Those 
restaurants want waiters to be robots. The 
restaurants that we love here in Austin are the 
ones with personality.” 

According to Shipman, the Four Seasons’ 
training manual includes “this 56-point thing 
we are supposed to hit in a 70-minute period. 
There’s supposed to be a two-week training 
program, but usually it works out that the per- 
son gets trained until it’s really busy one day, 
then you throw them out on the floor.” 

“Fonda has a training manual,” Adams says, 
“But that’s just the beginning. The real training 
is done by following experienced people and 
watching what they do; they teach you. You 
learn the ropes, but it leaves room to develop 
your own individual style.” Modoni empha- 
sizes that “we train our staff to remember, ‘You 
are here to please the customer. You make sure 
the customer is happy.’” 

All parties agree that continuing education for 
waits taff benefits everyone, guests and servers 
alike. “This gig has taught me so much about 
food and wine,” Upthegrove says. “I’ve become 
passionate, especially about the wine.” 


Team, Team, Team 

If any point comes across, it’s that it is 
almost impossible to provide good restaurant 
service in a vacuum. The kitchen, the manage- 
ment, the bar, and the waitstaff provide the 
four legs upon which rests the table of guest 
satisfaction. If any leg wobbles, it’s up to every- 
one to work together to keep the table steady, 
the service smooth, and the guests content. 

“Teamwork is critical,” Adams says. “If you 
have any downtime, you need to connect in some 
way with guests at someone else’s tables, see if 
you can assist. I have great confidence in my co- 
workers; I know they all give good service.” 

“At Matt’s El Rancho,” Edward Zambrano 
asserts, “if you don’t have a really good bus- 
boy, it will break you. We do such a high 
volume, you’ve got to develop a relationship 
with your busboy so when you need help, 
he’s gonna be there for you.” 

“In the early days at Fonda, we didn’t have 
but one busboy,” Modoni remembers. “We 
all helped each other, the waiters had team- 
work like a clock. I look at some restaurants, 
there is no teamwork; you hear ‘it’s not 



my section.’ They are in la-la land!” Guffy 
echoes: “‘Not my section’ ... those are the 
most horrible words you can ever say to a 
guest or to a co-worker.” 

“I literally cannot imagine a situation at 
Vespaio,” Shields says, “where if I asked some- 
one to help me, they would say no. That just 
would never happen. Not only the busboys, 
but the hostess, even the owner ... that’s the 
spirit of service; that’s the spirit of working in 
a restaurant.” Continues Guffy: “We’re all in 
this together. We are here to serve the guests; 


we can’t afford to fight among each other, or 
slack off, or take something that someone says 
too personally.” 

Tyrone Soares, of Asti and 34th Street Cafe, 
points out that “when you have a situation 
where everything has to happen at once, all 
the food must be run at once, all the clearing 
must be done at once, if there is a person who 
appears to be slacking off, it’s time for the 
Group Shaming.” 

Although everyone laughs, it’s clear that this 
is no joke. 

It's About Hospitality 

A question about service vs. hospitality 
makes the group thoughtful. Guevara express- 
es the first idea. “Hospitality is part of my 
cultural legacy and part of who I am. It’s how 
I identify in this world. I love interacting with 
customers. I love interacting with the people 
providing service, every part of it, and I really 
believe in the concept of hospitality.” 

Soares continues, “There’s the whole notion 
of ‘reading your table,’ figuring out what each 
one wants. Some people just want you to get 
it done, so you make sure their water is full 
and everything goes smoothly. Then there are 
people who want hospitality. . . . Regulars espe- 
cially want to know who we are, and for us to 
know who they are.” 

“You can’t have hospitality without service, 
which must be seamless,” Shields says. “You 
shouldn’t have to be talking about service, 
addressing what is actually going on, but you 
create a moment around that, where custom- 
ers don’t even realize that service is hap- 
pening.” Soares agrees: “Service is just your 
starting point. You get that right, and then you 
deliver hospitality beyond that.” 

“I look at it like, this place is my home, 
you are coming to my home,” Modoni offers, 
as Guffy picks up the thread. “It’s like giving 
an endless dinner party,” he says, “where you 
don’t have to cook or wash dishes.” Modoni 
adds, “I hear a knock on the door, I open the 
door, I smile, I have a nice dinner for you, we 
open a nice bottle of wine. That’s what I tell 
my waitstaff all the time, ‘This is your home; 
make your guests comfortable.’” 

Only Connect 

The importance of establishing a connection 
between server and guest comes up repeatedly. 


Guevara tries to explain: “It’s about creating 
that space for the guests; it’s about them, kind 
of like therapy. When you talk to your thera- 
pist, it’s about you, not about the therapist. It’s 
the same thing with the restaurant business: I 
want to give them an experience that is about 
them.” Adams agrees. “We strive to get it all 
done, but not to get in the way of the guests. 
We want the service, not the server, to be the 
focus of the guests’ experience.” 

“In this town, you may be waiting on a 
guy in flip-flops and baggy shorts,” says Fino 
bartender and former New Yorker Bill Norris, 
“and he just may be the guy who owns Dell. 
It’s one of the things I like about Austin: You 
can’t judge anybody by their cover.” 

Bright says, “It’s all about that connection 
of personality between people; it really makes 
me feel blessed. ... I need to do my art thing, 
my other work, but it’s so much easier to go in 
[to Castle Hill] and get all this connection, this 
gratification from serving - when I’m entertain- 
ing, I’m having fun.” 

Adams believes that it comes down to “per- 
sonal connection, part of the ‘art’ of the job. If 
you’ve made this connection, established this 
level of comfort, then if something goes wrong 
- and it’s very difficult to provide perfect ser- 
vice - then people tend to be more forgiving. 
It’s important to show that I’m grateful, that I 
appreciate that they’re there.” 

Why Do They Do It? 

“Of course we’re all out to make money, for 
ourselves, for the restaurant, for our investors. 
But the difference between service and hospi- 
tality is making a meaningful life for yourself 
in the restaurant business,” Guevara says. “If 
you asked somebody what all of us would say 
about our jobs, they’d expect, ‘Oh, the money 
is great, we don’t have to get up early, people 
just hand us cash for not doing much.’ None 
of them would guess that our passion for this 
job has very little to do with that. I know there 
are waiters like that out there. But one of the 
things I try to teach my guests is that what I do 
is because I love it. I don’t care what you leave 
me, I don’t care what you order, I don’t care 
what wine you drink. What I care about is that 
you get what the restaurant is about, and that 
you have the experience that I want to have 
when I go out.” 

“That money thing, it doesn’t even enter 
my mind,” Shipman concurs. “I know there 
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are waiters who think only of the money, but 
it just doesn’t work like that. They’ve got the 
concept all twisted up. Other people talk 
about having ‘real’ jobs. ... I consider this to 
be much more real than people’s work in a 
cubicle, in an office, stuck in rush-hour traffic 
on the freeway” 

“Many of my regular guests feel like I am 
part of their family,” Zambrano says. “It’s a 
good feeling, you know? I love it. I consider 
this my profession. I’m doing good, thank 
God, I enjoy it. I got a great deal.” 

Modoni says, “The way I look at the hospital- 
ity industry, your soul, your heart, everything, 
is right in there. You get close to people, you 
get to know them, that is my enjoyment, just 
making some people happy ... offer them great 
wine, good food. I have been very successful at 
it. And I am extremely happy.” 

“My son asked me why I do it,” Adams says. 
“I really get a personal, emotional reward when 
I have a good time with guests, when guests 
have a good experience. We have our regulars, 
and they are just the greatest part ... plus, 
other new people you meet ... it’s all just extra 
rewarding for me.” 


Last Words 

As the session wound down, Modoni spoke 
up again. “There is one thing I would like to 
say: This is the work we have chosen. I really 
want the public to respect this profession as a 
profession. From the time you open the res- 
taurant until you close the damn thing, it is a 
lot of hard work.” Norris agrees: “We spend as 
much time working on our feet as you spend 
sitting in your cubicle.” 

Modoni adds, “There’s a lot of headache, a 
lot of anxiety. Stuff goes on behind the scenes 
that the customer does not see; all they see is 
the smiling face - which is great, as it should 
be - but please, respect us in our profession.” 
Shields points out, “We do have white collars, 
lots of us!” while Norris says, “Don’t assume 
that the person standing in front of you is 
stupid. That is my biggest complaint. I have a 
master’s degree and this is the work I do. You 
can yell at me if you want, but please don’t 
assume that I’m dumb.” 

So there you have it: what delivering good 
restaurant service means to the best and most 
popular practitioners in town; how they work 
to understand you, please you, and make your 
dining experience what you wish it to be. For 
them - and for us - the standard, however 
unquantifiable, has been set pretty high. ■

Blue Screen Has Austin 
Studios in the Green 

Child actor Spencer Flynn breaks off a hunk of banana and points 
it at Willis, a 1-year-old Gibbon ape. Willis’ furry wire of an arm 
stretches out to swat it away. Behind them on a bank of monitors, 
John Walsh - yes, the host of America's Most Wanted - identifies 
the “cybersnakes” that roam the Internet: “You don’t want this 
dirtbag to know everything about you, do you?” Welcome to The 
Safe Side, an educational safety video series that recently 
wrapped an eight-day shoot at Austin Studios. Why should we 
care about a project that will go straight to DVD and is aimed at 
8- to 12-year-olds? It’s all in what’s been left behind after the shoot, 
and it has studio personnel feeling blue, as in blue screen, as in 
another piece in the puzzle that is an Austin-based film industry. 

Video producer Sebastian Vega and director Jimmy Lindsey have 
spent the past 15 years working in Austin film. When they signed 
on for the project, they had to convince Julie Clark - creator of the 
series of videos, as well as the Baby Einstein series - to come to 
Austin instead of her hometown of Denver (the first in the series, 
about stranger safety, was shot in Los Angeles). The sticking point 
was the ready availability of a large blue screen - a green screen 
wouldn’t do because the main character’s costume is largely 
green - to add computer animation. Austin Studios gave a rental 
price break on Studio 1, and, in exchange, the blue screen stays 
put. “It’s a huge thing for film infrastructure that will attract com- 
mercials and larger features,” Vega says. “It’s exciting to contrib- 
ute a substantial upgrade or our community as a filming location.” 



Walsh is clad in a black leather jacket over a black turtleneck 
as he speaks to the video’s star, Safe Side Superchick, played by 
Angela Shelton (her doc Searching for Angela Shelton won an 
Austin Film Festival audience award in 2004). Walsh, who also 
appeared in the first video, is credited through America's Most 
Wanted with recovering 38 missing children. Walsh’s own son, 
Adam, was abducted from a Florida mall in 1981 and found mur- 
dered two weeks later. “He’s participating because he felt it was a 
good cause to be involved in,” Vega says. Indeed, the National 
Center for Missing and Exploited Children is working with produc- 
ers, who hope to return to Austin - where almost all of the project 
crew are based - for the next video in the series. - Joe O'Connell

Maybe The Onion's “Commentary Tracks of the 
Damned” now owns the world of cinephilia, and 
we just live in it. So great is the apparent thirst for 
annotation of movies that one shudders to imagine 
the consequences had the director of Supercross not 
been obliged to elucidate its mysteries, or had The 
Pirate Movie's DVD not rated exhumation of auteur 
Ken Annakin for his declamations on the film’s com- 
mercial failure and digressions as to the whereabouts 
of Amelia Earhart (she faked her death, absconded to 
New Jersey, and Annakin has the evidence to prove 
it). Luckily, auteurism’s featurette-enabled devolu- 
tion to its own cruelest parody has also afforded a 
welcome expansion of the market for fat anthologies 
of interviews with the legendary filmmakers of yore, 
perhaps filling in for the commentaries we really want 
while settling for Guy Ritchie’s awe-inspiring defense 
of Swept Away. 

Enter Conversations With the Great Moviemakers of 
Hollywood's Golden Age at the American Film Institute, 
with a title possessed of many words and nary an 
ounce of poetry, even as its covers enclose a veritable 
gold mine. George Stevens Jr.’s excellent collection of 
master classes with some of old Hollywood’s greatest 
directors, writers, producers, and cinematographers 
(not to mention guest stars Jean Renoir, Ingmar 
Bergman, Federico Fellini, and Satyajit Ray) ably fills 
out the bonus discs in that ideal Criterion Collection 
of the mind, with everything from James Wong Howe’s 
reminiscence of fights with the Technicolor lab over 
low-light photography to Fritz Lang’s idiosyncratically 
sweet take on Deep Throat as “a crime against youth” 
(young people should discover oral sex with each other, 
he persuasively argues, rather than “see it for the first 
time in a motion picture and say, ‘Oh, let’s try that”'). 

By now, there are many other books of its kind - 
and if your personal library is already well-stocked with 
them, perhaps you could save the $35 - but if you had 
to have only one, I’m not sure you could do better than 
Conversations. Certainly Peter Bogdanovich’s essential 
Who the Devil Made It delves into its subjects’ careers 
in a fashion both more personal and systematic, and 
where this volume overlaps (as in the Hitchcock and 
Howard Hawks chapters), it is not the Bogdanovich 
that suffers in comparison. Neverthless, it is refresh- 
ing and deeply illuminating to break the “directors 
only” habit with interviews taking the contributions 
of other craftspeople just as seriously. Here we can 
check writer Ray Bradbury’s comments on the mak- 
ing of Moby Dick against director John Huston’s, or 
cinematographer Stanley Cortez’s thoughts on Orson 
Welles and The Magnificent Ambersons against editor 
Robert Wise’s. 

Additionally, the film-school setting of these inter- 
views encourages an expansive, earnest generosity 
as these masters wax philosophical with widely vary- 
ing degrees of humility to point toward things more 
important than the great and not-so-great movies to 
which they’d contributed. Conducted during that great 
age of movie love in the Sixties and Seventies, these 
conversations offer both the promised oral history of 
Hollywood and a snapshot at the birth of the commen- 
tary track ... or at least the idea of it. For much as I 
adore the audible bong hits on PT. Anderson and Mark 
Wahlberg’s special feature for our own era’s beloved 
Boogie Nights, the substance and tone behind any one 
of these interviews makes part of me wonder if they in 
fact comment on the same artistic medium at all.

Merchant of Death 

Director Jason Reitman spins his first feature, 

'Thank You for Smoking' f DARCIE STEVENS 



“Michael Jordan plays hall Charlie Manson 
kills people. I talk. ” - Nick Naylor 

Nick Naylor is an image of perfection: He’s 
well-groomed, articulate, handsome, witty, and 
above all, he’ll make you believe all his decisions 
are your own. He’s the type of guy who started at 
quarterback every game, never made bad grades, 
and always had the crust cut off his sandwich. 
Yet, somehow, he was still the most popular guy 
in school. Even the art kids loved him. Smooth. 

Thank You for Smoking is Jason Reitman’s 
homage to Nick Naylor, a fictional Big Tobacco 
lobbyist trying to play both sides at all times, 
completely personified by Aaron Eckhart (In 
the Company of Men, Erin Brockovich). At one 
end, he’s defending the most often demonized 
force in international notoriety. At the other, 
he’s a role model to 12-year-old son Joey, 
sweetly played by that creepy kid in Godsend, 
Cameron Bright. 

The film, a picture of corruption and idealism 
in an imperfect world, is Reitman’s first feature- 
length, but his name should be familiar. The 
son of famed producer/director Ivan Reitman 
(Meatballs, Animal House, Stripes, Ghostbusters) 
is no stranger to comedy. But where his father 
went for the slapstick - albeit hilarious and 
formative - Jason Reitman (himself undertak- 
ing an indie-comedy production company with

longtime producer and friend Daniel Dubiecki) 
goes for the intellectual and poignant. 

“I was a really inquisitive child,” explains 
Reitman after his stellar SXSW 06 screening, 
which turned away festivalgoers by the dozens 
and ended in raucous applause. “My point 
of view on life in large part comes from my 
parents and particularly my father. I spent a 
lot of time in the car with him on the way to 
set, traveling with him, asking him all sorts of 
questions. I think [Joey Naylor’s] inquisitive 
nature and that admiration of one’s father defi- 
nitely parallels my relationship with my dad.” 

Some of the answers, lessons, and advice 
he received from his father must have been 
in mind as the 28-year-old Canadian crafted 
a timely political satire based on the critically 
acclaimed Christopher Buckley novel. 

“I think self-awareness is one of the won- 
derful things about the book,” Reitman says. 
“Most political movies are never self-aware. 
They’re too busy hammering you over the 
head, and they’ve no idea that they’re in a 
mania over telling people how to live.” 

That’s what Thank You for Smoking really 
comes down to. It’s not a movie about smok- 
ing. It’s not even really a movie about lobbying. 
It’s a movie about thinking for oneself. 

“We don’t sell Tic Tacs, we sell cigarettes. And 
they’re cool, available, and addictive. The job is 
almost done for us.” - B.R. 

It’s Washington, D.C., in the not-too-dis- 
tant past. Big Tobacco executives are battling 
do-gooders and health advocates across the 
country, but lawsuits and bad press have not 
yet brought down the establishment. B.R. (J.K. 
Simmons) is Naylor’s gruff and egomaniacal 
boss at the Academy of Tobacco Studies - the 
marketing epicenter of the tobacco industry. 

B.R. answers only to the Captain (Robert 
Duvall), the last hacking-up-a-lung, good- 
old-boy tobacco patriarch in the country. 


Recognizing Naylor’s uncanny abilities and 
charm, the Captain sends him out to shush 
none other than the Marlboro Man, Lome Lutch 
(Sam Elliott in an outstanding performance). 
Then there’s Naylor’s trek to a Hollywood meet- 
ing with superagent Jeff Megall (Rob Lowe) in 
attempts to reintroduce smoking to the movies 

- with son by his side. And there’s a profile in 
the works by D.C. investigative reporter Heather 
Holloway (Katie Holmes), who has a bit of a 
reputation for getting exactly what she wants. 

Offscreen, meanwhile, the tabloids respond- 
ed to something other than plot. To make a 
long story short, the Sundance Film Festival 
screened Thank You for Smoking, but a 12-sec- 
ond scene was mysteriously missing from the 
tape. Those 12 seconds at the end of a reel 
contained the now-famous Katie Holmes-Aaron 
Eckhart sex scene. No, there was no Scientology 
conspiracy. There isn’t even a butt shot. It was 
simply a projectionist error. Heather Holloway 
and Nick Naylor’s love nest is now back in the 
movie, “humorous humping” and all. 

On the sidelines is Buckley’s pitch-perfect 
MOD Squad (Merchants of Death) - ‘All the 
scenes in the script with the son are of my inven- 
tion,” Reitman says. “The funny stuff is of Chris 
Buckley’s invention” - the top lobbyists for the 
alcohol (Maria Bello), firearms (David Koechner), 
and tobacco industries. There’s the lone “good 
guy” - William H. Macy’s Sen. Ortolan Finistirre, 
a Birkenstock-wearing, cheese-loving Vermont 
politician. Finistirre mounts a petition to add a 
skull and crossbones to every pack of smokes, 
but Naylor isn’t worried. The man with the con- 
stant grin can conquer anything. 

“I went to a symposium where Jeff Wigand 
[portrayed in The Insider ] and a real lobbyist 
were both talking,” Reitman recalls. “The guy 
that works for Altria - the new Philip Morris 

- was great. I loved him. Great suit, handsome, 
charming, well-spoken, unhateable. If you 
were Big Tobacco, why would you hire some- 
one that was greasy? If you’re going to have a 
spokesperson, he might as well be likable, and 
he was really likable. Not that he got anyone in 
the audience to change; that’s not his job. His 
job is to go out there and be unhateable, so it 
just doesn’t get any worse. 


“‘Well, this law is just another example of 
the rich trying to suppress the poor,”’ Reitman 
impersonates. ‘“If there’s anything we believe 
in at Altria, it’s freedom.’” 

“That’s the beauty of argument: If you argue 
correctly, you’re never wrong. ” - Nick Naylor 

“This is where the Libertarian argument of 
personal choice comes to a head,” Reitman says, 
“because you suddenly have to deal with the fact 
that not everyone’s an adult; not everyone’s cog- 
nitive and can make decisions on their own.” 

A Libertarian himself, Reitman wasn’t inter- 
ested in touting right or wrong in Thank You for 
Smoking, which is what makes the movie great. 
It doesn’t preach. It doesn’t judge. It doesn’t 
even point fingers. Nick Naylor is no worse 
than Sen. Finistirre. They’re both men just try- 
ing to pay the mortgage. 

Now that Big Tobacco has shelled out bil- 
lions and erased its endearing cartoon images, 
the tirade continues. Smokers are becoming 
second-class citizens. Movies have taken the 
sex out of cigarettes. And most recently, smok- 
ing bans are lighting up around the globe. 
What would Nick Naylor say to the increasing 
ban on the (legal) green stuff? 

“Nick Naylor would say that it’s un-American, 
that Nick Naylor believes in the independent 
business owner,” Reitman flows. “He believes 
that a person who can save up enough money 
to open up a business, particularly someone 
who believes in music and wants to have a 
place to showcase that, should have the choice 
of whether or not they want to have a smoking 
or nonsmoking establishment. If they want 
to have a nonsmoking establishment, that’s 
fine with Nick Naylor; he believes in personal 
choice. But to take that choice away from the 
person is wrong and un-American.” 

For his part, Reitman seems to echo his main 
character in commenting on what his debut’s 
initial success might mean: “At least I’ve made 
a movie that I believe in, and wherever I go 
from here, at least it will be my way.” ■

Still, I’m watching, and I have been watching 
since the series began. 

Not sure I can say the same for the new WB 
series Pepper Dennis starring Rebecca Romijn. 
Billed as a romantic comedy, Romijn stars as 
an ambitious TV reporter, who veers schizo- 
phrenically from a driven wonder woman to a 
damsel in search of her knight in shining armor. 
It’s not that I don’t think there’s room for a 
show about an ambitious, beautiful woman 
trying to make her way in a man’s world.

Unfortunately, Pepper Dennis 
goes for the easy laugh.

Watch this! 

City of Men, the Brazilian TV series by the 
creators of the Academy Award-nominated fea- 
ture film City of God, makes its U.S. television 
premiere on the Sundance Channel Tuesday. 
Like City of God, the series centers around two 
teenage boys growing up in the Rio de Janeiro 
slums, trying to lead a normal life while con- 
fronting drug gangs, grinding poverty, and first- 
hand knowledge that death is just a wrong turn 
away. Skillfully veering from fanciful animation 
to stark realism to confessional documentary, 


the series has no comparison to anything on 
U.S. television. It premieres Tuesday, April 4, 
at 8pm on the Sundance Channel. 

Finally, a decent TNT original movie: 
Avenger, starring Sam Elliott, based on the 
novel by Frederick Forsyth (The Day of the 
Jackal). Elliott stars as Calvin Dexter, a former 
Special Forces operative during the Vietnam 
War. When a drug lord kills his daughter and 
the justice system fails, Dexter hunts down 
his daughter’s killer and avenges her death. 
So begins his murky, underground work as a 
man who takes on hopeless cases in search 
of justice. After backgrounding Dexter’s past, 
Avenger smartly veers into the present, where 
a U.S. tycoon hires Dexter to find his miss- 
ing son. He does, but the news is not good. 
Neither is the fact that a known war criminal 
is the cause of the young man’s disappearance. 
That would be bad enough, except that the CIA 
is working with the war criminal, setting Dexter 
on a collision course with CIA Deputy Director 
Paul Devereaux (James Cromwell). Between 
them is CIA agent Frank McBride (Timothy 
Hutton). A loyal agent, McBride becomes 
conflicted when he realizes his job is to protect 
a war criminal while hunting down and elimi- 
nating a genuine war hero. This triumvirate of 
conflicting wills, uniformly top-notch perfor- 
mances, and ultimately an unclear resolution 
in the war between good and evil make Avenger 
engrossing. 

Avenger premieres Sunday, April 9, 7pm on 
TNT. Additional air times occur throughout

While there are glimmers that the series

life. Are they unsung patriots, or are they 
trapped in circumstances beyond their lot in 
life? If this were the 1950s, I might be inclined 
to believe the latter. 

While much time is spent on the new- 
est wife’s struggle to acclimate to life as a 
secret agent’s wife, it’s Taylor’s Molly, whose 
relationship to her beefy husband is more 
maternal than marital, that leaves me the most 
perplexed. In short, if Molly and Jonas were 
getting it on as much as the other sex bunnies 
on this series, I might be less worried about

SPIRITUAL BOY 


The subject of the hourlong BBC documentary, The Passing Show: The Life and 
Music of Ronnie Lane, a new 90-minute theatrical version of which begins a week- 
long run Friday at the Alamo South, onetime Austinite Ronnie Lane was one of the 
sweetest people on Earth, says his former Small Faces and Faces mate Ian 
McLagan. McLagan joined the Small Faces in 1965, and the two hit it off immedi- 
ately. “We argued over the years, but we were always good pals,” says McLagan, 
featured in Passing Show alongside Pete Townshend, Eric Clapton, Joe Ely, 
and Lane’s widow, Susan. (Lane succumbed to MS in 1997.) Among the 
hugely popular and influential Sixties Brit-rockers, Lane was an easygoing con- 
trast to his more manic co-founder Steve Marriott. “Steve, you could say he 
was the madman, screaming and shouting and flying off the handle,” says 
McLagan. “Ronnie was calmer. I loved Steve as much, but he’d wear you out.” 
McLagan shelved his latest album, This Is It, to prepare Spiritual Boy, his trib- 
ute to Lane, in time for Lane’s 60th birthday on Saturday; the never-released 
title cut, he notes, is “probably the last thing Ronnie ever wrote.” “Itchycoo 
Park,” one of Lane’s signature songs, was never one of McLagan’s favorites 
until he realized he couldn’t exclude it from the album, which he’ll release at 
Saturday’s Alamo birthday show, with a live set from McLagan’s 
Bump Band after the film. “I used to hate doing it 
allows. “But I’m hoping this will make up for it.” 

MILEAH | JORDAN, 1962-2006 

Mileah Jordan, logistics manager for Stubb’s barbecue sauce 
division and former Liberty Lunch office manag- 
er, died overnight March 16 at her Austin apart- 
ment. The cause of death was unknown, but 
Jordan, 43, had had multiple health problems in 
recent years, said former boyfriend and neighbor 
Rob Cooley, who found her body the next morn- 
ing. Jordan grew up in Abilene, studied art history 
at the University of Dallas, and moved to Austin in 
1984. She designed T-shirts for Joe “King” Carrasco & Los Coronas and later booked 
local bands Not for Sale, Swine King, and the Diamond Smugglers. Jordan met future 
Lunch owners Mark Pratz and J’Net Ward when they were managing the Continental Club 
and followed them to the legendary Second Street venue, where she worked until its 1999 
demise. “I thought it was funny the way she would throw beer bottles into the trash as a way to get 
people to leave,” says Cooley. Jordan, who was buried near Quitman last weekend, is survived by her father, 
Bob Jordan, of Port Aransas.

Deal Him In 

Jesse Taylor's tornado days

In 1981, the year the Chronicle first published, Joe Ely’s 
career rocketed out of the stratosphere. With the cosmic 
Clash connection recently behind him and a series of 
critically acclaimed albums, each topping the other, Ely 
ruled the universe of Texas music. Like all good kings, the 
songwriter from the Panhandle surrounded himself with 
excellence. No musician defined Ely’s rip-roaring roots 
rock & roll sound more than Jesse Taylor, the Lubbock 
guitar tornado. 

Jesse’s fierce presence fascinated Austin photographer 
Martha Grenon; she and I logged over 5,000 miles on 
the road with the Joe Ely Band between 1981 and 1982, 
from Lubbock and the Gulf Coast to Memphis and New 
Orleans. Everywhere the band played, Jesse left guitar- 
scorched turf. 

Long after he left the Ely band, Newman guitars in hand, 
Jesse’s club appearances caused a buzz. His various bands 
and albums throbbed with guitar muscle and West Texas 
sinew. Notable among his recordings was 1999’s Last Night 
(austinchronicle.com/issues/voll8/issue27/music.recviews. 
html), on his own Tornado Alley label. The album closes 
with a heavenly gospel rendition of “Oh Mary Don’t You 
Weep,” gut-wrenching testimony to his private spirituality. 

At TJ McFarland’s funeral last summer, Jesse’s hepatitis 
C had turned him the color of Homer Simpson. With 
bulldog tenacity, he lived these last months by his teeth, 
playing when he could and drawing when he couldn’t, 
illustrating Alyce Guynn’s book Deal Me In. In early 
February, the illness robbed him of his strength, and he 
was hospitalized for the last time. 

Jesse’s health was failing badly on the night I tallied the 
Hall of Fame ballots for the Chronicle's Music Poll. It was 
a win important enough to break tradition and notify his 
family. He reacted triumphantly. “It’s about time!” his sis- 
ter Kathy quoted his proud reaction from the hospital bed. 
“Now I have to get well so I can go to the Music Awards,” 
he announced. 

Jesse Taylor didn’t make it. He died late Tuesday 
afternoon March 7 (austinchronicle.com/issues/dispatch/ 
2006-03-10/music_TCB_all.html). Two nights later, a 
memorial viewing was held; Jesse’s friends and fam- 
ily packed the funeral home, much like his service in 
Lubbock that Saturday. 

The first award presented at the 2005/06 Austin Music 
Awards the following Wednesday was Jesse’s. A grieving 
Kathy and Jesse’s heartbroken daughters accepted his 
Hall of Fame with bittersweet pride. Later that night, they 
celebrated outside the Austin Music Hall, plaque in hand, 
singing, hugging, crying, and kissing one another in famil- 
ial love and comfort. A faint mist blurred the night. Tears, 
maybe, for one of our own. ■

My story of Jesse Taylor doesn’t all fit 
together chronologically, and I want to 
call him and ask what happened when. 
It’s hard to look at from here, in places. 
There’s wreckage I regret and will prob- 
ably gloss over, things I never took into 
account at the time. My story is full of 
myth, because he was. 

I have a beautiful snapshot of Jesse, age 
16, in a tree, bare-chested, with a mustache, 
looking 30. We called him Jesse Hercules. 
I don’t remember if I was ever around him 
then, but I knew of him because of stories 
that passed among friends. 

I was living in Berkeley with my daugh- 
ter, Elyse, where we landed after I acci- 
dentally graduated from Texas Tech in 
early summer, 1967, and took off for 
Haight-Ashbury and the Summer of Love. 
Most of our friends were still in Lubbock, 
but stories passed lightning fast. Jesse 
rode freight trains. He was going to ride 
the trains to Nashville and marry Aretha 
Franklin. He was never not a guitar 
player. He’d just picked it up one day 
and could play like magic. He joined 
the carnival. He came from a family of 
Czechoslovakian acrobats. 

The T Nickel House Band got a gig in 
Berkeley and stayed with us: Jesse and John 
Reed, Tiny McFarland, and my ex-husband 
and baby’s daddy Jimmie Gilmore. After 
the show, we were all at our house. It was 
the first time I was ever around Jesse for 
any length of time. We started talking. 
We went upstairs to my room pretty soon 
after that. He told me he loved me before 
he closed the door, and I told him I loved 
him too, and it was true and still is. 

He was 19, and I was 26, a young 26. 
He was the most grown-up person I’d ever 
known. Not in the terms of the world I 
was raised in, but in those of the world I 
wanted to live in. He wasn’t afraid of any- 
thing. He knew how to handle himself. He 
was real. We - me and most of our friends 
- were dreamers and thinkers who lived 
in each other’s living rooms and dreamed 
and thought. He was living in a real world 
where he could go anywhere and do 
anything he thought up to do. He was a 
natural athlete, moving with the wind over 
the tops of the railroad cars. 

A few days later, we got a driveaway 
car and ran off together, Jesse and Elyse 
and I, leaving the band staying at my ex- 
roommate’s house. We had a wreck on the 
highway in Arizona. I grabbed Elyse, and 
he grabbed me, and we were all ejected 
out the front passenger door. We all had 
the same injury, a laceration behind our 
ears, but Jesse’s was the deepest. It cut his 
auditory nerve. He was already part deaf in 
his good ear. He couldn’t hear the music 
any more, but he said he could feel it.

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Jesse Taylor was a handsome devil. Broad-shouldered, soft-spoken, hard-living, and even harder drinking, he fired his music with spectacular 
style. It was emblematic of the fast track of the Joe Ely Band that they opened for the Rolling Stones in Tempe, Ariz., Dec. 13, 1981, on the 
Tattoo You tour. Jesse found himself pensive after the explosive set. 



The 1982 Tornado Jam in Lubbock, May 2, whirled with rumors of 
Linda Ronstadt's appearance. Sure enough, she checked into the 
Lubbock Hilton the night before and showed up at Ely's Cotton 
Club gig unannounced. She sang "HonkyTonk Masquerade" 
standing next to Jesse. 



At the Cotton Festival, the Ely band followed Keith Sykes but 
performed before Carl Perkins and headliner Jerry Lee Lewis. Ely 
and Taylor were well-matched, the perfect foils for each other in 
performance. Going to see a Joe Ely show was as much about watching 
Jesse Taylor as it was Ely's indomitable presence. 



The Tornado Jam started out with mild weather, as Jesse posed with 
his mother, Martha Fain, and friend Sam Cox behind the stage. When 
Ely and company took the stage later, the winds whipped up, and the 

temperature 
dropped 
dramatically. 
Jesse aimed his 
guitar at the 
clouds and shot 
gale-force chords 
into the sky. 

Two weeks later, 
the band landed 
in Memphis, 
playing at the 
famous Cotton 
Festival. Jesse 
posed with 
Carl Perkins (l) 
backstage. 



My parents came to get us. We stayed in our houses 
in Lubbock for a few days, and my favorite uncle was 
appointed by my family to talk me out of Jesse, but 
nobody could have. 

Jesse’s dad woke him up when he was maybe 10, and 
said goodbye, told him to take care of his mama and 
little brother and sister. We were all trailing wakes of 
disappointed, distraught parents, but Jesse was already 
grown. He loved his family like we weren’t grown up 
enough to love ours yet. 

Our friends drove up from Austin and rescued and 
took care of us. We moved into a dank basement apart- 
ment on Rio Grande. We moved the beds and table 
out under a tree and slept and ate outside. My sisters 
lived one street over. He played a gig in Houston, and 
we spent the night in the club - I wish I could ask him 
which one - on huge beanbag chairs for beds. 

We moved back to Berkeley and lived with my 
sister Cindy. We put up glow-in-the-dark stars in 
Elyse’s room. We refinished an old dresser someone 
had parked at our house. There was beautiful burled 
wood under the paint. We invented sandwiches. He 
was tickled with my sister and my daughter. He came 
home with a tattoo on his arm of a skeleton in a cow- 
boy hat and left purple and green scabs in the bed. We 
bought a ’56 Ford for $50 and drove straight to the 
ocean, then to the mountains before it threw a rod the 
next day. We lived a quiet, dreamy life in those sunny 
upstairs rooms. 

He was the most grown-up 
person I'd ever known. Not in 
the terms of the world I was 
raised in, but in those of the 
world I wanted to live in. He 
wasn't afraid of anything. 

Nobody had ever been as interested in me as Jesse 
was. He was tickled with everything about me. He liked 
my singing. (Nobody else did, and there were reasons 
for that, which Jesse had the grace to see past, I guess.) 
We made tapes of me singing Merle Haggard songs, him 
playing guitar and singing harmony. 

We didn’t have any money or transportation, so he 
took Cindy and me on the freight trains down the coast 
to Tijuana, and back. It was my favorite vacation. 

One time we had a fight, I don’t know what about. He 
left and got publicly intoxicated and put in the Oakland 
jail. Cindy and I sold coke bottles and borrowed money 
and took the bus out there to get him out. But he was 
still mad and wouldn’t come out. I remember waiting a 
long time, and then riding home on the bus, all of us. 

Everywhere he went, people loved him. He knew the 
power of encouragement and loved to dish it out. Mary 
Welch of Mary y los Curanderos is one of Jesse’s girls. 

Jesse died good, with his beloved girls around him, 
with his beautiful grandkids, in the love of a great 
woman, Kim. I heard the funeral was packed wall to wall 
with people Jesse loved in his big way. It was the first 
time anybody’s seen Butch Hancock cry. A freight train 
was pulling out of town as they put him in the ground. 

Jesse saved my life. He gave me myself. He made me 
real with his love. He’s been alive in me since I was 
lucky enough to lay eyes on him. Wish I could call him 
on the phone. ■

There comes a point in many terminal 
romances where their instability can only be 
expressed by sex. “Burn these sheets that 
we’ve just fucked in,” spits Aidan Moffat in 
his thick Scottish brogue, first line of The Last 
Romance, and from that cold wet spot, Arab 
Strap’s sixth burning dysfunction never bats 
a single thick eyelash of remorse or self-illu- 
sion. Two searing minutes of “Stink” as an 
opener will do just that. Strapping co-dependant

Malcolm Middleton, aided by a hamlet’s worth 
of accomplices almost eclipsed by Nicola 
MacLeod’s too scarce vocal counterpoint, 
matches Moffat’s seething confessionals with 
branding musical accompaniment. Scoot off 
those damp sheets when cello and violin strip 
back the rubber casing on Middleton’s guitar 
parts or you’ll fry. Ten tracks equal one very 
explicit diary entry of lust - for life, as much 
as intimacy - nearly every single line worthy 
of another song cycle. “Confessions of a Big 
Brother”: “It’s hilarious to think I thought by 
now I’d have a wife. I’ve always been so des- 
perate to give away my life. Then I just get 
lazy. I’ve got everything assumed. Sometimes 
there’s nothing sexier than knowing that you’re 
doomed.” And “Come Round and Love Me”: 
“Hurry and finish your unhealthy breakfast, 
then it’s straight back to bed. Did you bring 
something with you today, to fuck away my sore 
head?” The nervy jitters of “Speed-Date”: “The 
ugly, tattooed swingers euphemise, and call 
their mucky hobby ‘trysts,’ but if I saw another 
man touch you, I’d break his fucking wrists.” 
There’s no recovering from The Last Romance.

METALLURGY 


Remember several years ago when metal and hardcore bands all 
had short hair and neck tattoos? Well, those same bands now have 
long hair and beards, and the sounds are a little stranger. Featuring 
J Mascis on drums, Vermont quartet Witch does this switch well. 

From the flashback-inducing psychedelic cover art of their eponymous 
debut on Tee Pee Records to titles like “Black Saint,” singer/guitarist 
Kyle Thomas’ bluesy wail and banshee howl fit perfectly within their 
jammy occult rock, heavy on the Sabbath. If you stare at the cover 
long enough, it turns into a Jimi Hendrix blacklight poster. More of 
the same comes from Om, which is Chris Hakius and Al Cisneros, 
formerly of Bay area heshers Sleep. Conference of the Birds (Holy 
Mountain) keeps Sleep’s trancelike crawl over two 15-minute tracks, 
pairing fuzzed-out bass with chantlike vocals and eventually erupt- 
ing into a volcanic jam. Despite their moniker, North Carolina trio 
Facedowninshit’s debut Relapse release takes the “international 
extreme scene” seriously. The slow-cooked Southern weed metal of 
Nothing Positive, Only Negative caters to cuts like the awesomely titled 
“Plasma Center Blues” and “Rough Sleep,” twisting throaty screams 
with humid, swamp-rot riffs. Dirty Southern metal at its best (c’mon, 
their bassist’s name is Waylon Riffs). If Montreal’s Priestess could 
decide whether they’re Eighties glam or metal, it’d make their debut 
Hello Master (Indica) more palatable. They’ve got the Seventies look 
down, they’ve got a cowbell, but they riff like they’ve listened to too 
many Faster Pussycat albums. Remember Rammstein? They had that song “Du Hast” in 
the late-Nineties and yet no one would admit buying their album. The German group’s latest, 
Rosenrot (Universal), is more industrial fluff. If you’re looking for a sampler of sonic asskickery 
however, Kemado Records compilation Invaders is a knee to the groin. The disc features an 
unreleased track from locals the Sword, the big thrash of Big Business and High on Fire, and 
the spleen-quivering devastation of Torche’s “Mentor,” which will actually shake family photos 
off your wall if played loud enough. - Audra Schroeder 



HARD-FI 

Stars ofCCTV (Atlantic) 

They come from a town called Staines, which is better than 
Malice, but not as fascinatingly dreary as The Office's headquar- 
ters in Slough. Still, there’s the taste of a grimy industrial back- 
water, chip stains, and grease that won’t come out in the bath no 
matter if you called your dad or no. Having picked up nominations 
both for Best British Group and Best British Rock Act at this 
year’s Brit Awards, Hard-Fi got knocked out twice by the Kaiser 
Chiefs. No matter: Stars of CCTV is a better, more consistently 
powerful album that fuses the chavvy charm of working-class 
Britain to a stream of anthemic, pure pop melodies in the service of pissed and pissed-off youth 
worldwide (with a direct line to classic Who, no less). Get surveilled in shops just ’cause you’re 
wearing a hoodie? Hard-Fi feels your pain (and nicked a packet of Pamprin for you on their way out 
the door), and football terrace chanter “Feltham Is Singing Out” is your new theme song. Loathe 
your job? The slick dance-floor hooliganism of “Living for the Weekend” gives you permission to 
torch the office and spend the night blissed out on a dingy dance floor, awash in pills, lager, and 
fat, fatty, fattest beats galore. Screw the Brits. This is the real deal.

The first five years 
make or break most start- 
ups, but in 1964, Motown 
Records “exploded.” As put into perspective in 
this fourth installment of Hip-0 Select’s 
Internet-only accounting of Detroit’s most 
dependable assembly line, 1964 also wit- 
nessed the passage of the Civil Rights Act, 
Martin Luther King Jr. being awarded the Nobel 
Prize for Peace, Cassius Clay whupping Sonny 
Liston, and Sidney Poitier winning Best Actor for 
The Lilies of the Field. “One cannot separate 
these political triumphs from the increasing sig- 
nificance of Black culture in America at the 
time.” Politics isn’t the first thing that comes to 
mind in venerating this 6-CD big chill, but libera- 
tion is - especially from the Queens of the 
Motor City. Martha & the Vandellas lit their 
“Heat Wave” on Volume 3: 1963 and here, 
despite three consecutive No. l’s from the 
Supremes, only Mary Wells matches their glow. 
Reeves’ melting girlishness on Holland-Dozier- 


Holland’s equally insistent “Heat Wave” 
follow-up “Live Wire” dazzles with the 
same life as Wells’ miraculous “My 
Guy” and her honeyed “When I’m 
Gone,” but then the Vandellas’ “In My 
Lonely Room,” plus the Marvelettes 
and Girl Group Sounds refugee Carolyn 
Crawford break it wide open. Brenda 
Holloway’s sultry “Every Little Bit 
Hurts,” a bejeweled B-side for Mick 
Jones and the Clash, meets the Supremes’ 
tippy-toes on “Run, Run, Run,” which the Who 
later sprinted through on their way to a thunder- 
ing version of Marvin Gaye’s “Baby Don’t You 
Do It.” A few cats join Gaye here as well: Stevie 
Wonder’s roof-raising “This Little Girl,” the dew- 
drop perfection of the Temptations’ “The Way 
You Do the Things You Do,” the Miracles’ but- 
tery “I Like It Like That,” and the Four Tops’ 
booming “Baby I Need Your Loving.” There’s 
also plenty of kitsch (“My Lady Bug Stay Away 
From That Beatle”), a smattering of country and 
overwrought spirituals, and more than a few for- 
gotten artifacts, like Shorty Long’s original ver- 
sion of “Devil With the Blue Dress.” More than 
anything else on The Complete Motown Singles 
Volume 4: 1964, however, there’s pure, unadul- 
terated American culture, www.hip-oselect.com.

SAUL WILLIAMS 

BookPeople, March 24 

“Hip-hop allows history to 
catch up with the present,” 
Saul Williams explained as 
he expounded on his latest 
poetry collection The Dead 
Emcee Scrolls. “The book is 
meant to read like scripture.” 
Time-shifting righteous ide- 
als from prior precedents 
of clarity, the slam figure- 
head and outspoken rapper 
addressed a roomful of fans 
with concepts developed 
“back before John the Boom 
Baptist.” Between rhythmic 


readings, Williams offered 
nuggets of sound advice for 
those wishing to perform 
their own lyrical resurrec- 
tions. “It’s not about doing 
the stand-out thing. It’s about 
doing the stand-up thing.” 
Known as an activist, as 
well as an entertainer, the 
Mohawked wordsmith - in 
town opening for Nine Inch 
Nails - wisely shrugged off 
lofty expectations placed 
upon him by a savior-starved 
public. “I don’t aim to have 
people agree with what I say. 

I aim to encourage people 
to think for themselves.” 
Challenging consumer cul- 
ture out of its mundane rut, 


Williams wielded “eyes like 
two turntables” as courage 
samples from Paul Robeson 
converged with Oscar Wilde 
quotes in a DJ Spooky sort 
of pounding amalgama- 
tion. “Music is our alchemy 
through which we redefine 
our future,” the poet clarified. 
Revealing pages from “care- 
fully folded forests, void of 
autumn,” Williams portrays 
time as a plaything for the 
clever, bending similari- 
ties between the ages, his 
excavation of ancient lore 
shielding dissident resolution 
within a buzzing force field of 
unapologetic free verse.

A February BBC News story, citing a local newspaper in Upper Nile state in Sudan, report- 
ed that village elders had required a Mr. Tombe, as punishment for having been caught hav- 
ing sex with a female goat, to pay a dowry to the goat's owner and to care for the nanny as 
if they were "married." (The story ran worldwide, with Australia's News Limited's Web site 
reporting it with a file photo of a goat, adorned with a black bar across its eyes to protect 
its privacy.) 


Because perhaps hundreds of Japanese 
Yakuza gangsters are nearing retirement age, 
the Ministry of Health, Labor, and Welfare has 
drafted rules for the former gambling, loan 
shark, and protection workers to qualify for ben- 
efits, according to a March dispatch from Tokyo 
in The Times of London. Since organized crime 
leaves no employment paper trail, ex-mobsters 
must supply a letter of retirement from their 
crime boss in order to sign up, although local 
governments are expected to accept as partial 
proof gang tattoos, criminal records, demonstra- 
tions of missing fingertips (the sign of traditional 
Yakuza punishment for mistakes). 

CANT POSSIBLY BE TRUE 

• Victoria Lundy, 41, in custody in Chillicothe, 
Ohio, in January for a barroom shooting, 
apparently smuggled her gun into the jail at 
the time of her arrest by putting it inside her 
vagina. A shot was fired in a holding cell, and 
according to a fellow prisoner interviewed by 
the Chillicothe Gazette , the gun had gone off 
when Lundy sat down on a bench in the cell. 
(No one was hit.) 

• Among the places of business particularly 
affected by Americans’ cell-phone rudeness 
was the Green Oaks Family Dentistry clinic in 
Arlington, Texas, according to a February USA 
Today story. Office manager Lisa Teague said 
patients were carrying on phone conversations 
while hygienists worked in their mouths. “It 
was very disruptive,” she said. 

• Chicagoland Schools in Crisis: 1) In February, 
a sixth-grader at Waldo Middle School was sus- 
pended and charged with a felony by Aurora, 
111., police when he brought powdered sugar 
to class for a science project and jokingly told 
another student that it was cocaine. A custo- 
dian overheard the conversation and reported 
him. 2) The Chicago Tribune reported in March 
that dozens of blind students in Chicago pub- 
lic schools are nonetheless required to take 
driver education classes. One sightless but 
otherwise optimistic student told the Tribune 
she resented the requirement because it made 
her uncharacteristically dwell on something 
that she cannot do. 

• Andrew Thumheer, 45, was elected in January 
as the highway superintendent in Danby, N.Y., 
even though he still lives with his parents. He 
doesn’t sleep in his old bedroom, though; he 
sleeps in his tree house, 40 feet up, which he 
built nearly 20 years ago, and which has a gener- 
ator-powered elevator, a shower, and a propane 
heater, according to a January Associated Press 
dispatch. (Mr. Kapila Pradhan, also 45, has 


also been living in a tree, for the past 15 years, 
but that is in a village in Orissa state in India. 
He sought solitude after a fight with his wife, 
according to a January BBC News dispatch.) 

UNCLEAR ON THE CONCEPT 

1) When the U.S. Department of the Interior 
was ordered to reimburse lawyers for American 
Indians $7 million for their successful lawsuit 
over missing royalty payments on Indian land, 
the department decided that budget consid- 
erations would force it to raise almost half of 
that $7 million by cutting back programs of 
the Bureau of Indian Affairs. 2) According to a 
November Washington Post poll (whose results 
were published in February), 94% of Americans 
said they are “above average” in honesty, 89% 
“above average” in common sense, 86% “above 
average” in intelligence, and 79% “above aver- 
age” in looks. 


BRING THE PAIN 

1) In January in Kyoto, Japan, a 32-year-old 
nurse was sentenced to more than three years 
in prison after she was convicted of relieving 
her overwork-induced stress by tearing off 
the fingernails and toenails of immobilized 
patients. 2) British dentist Mojgan Azari was 
de-licensed in January after a conviction for 
allowing her unqualified boyfriend to do fill- 
ings on more than 600 patients. 3) Terra 
Linda High School (San Rafael, Calif.) wres- 
tler D.J. Saint James, a senior, was profiled 
in February in the Marin Independent Journal 
for his sterling record, including a freshman 
match in which he suffered a ruptured testicle 
(which eventually swelled to the size of a fist) 
but toughed it out for three minutes before 
summoning up an almost-miraculous burst of 
energy to pin his opponent. 


CLICHES COME TO LIFE 

• Life Imitates a GEICO Commercial: A teen- 
ager lost control of his car in Kettering, Ohio, 
in March and smashed into a house, causing 
major damage. According to police, he had 
swerved to avoid hitting an albino squirrel 
(which, unlike in the commercial, did not 
survive). Another squirrel caused a four-car col- 
lision in March in Mount Pleasant Township, 
Pa., but no injuries were reported. Neither 
human was cited by police. 

• “What She Really Wants to Do Is Direct”: 
When Tamara Anne Moonier filed rape charg- 
es against six young men in Fullerton, Calif., 
in June 2004, she seemed the disconsolate 
victim of vicious predators. However, shortly 
afterward, one of the accused gave police a 
video of the entire incident, and Moonier 
consequently was indicted in 2005 for filing 
a false police report and defrauding a victim- 
assistance fund. In February 2006, Orange 
County Weekly published several pieces of dia- 
logue from the video and described numerous 
“scenes” in which Moonier is shown laughing 
(27 different times), dominating action, order- 
ing certain sex acts and positions, compli- 
menting the men’s bodies, and barking out 
exhortations for the men to improve their 
virility and performances. 

NO LONGER WEIRD 

Adding to the list of stories that were for- 
merly weird but which now occur with such 
frequency that they must be retired from circu- 
lation: 77) The disgruntled debtor who finally 
agrees to pay, but obnoxiously delivers it all 
in pennies, or in $1 bills, as William Lewis Jr. 
did on a foreclosure judgment in Sebring, Fla., 
in March. 78) The latest recycling laboratory 
breakthrough that makes possible the conver- 
sion of manure, urine, or methane gas into a 
new energy source, as was Japanese professor 
Sakae Shibusawa’s March announcement that, 
by pressure and heat, he can produce an ounce 
of gasoline from 5 lbs. of cow dung. 

NAMES IN THE NEWS 

Arrested in February in Town Creek, Ala., on 
drug-related charges: University of North Alabama 
basketball player Reprobatus Bibbs (“reprobate,” 
in the dictionary, is “morally depraved” or “beyond 
hope of salvation”).

A MOBILITY CRISIS 


Austin has the worst traffic congestion of any mid-sized city in the nation . 1 


Over the last 20 years, the Austin area population doubled and roadway usage increased by 160%. 1 
By 2030, Central Texas’ population is expected to double again to 2.25 million people. 2

A FUNDING DILEMMA 


We can’t afford to build the roads we need. 


Texans pay 20 cents per gallon in state gas tax. The tax hasn’t increased since 1991 and today, 
with the impact of inflation, the tax is equivalent to just 14.9 cents per gallon. 3 
To meet statewide transportation needs, over the next 25 years, the state gas tax would need to be 
increased to 55 cents per gallon. 4

The Garland Opry presents toe-tapping family entertainment every 
Saturday night. The show starts promptly at 7:30pm with a local or tour- 
ing country band, followed by open auditions. Two of the Dixie Chicks and 
LeAnn Rimes started their musical careers on the wooden stage in down- 
town Garland, on the northern boundaries of Dallas. 

“We’re very family oriented,” says Joni Boyer, “and it’s a great place for 
young talent.” Boyer is treasurer of the nonprofit Garland Country Music 
Association, which prides itself on helping young and old performers 
develop their stage skills. 

Lately, the volunteer music organization has been on rocky shoals 
because its one paid employee has been out sick. Diagnosed with lung 
cancer In mid-February, Jaree Brasher scheduled the music that attracted 
the crowds for the Opry for nearly two decades. 

“We’re all helping out, but Jaree is so important to the success of the 
organization,” Boyer says. Brasher has begun undergoing chemotherapy 
but still tries to help out by e-mail. On Friday, April 14, the second of two 
fundraisers will be held. “Half of the money goes to Jaree and half to the 
Opry,” Boyer says. 

The Garland Opry opened 32 years ago as a place to share songs and 
experiences. For the last three years the organization has rented the bot- 
tom floor of a 109-year-old building that once housed a pharmacy. The 
front windows of the 180-seat auditorium look out over a small park that 
was the town square when cotton fields separated Garland from Dallas. 

Every summer, the Opry conducts a talent search over a 16-week period 
beginning April 15. The weekly winners are chosen by secret ballot given to 
the audience, and the finals are held on Aug. 19 at the Granville Performing 
Arts Center in Garland. The top performer takes home the $1,000 prize, 
with second through fourth place each receiving a nice payday. 

“We really try to make the kids feel at home,” Boyer says of the contes- 
tants that work their way up the performing ladder on the Opry’s stage. “It 
takes a lot of guts to get up there onstage. That’s a pretty tough first 
step,” she says. “We want to encourage every effort.” 

A large portion of the Opry’s reputation for helping young talent is Jaree 
Brasher’s personal interest in the development of a singer or musician’s 
talent. “Jaree built a relationship with the parents and the performers,” 
Boyer says. “She has the passion for the music. The Opry’s her baby, and 
the kids are her family.”

Danny Brasher, Jaree’s husband, also takes a strong role in helping the 
performers learn the ropes. As the leader of the Silverado, the Opry’s 
house band, he acts as stage manager and gently coaxes timid first-tim- 
ers through the nuances of working with a band. “He makes them feel 
comfortable, and the kids really look up to him,” Boyer says. 

The Garland Opry is at 115 N. Sixth St., at the corner of West State. 
There are restaurants in the area, and the theatre sells snacks and soft 
drinks. Admission is $8 for adults and $6 for children and seniors. 
Everyone must have a ticket, even the audition contestants. Performers 
should sign up before the regular Saturday night performance at 7:30pm. 

The Talent Search is the Opry’s biggest fundraiser of the year and is 
open to singers and musicians of any age. Hopefuls can download an 
entry form from the Web site. Contestants advance through four rounds of 
performances before advancing to the finals. The benefit for Jaree 
Brasher and the Opry will be held Friday, April 14, at 7pm. The concert 
with regular Opry players and special guests will be held across the street 
from the Opry hall at the 350-seat Plaza Theater. Tickets are $8 for all 
ages, with a silent auction being held after the show.

The Glory cfj Living 

Hyde Park Theatre, through April 15 

Clint brushes off his clothes a little, shrugs his shoulders, and with a Southern lilt, asks 
his wife Lisa, “How’s my hair?” just before he leaves her to look for another woman. Then 
he asks her to comb it for him. Without saying another word, on the bed of their gritty motel 
room, she gently picks up a comb and lovingly grooms him for his next rape victim. He’ll ask 
her to kill the victim, and without saying a word, she’ll do it. 

It’s a poignant instant of normalcy between wedded criminals, played by Hyde 
Park Theatre company darlings Kelsey Kling and Joey Hood, as a nasty rendering 
of Bonnie and Clyde. Actually, to say that Lisa is Bonnie Parker is unfair. Bonnie 
and Clyde may have been partners in crime, but they were also equals in ill will 
and deviancy, whereas here Clint casts a long, dark shadow over Lisa. 

In the first scene, Lisa comes off as a tough, unaffected 15-year-old whose 
raunchy mother is fornicating behind a bedsheet in the same room with a hol- 
lerin’ trucker she met on her CB. (His handle: “Leapin’ Lizard.”) Lisa’s mom, 
played by a rambunctious Andrea Skola, is a prostitute wearing a cut-off shirt 
advertising “Dick’s Lobster,” which offers us some insight into why Lisa is so 
awkward and insecure. While the reptile does his business, Clint moves in 
on the precocious daughter. When the lights come back up in the next scene, the couple has 
been married for a couple of years and talk about their baby twins. 

For the first half, Hood and Kling communicate this burlesque affection for one another in 
between their scams. In his unrestrained performance, Hood’s Clint radiates abusiveness to 
his spouse amid heartfelt promises and even a twisted gentleness with the other women. 
Every time he speaks, Kling’s shoulders hunch over coyly. 

Hyde Park Theatre’s penchant for dark humor led it to Rebecca Gilman’s The Glory of Living, 
which, like her play Blue Surge, walks the tightrope between offensive slurs and comical jabs 
over solemn social issues, in this case, the death penalty, poverty, and child protection. 

Things take a more serious turn in the suspenseful second half, after the couple’s arrest 
and the litigation that follows. Suddenly, Lisa is on the forefront of questioning since she 
pulled the trigger. Kling remains impervious, with the apathetic look of an empty child, shrug- 
ging with an adolescent demeanor. Throughout the interrogation, the court-appointed lawyer, 
a paternal Ken Bradley, pries into the heart of this amoral soul but finds no real motivation 
since she denies love or fear of her husband or hate for the victims. 




The representations of the play’s gallery of stock Southern caricatures, delivered by an 
ensemble of favorite HPT faces, such as Skola, Monika Bustamante, and Jude Hickey, are 
dead-on. Director Ken Webster has his actors deliver the white-trash comedy straight-faced 
without the slightest hint of irony, and Webster even makes an affable appearance as a badge. 
(His curtain speech is hilarious, too, though it might actually be credited to sound designer 
Hans Frank). Paul Davis’ set looks like any trailer-trash bedroom in the South with muddy wood- 
paneling and soiled furniture. Don Day’s lighting design completes the sleepy sleaze. 

Lisa’s lawyer tells her that she smiles at the wrong times, making her look more culpable, but 
with all the pitch-black misery in this play, Hyde Park might as well be guilty, too. - Patti Hadad

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Kissing the Goodbye

Gran-Gran lives in an old peach-colored clapboard house on a farm 
run by her brother Franklin. She makes the best jelly cake and fried 
chicken in the county, and you can ask anybody, because she’s won 
the fried chicken contest quite a few years in a row now. She raised 
Katherine, her Kitty-Kat, from the time Kat was a baby, and she did 
the same for Buster, whom she found on her doorstep. Her Kitty-Kat 
moved away and has her own babies now, a couple of classes full of 
kindergartners, but Buster still lives close by, and it’s a good thing, too, 
because Gran-Gran, though still feisty and busy seeing visitors and dis- 
pensing sweet and salty wisdom from her four-poster bed, is dying. 

Few subjects are closer to our fragile human lives than the subject 
of death, but so often nowadays, in even the most sophisticated of 
entertainments, death is treated as a game, individual human lives as 
unimportant and disposable. So it’s refreshing and uplifting to see this 
Zell Miller III family production presented by ProArts Collective. Miller is 
best known around Austin as an actor and spoken-word performer, but 
here he serves as playwright and director, so while you can’t see him in 
the show, his work is still present and palpable in many different ways. 

While Miller’s story centers on Gran-Gran and her passing, to a 
great extent the show is about stories and storytelling as a tool for 
entertaining and learning and also about the play that storytelling 
can entail. Gran-Gran is well-known, not just as a cook but as a sto- 
ryteller, and Miller weaves three children’s stories into his larger story 
about Gran-Gran. The first is about Basuro the Black Beetle, who 
saves a town from the terror of a police state; the second concerns 
a rather original take on the Three Little Pigs; and the third is about 
a girl named Tonya and her desire to grow roses in the ghetto. Each 
of these stories, along with a number of children’s songs and games 
utilized throughout, give Miller’s ensemble of 10 actors multiple 
opportunities to stretch themselves by playing children, grownups, 
and animals. Miller has structured his script so that narrative scenes

with direct audience address are interwoven with realistic, multiple- 
character scenes. Consistently in the narrative portions he has his 
actors use captivating, dancelike gestures to complement his rhyth- 
mic, poetic text, and these smooth and beautiful gestural portraits 
often creep into the more realistic scenes as well. So, in addition to 
allowing his actors ample opportunities to play, he also allows them 
ample opportunities to dance, at least in a way, so the production 
has a wonderful feeling of wholeness and symmetry. And the end 
of the play, which centers on an actual dance, offers a most lovely, 
peaceful, and joyous passing. 

Gran-Gran’s mother used to say, “Bless the hellos and kiss the 
goodbyes.” It’s a sweet thought in a production as sweet as the 
thought itself. - Barry Pineo

For the last year, I have approached writing reviews with trepidation. I am 
a visual artist accustomed to long periods of silence and strain to compose 
statements about my own work. It seems almost arrogant to write about 
others. Even though the preparation, research, viewing, and conversing is all 
part of a similar process, to be a scribe is excruciating for me. I want every 
word to count. I want my words to launch or further careers and to help 
viewers feel more at home with their own opinions. It is an impossible task. 

I first saw Lance Letscher’s work at James Gallery in Houston in 1996. 

Through a mutual collector I found out that Letscher lived in 
Austin and had no gallery representation. I can’t express to 
you how nervous I was to ask him to exhibit in the humble 
gallery I was directing. The depth of stillness that must take 
place to create works of such beauty was beyond my grasp. 

I sensed it, but I had only two years of daily experience with 
the creative process under my belt. Each time I viewed his 
work, I was forced to re-examine my own. And as in times of 
childhood, I incorporated elements of his works into my own, 
wanting to understand where I must stand within myself to 
create on a level akin to his. 

The current works are at once sublime, profound, mesmerizing, gorgeous, 
subversive, and encompassing. Each piece speaks to the other; there is 
continuity in concepts and iconography, but the progressive nature of ideas 
inspires no endpoint. For the creative process, a spiritual dimension within 
the artist must be carved out. As Mark Tobey, an American modernist paint- 
er, said, “This inner space is much closer to the infinite than the other, and 
it is the privilege of the balanced mind - and the search for an equilibrium 
is essential - to be as aware of inner space as he is of outer space.” 

During his process, Letscher keeps his options open, avoiding envisioning 
the final piece. He courts all the fragility and doubt that accompanies daily life. 
After the tedium of cutting thousands of scraps of vintage papers has ceased, 
a sense of excruciating chaos takes hold. It is at this point he asks to enter 
the creative process and puts down the bones of the work. He is completely 
blind and knows that he will see from within as he surrenders intellectual con- 
trol, allowing the work to have its own voice. In that moment he becomes an 
Olympian listener. Finally, exhausted and exhilarated, closure is attained. He 
can move onto the next work and, again, be reborn. - Benne Rockett

The title suggests a seasonal release, but this remark- 
able international production with a French creative 
team is very much of the moment, suggesting the futil- 
ity of war by depicting the “Christmas truce” of 1914 
from three sides in the battle. There’s 
a French regiment headed by a gun-shy 
lieutenant (Canet) homesick for his wife 
and newborn child. Fighting alongside 
the French is a regiment of Scotsmen 
containing two glory-seeking brothers 
(Steven Robertson and Robin Laing) and 
their parish priest (Lewis). In the foxholes 
opposite are the Germans, including a 
famous tenor (Furmann) drafted as a 
private and his no-nonsense commanding 
officer (Bruhl), who cares little for Christmas Eve - he’s 
Jewish, the movie notes in a moment no less ominous 
for its offhandedness, for viewers know what’s in store 
for him even if he survives World War I. Initially the units clash in 
a bloody charge on the German side, seen in a dreadful, sickening 
handheld sequence that follows the French infantry fruitlessly into 
a hail of machine-gun fire. (Kubrick fans may recognize the scenario 
from 1957’s Paths of Glory.) But as night comes, the three units fall 
into a delicate cease-fire, spurred on by the spontaneous drifting of 
carols through the still, snowy air. The sharing of music is a lovely 
moment in the film, and it exemplifies an interesting recent trend 
toward examining Europe’s modern history circumspectly, through a 


transnational lens. Joyeux Noel is tonally similar to the 2004 Nazi 
drama Before the Fall, and it too depicts individual men - conflicted, 
grieving, scarred, and terrified to kill or die - against the backdrop of 
political machination, and they will likewise discover that they have 
everything in common, despite their respective nationalities, and that 
they care more for each other than their governments care for them. 
The movie isn’t perfect - Spielberg-slick, its power is sometimes 
dampened by melodrama that overstates its message - but it is com- 
pelling and thought-provoking and topical as hell. - Marrit Ingman

An urban drama featuring talented 
young actors navigating the circuitous 
path to adulthood while spending their 
downtime at the local roller rink - didn’t 
we already see this six months ago? You’ll 
be forgiven for thinking this wicked smart 
examination of black kids in modern 
Atlanta might be in some way comparable 
to Malcolm D. Lee’s recent homage to the 
Seventies - Roll Bounce (a fine, funky film 
in its own right) - but, apart from the 
twinned themes of roller skates and true- 
blue friendship, the comparisons end 
there. (Although if Lee and Robinson - not 
to mention ATI’s screenwriter Tina Gordon 
Chism, whose script is based on an origi- 
nal story by parking attendant-turned- 
screenwriter Antwone Fisher, and Norman 
Vance Jr., the scripter of Roll Bounce - 
ever get together they might well create 
the greatest roller-skating drama the world 
has ever seen - sorry, Xanadu.) Populated 
by a smooth, engaging cast of relative 
unknowns and hip-hop up-and-comers, 
Robinson’s debut feature glides along with 
the thoughtful, honest assurance you’d 
expect from a more seasoned director and 
is buoyed by an eclectic soundtrack that 
mines both the past and future of hip-hop. 
Harris (aka Atlanta-based rapper T.l.) plays 
Rashad, the nominal head of a parentless 
household that also includes his Uncle 
George (Williamson) and younger brother 


Ant (Ross). When he’s not pulling late 
nights with the family janitorial service or 
pining for ghetto-stunner-with-a-secret New- 
New (London), he’s struggling to keep his 
more volatile brother out of the clutches 
of the neighborhood gangsta/drug dealer. 
It’s only at the Cascade roller rink - which 
acts much as the burger stand in American 
Graffiti did - that Rashad and his posse 
can cut loose and pitch the proverbial woo 
restlessly circling their glittering, flat-track 
dreamland. Which, come to think of it, is 
as apt a metaphor for teenage life and its 
attendant emotional spirals as anything 
George Lucas has managed in 30 years. 
Much of the credit goes to writer Chism, 
who imbues even the most minor support- 
ing players with far more nuanced charac- 
terizations than you might expect (Daniels’ 
mouthy Brooklyn is a hoot, and Ross’ con- 
flicted Ant is as real as it gets). I’d be 
remiss not to mention the work of cinema- 
tographer Karsten Gopinath and editor 
David Blackburn, who together give what 
might have otherwise been a tedious 
rehash of Boyz-N-the Hood Go South- isms 
a fluid, seamless, and genuinely exhilarat- 
ing pulse. Despite a third-act tendency to 
gather a few spare genre cliches as it 
rolls along (Guns! Drugs! Angry siblings!), 
Robinson’s film is a cut above the rest, 
seeming simultaneously wise beyond its 
years and electrically, youthfully playful. 

Of course, it’s not the ATX, but then, what 
is?

BASIC INSTINCT 2 

D: Michael Caton-Jones; with Sharon Stone, David 
Morrissey, David Thewlis, Charlotte Rampling,

“Ich rieche Blut" is the title of a pricey- 
looking lithograph that adorns the wall of 
Dr. Michael Glass (Morrissey), himself a 
pricey-looking London psychiatrist sporting 
a strictly bargain-basement sense of pro- 
fessional ethics. But don’t blame him, and 
don’t blame the bossa nova, either - lay 
this garish, deliciously awful sequel at the 
feet of screenwriters Leora Barish and 
Henry Bean, who have contrived Sharon 
Stone’s Venus mantrap Cat Tramell back 
from the clutches of apropos obscuran- 
tism and onto the screen, where she posi- 
tively oozes freaky kink like Tom of Finland 
oozes leather. “I smell blood,” is Dr. 

Glass’ helpful translation to untethered 
Scotland Yarder Roy Washburn (Thewlis, 
biting down hard), who’s finding both bod- 
ies and bodices - torn asunder, naturally - 
wherever this particular Cat creeps. Stone 
still dazzles the eye, but this wholly unwar- 
ranted sequel is so outrageously prepos- 
terous (and so very chockablock with quot- 
able examples of the fine art of bad dia- 
logue) that the end result achieves a 
basement grandeur of near-epic propor- 
tions. I’m tempted to thank original Basic 
Instinct scribe and sometime Hollywood 
animal Joe Eszterhas for this on at least 
some level, since he also has the pleas- 
ingly asinine Showgirls notched on his 
bedpost. But a “based on characters cre- 
ated by” credit is hardly the stuff of reli- 
able resumes these, days and so the 
credit/blame/outrage is to be shared by 
former Doc Hollywood director Caton-Jones 
and his two screenwriting compatriots. But 
what fun! In the 15 years since the origi- 
nal film stoked its initial, audience-baiting 
outrages, Stone’s Cat has relocated 
across the pond - not much else is 
revealed about that interim span - and 
reappears on the screen hurtling through 
an apparently abandoned London at the 
stroke of midnight in a glistening, black 
Spyder, with a famous footballer’s fist 
ratcheting her gearbox. Oh, but the bitch 
is back, and then some: Chaos ensues. 
Just how bad is Basic Instinct 2? Well, for 
starters, there’s far less sex than you’ve 
been hoping. The conservative timbre of 
the times may have forced this on the 
filmmakers, but they’ve countered with 
some injudiciously placed dialogue (the 
female orgasm gets, shall we say, some- 
thing of an oral workout here) and one 
helluva cornball plot - a thing of dark, 
wretched beauty far too complex to go 
into here, or, to be honest, for anyone to 
ever fully understand. Thankfully, that’s 
not at all key to the audience’s enjoyment 
of this film, which only asks that you allow 
it to wash over you like a late-night 
Skinemax soft-corer, minus the bump ’n’ 
grind but with new, improved histrionics. 
Blood? Nein, Herr Doctor , Ich rieche 
scheiSe.

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FIND ME GUILTY 

D: Sidney Lumet; with Vin Diesel , Peter Dinklage, 
Ron Silver, Annabella Sciorra, Linus Roache, Alex 
Rocco, Richard Portnow.

It’s nice to see director Sidney Lumet, 
now in his early 80s, not only delivering his 
best film in many years, but also making a 
film whose thematic consistency with his 
early work almost makes it seem as if a 
full half-century hadn’t intervened. From the 
early TV dramas that he directed to his film 
breakthrough in 1957 with 12 Angry Men , 
Lumet has demonstrated an ongoing inter- 
est in the workings of the American justice 
system, and more specifically, the New York 
City justice system. In movies from Serpico 
and Dog Day Afternoon to The Verdict and 
Running on Empty, Lumet’s subjects repre- 
sent all sides of the law - its scoundrels 
and hardened criminals, prosecutors and 
defense attorneys, cops, juries, and judges 
- and their arena of work, the courtroom 
stage. Find Me Guilty returns to the scene 
of so many crimes, the courtroom, and the 
majority of the movie takes place within 
its walls. Based on a real New Jersey mob 
trial from the Eighties in which made man 
Giacomo “Jackie Dee” DiNorscio (Diesel), 
who is already incarcerated for 30 years on 
a drug charge, is offered a deal from the 
prosecution to turn state’s evidence against 

20 members of the Lucchese crime fam- 
ily. Disgusted with the prosecution’s lack 
of integrity, DiNorscio decides to defend 
himself in a group trial that winds up lasting 

21 months - the longest on record at that 
point. During that time, he charmed, enter- 
tained, and brought some clarity to the glum 
courtroom, often repeating the expression, 
“I’m no gangster, I’m a gagster.” Diesel, 
with prosthetics and a waistline that makes 
him look more like a fat goombah than a 
buff action star, performs quite acceptably 
and gets to display more range than in his 
predictable action roles. Whenever he has 
the floor, Dinklage takes command of the 
courtroom as the lead defense attorney, 
seizing our attention whenever the movable 
stairs are moved toward the witness box 
before the dwarf actor begins his line of 
questioning. Silver and Sciorra also uphold 
Lumet’s reputation as an actor’s director. 
The structure of the story makes it hard to 
have any rooting interests for either side

GO FOR ZUCKER!

AFS@Dobie “That poor guy,” says one 
of Jakob Zucker’s nosy neighbors. “He’s 
had nothing but rotten luck since the wall 
fell.” “Yeah,” the other agrees. “And he’s 
a Jew, too!” Indeed, Zucker (Hubchen) 
is having an eventful week: To win their 
mother’s inheritance, he and his Orthodox 
half-brother (Samel) have to sit shiva for a 
week and resolve their many differences 
- a particular challenge since Zucker is a 
pool sharp, a con man, and a brothelier, 
and the Fifth European Pool Classics are 
one day away. He doesn’t even have a 
mezuzah. As the two families collide, the 
film - which is otherwise a pleasant Euro- 
farce with a mellow 1970s vibe - dredges 
its characters’ shared history to explore 
the challenges of political and personal 
reunification. Can a Communist brother 
from the East reconcile with his devout 
and godly West German brother, or will 
Zucker be driven into a coma? Or both? 
(“The wall dividing our family never fell,” 
the brother notes sadly.) Some reviewers 
have faulted the film for turning Germany’s 
complex ideological history into fodder for 
a slappy family farce, but while the movie 
is in fact slappy (it’s also perhaps a bit 
too cutely snappy), it’s not lightweight, and 
it is typical of German filmmakers’ recent 
trend of using genre film as a forum for 
discussing the nation’s postwar legacy. 
(See also Joyeux Noel, a primarily French 
but international production with a conven- 
tional “war is hell” dramatic storyline that 
is set in the foxholes of World War I but is 
“about” everything that’s happened since.) 
As a comedy, Zucker is pleasant and spry 
but not truly exceptional. Hubchen is fine 
as the film’s lovable screwup, rumpled 
and exasperated by how the demands of 
history have befallen him. We see Judaic 
life and ritual through his stubbornly secu- 
lar and self-interested eyes, so brother 
Samuel’s family appears cartoonishly uber- 
Jewish; viewers may read this as a fault in 
the film, but Levy’s intention is probably to 
prove how marginalized Judaism is in mod- 
ern Germany, despite ostensible decades 
of healing since the Holocaust. It’s not 
quite masterful enough to achieve all its 
goals, but Zucker is undeniably ambitious 
despite its relatively lowbrow and farcical 
approach. - Marrit Ingman

cranky tiger Diego (Leary) - are back in 
action, leading a sort-of animal kingdom 
exodus to outrun the meltdown before 
it drowns them all. (Newcomer Latifah 
costars as a lady mammoth love interest 
for Manny.) Scene-stealer Scrat (voiced 
by the original’s director, Chris Wedge) 
returns, too, as a half-squirrel/ half-rat 
concoction forever foiled in his bid to 
reclaim an acorn, and once again, his 
bit part is the best thing going on here. 
The voice work is still tops, and a Busby 
Berkeley homage with preying vultures 
belting out “Food Glorious Food” is a 
fun distraction, but neither dampens the 
feeling that this is an exercise in the 
superfluous.

© THE PASSING SHOW 

D: Rupert Williams , James Mackie. (NR, 105 min.) 

I can describe this rock documentary 
about musician Ronnie Lane in one word 
(or is it three?): Ooh la la. Using one of 
Lane’s best known song titles (co-written 
with fellow Small Faces bandmate Ron 
Wood) for a summary statement seems a 
bit hermetic but nevertheless appropriate 
for this movie that bathes the audience in 
its rich skein of music, lifestyle, rock histo- 
ry, and archival footage. More than a basic 
biopic about the salient events in Lane’s 
life, this documentary places Lane’s career 
within a broader cultural context. Part of 
that initial explosion of British, blues- 
based rock & roll, Lane formed the Small 
Faces, an influential band whose promi- 
nence only rose when the young Rod 
Stewart joined as the lead singer and the 
band, at Stewart’s urging, dropped the 
diminutive and became known simply as 
the Faces. (Reputedly, nothing about 
Stewart is small.) Never letting success go 
to his head, Lane had little taste for 
extravagance, although he did buy a coun- 
tryside home where he hatched the idea 
for the Passing Show, a vagabond enter- 
tainment troupe that traveled England’s 
back roads in a caravan of buses and trail- 
ers, performing in circus tents they erected 
along the way. It was about this time in the 
Seventies that Lane started showing the 
first signs of the multiple sclerosis that 
would ultimately take his life in 1997. 
Eventually, Lane moved for his health to 
the American Southwest, and lived in

STAY ALIVE

Remember when Atari’s Pong first arrived 
on the scene but your parents wouldn’t 
buy you one because they believed it was 
somehow, you know, dangerous ? Like, if 
you sat too close to the “tee-vee” for too 


many hours playing with yourself (Single 
player mode! Hell yeah!) you’d, like, die or 
something? Dude, they were so right. My 
Pong days are, sadly, well behind me now 
(not so, single player mode - hell yeah!), 
but the real world has finally managed to 
catch up - barely - with my genetically 
encoded need to see pixels, like, move 
around and shit. Contrary to the hopes of 
geeks everywhere, Stay Alive is not a Peter 
Jackson-helmed, all-zombie musical remake 
of Sly Stallone’s 1983 sequel to Saturday 
Night Fever, but is instead a fatuous and 
dull horror film about gamers that inspires 
exactly the same amount of feverish inten- 
sity as Pong without the ball. “Stay Alive” 
is the name of a demonic video game 
that kills off its players in the same way 
their avatars die during gameplay - which 
just strikes me as a bad marketing move, 
demonic or otherwise. More exasperating 
to both genre fans and gamers, however, 
is the film’s insertion of real-life hobgoblin 
Elizabeth “the Blood Countess” Bathory. 
What this blood-bathing Hungarian sadist 
is doing invading these gamers consoles 
is anyone’s guess, but the PG-13 rating 
all-but-guarantees a dearth of the crim- 
son grue. What we’re left with is a gaggle 
of bizarrely clueless gamers soon to be 
dispatched in painful and painfully predict- 
able fashion: Goth girl October (Bush), 
Everygamer Hutch (Foster), future Comp 
USA manager and resident-brainiac Swink 
(Muniz), uber-gamer Phineus (Simpson), 
and, oddly, former Hebrew Hammer Adam 
Goldberg. Implausibly tedious, Stay Alive 
has none of the vicarious thrills of, say, 
Konami’s Silent Hill 2. It’s barely even Pong 
unplugged. - Marc Savlov

D: Jason Reitman; with Aaron Eckhart, Maria 
Bello, Cameron Bright, Sam Elliott, Katie Holmes , 
David Koechner, Rob Lowe, William H. Macy, 
Robert Duvall. (R, 92 min.) 

What could have been the cinematic 
equivalent of a rapier’s tip held to the 
pulsing jugular of the “Unholy Three” - the 
alcohol, tobacco, and firearms lobbies - is 
instead a snarkily playful little comedy that 
gets so wrapped up in its own barbed witti- 
cisms that it fails to land even the lightest 
sucker-punches on the black, bleak big 
business institutions it aims to skewer. As 
the embattled tobacco industry’s maestro 
of spin, Nick Naylor, Eckhart makes for 
a convincingly amoral scoundrel, lustily 
bedding the sassy newspaper reporter 
(Holmes) sent to profile him and appear- 
ing on talk shows with cheek to spare. 

His cohorts and regular drinking buddies, 
Polly (alcohol lobbyist Bello) and Bobby 
(Koechner, here shilling for the NRA), can’t 
hold a candle to him in terms of societal 
collateral damage, and thus, somewhere 
along the line, Nick is kidnapped by per- 


sons unknown and forced to endure his 
own nicotine hell. Reitman’s film (adapted 
from Christopher Buckley’s novel) is, like a 
tobacconist’s teeth, a spotty affair, dull and 
pitted albeit with occasional bright spots 
that bring to mind some of the more con- 
servative moments of the Coen brothers. 
Once Nick bonds with a legendary tobacco 
kingpin (Duvall, chewing the scenery like 
some sort of hellish bipedal ruminant on 
Skoal) and is officially ushered into the 
arms of the industry for whom he speaks, 
Thank You for Smoking eschews biting 
social commentary in favor of farce, and 
the film’s promised tone - one of outraged, 
surrealistic agitprop - never recovers. 
Eckhart, as always, is excellent, latching 
onto the bruised emotional core of Nick’s 
womanizing esprit de corps and shaking it 
like some sort of crack-addled terrier. But 
for a film that’s ostensibly about modern 
American society’s love affair with addictive 
behavior - sex, drugs, rock & roll - its bark 
is much worse than its bite. (See p.58 for 
interview with the director.)

TRUDELL 

D: Heather Rae. (NR, 80 min.) 

John Trudell, the Native American rights 
activist and spoken-word artist and musi- 
cian, is the subject of this reverential 
biographical portrait that feels more like a 
press package than a full-fledged biopic. 
Trudell first came into the spotlight as the 
spokesman for the Native Americans who 
occupied Alcatraz in 1969 in political pro- 
test. He was a highly visible participant in 
the growing American Indian rights move- 
ment during the Seventies until the death 
of his family in a house fire in 1979 (which 
occurred within hours after Trudell burned 
a flag in Washington, D.C. - events Trudell 
believes to not be coincidental) turned 
his means of expression toward poetry 
and, eventually, spoken word and music 
combinations. A charismatic personal- 
ity and compelling political philosopher, 

Trudell has a host of admirers, and many 
of his high-profile fans eagerly supply their 
impressions for this movie. Robert Redford, 
Kris Kristofferson, Bonnie Raitt, Jackson 
Browne, and others all sing his praises, but 
by the time Redford suggests that a con- 
versation with Trudell is akin to talking with 
the Dalai Lama, it’s clear Rae’s biopic is 
planning to err on the side of hagiography. 

The first half of the film supplies a Trudell- 
centric survey of the political battlegrounds 
at Alcatraz and Wounded Knee, and it’s 
terrific to see all the old news footage 
compiled here. The second half concerns 
Trudell’s metamorphosis into a spoken- 
word poet and environmental activist, 
whose involvement in the No Nukes move- 
ment stems from his totemic philosophical 
ideas about Mother Earth. To her credit, 

Rae gives free rein to Trudell’s philosophy 
and in sections tries to meld words and 
images in keeping with his artistic style. 

Yet, there’s always the nagging feeling that 
there’s a more probing and provocative 
study to be made of this man who was the 
subject of one of the FBI’s longest personal 
dossiers - some 17,000 pages. The man 
whom the FBI described as “extremely elo- 
quent, therefore extremely dangerous” here 
seems about as threatening as Mother 
Teresa. - Marjorie Baumgarten

In naming their project, the filmmakers have 
tempted reviewers with a golden opportunity to 
unleash our cattiest puns (we love that), but this 
date movie is better than it has to be. The film is 
dude-friendly by design, and while this approach 
invites cynicism, it’s actually a good idea. The cast 
is quite good, and the consummately professional 
Bates, as McConaughey’s mother, has a lovely and 
graceful moment of acknowledging her fears about 
marriage after retirement. Ostensibly Parker has 
the comedic heft to make her tightly wound train 
wreck into a likable romantic heroine, but the movie 
doesn’t really show this to us. Instead, the movie 
shows us a lot of Parker’s hair and her cute outfits. 
There’s no spark in the romance because people 
in romantic comedies are simply not allowed to be 
people anymore: They’re hair and outfits inside a 
premise.

THE HILLS HAVE EYES

Wes Craven’s 1977 ’s The Hills Have Eyes 
remains for many his most subversive and freak- 
ishly engaging work. That film’s plot was as simple 
as it was outrageous: An all-American family (i.e., 
squabbling, miserable) headed to California in an 
RV is waylaid while passing through the Nevada 
badlands by a clan of bloodthirsty, cannibalistic 
mutants who then attack, slaughter, and force 
their “civilized” mirror image to ever-more subhu- 
man acts of violence, thus obliterating the line 
between “us” and “them.” Craven’s nuclear family 
vs. nuclear family joke (the unspoken message 
is that the cannibal clan is somehow the result 
of all those Cold War nuke tests) is a corker, and 
this new version takes it to even giddier, more 
effects-heavy extremes, laying some genuinely 
gruesome KNB make-up atop what was already a 
blacker-than-black storyline. Aja’s remake ratchets 
up the gore while subtly rewiring some of the char- 
acters but never manages the nagging subtexts 
Craven so handily injected into the proceedings.

With a cast like this it’s difficult to go wrong, 
and, indeed, Lee has created a truly original film 
from various shopworn genre cliche, chief among 
them, the New York City bank heist/hostage 
standoff gone awry. As with all of Lee’s films, 
there’s much more going on beneath the surface 
than is immediately apparent. Inside Man takes 
pointed and well-deserved jabs at everything from 
post-9/11 treatment of nonwhites to, ultimately, a 
scheming cabal of backlogged evils. Screenwriter 
Russell Gewirtz’s cunning, tight script doles out 
droplets of information at a painfully slow rate, 
which only increases the tension. In the midst of 
all the bank-heist hullabaloo, Lee does an amazing 
(but very Lee-like) thing: He comments, through var- 
ious hostage characters, all well-delineated despite 
their minimal screen time, the very essence of 
the city post-9/11: Its culture-clashing, turbaned- 
and-yarmulkaed, unmelted stew of immigrants and 
naturals remain inextricably mixed within the great 
melting pot.

THE LIBERTINE 

D: Laurence Dunmore; with Johnny Depp, Samantha 
Morton, John Malkovich, Rosamund Pike, Tom 
Hollander. (NR, 130 min.) 

As played by Depp, this 17th-century nobleman- 
cum-travesty is a carriage crash of epic propor- 
tions. What you spy at the beginning of Dunmore’s 
exorbitantly dark (both literally and figuratively) film 
is a scheming ne’er-do-well in the mad, bad, and 
dangerous-to-know mold. Wilmot is an anti-romantic 
poet with a notion of romance that scarcely runs 
the length of his (so they say) not inconsiderable 
although generally inconsiderate, um, tallywhacker. 
Wilmot opens the film in hale health, addressing 
the audience with a haughty, careless “You will not 
like me” and closes it with blackened choppers, a 
syphilitic un-nose, and excrement-soiled leggings, 
while querulously begging, “Do you like me now?” 

In between, Depp runs away with the show, cack- 
ling all the while and defiling beauty in all its forms 
along the way, although the film is so dimly lit at 
times (one assumes for the sake of period detail) 
that it’s hard to make out who, exactly, is groping 
whom.

© METAL: A HEADBANGER'S JOURNEY 

D: Sam Dunn, Scot McFayden, Jessica Joy Wise. 

(R, 96 min.) 

This vicariously thrilling documentary seeks to 
explain heavy metal’s many permutations (glam 
metal, the new wave of British heavy metal, speed 
metal, black metal, death metal, Norwegian death 
metal, ad infinitum) and its sheer endurance over 
the past 30-odd years. Dunn, a metalhead since 
the age of 13 who currently holds an advanced 
degree in anthropology, makes for an immediately 
ingratiating host, traversing the globe in search of 
answers like some scrawny, long-haired Indiana 
Jones. But the mission of this smart and revela- 
tory doc is broader than simple reportage: He 
wants the uninitiated to understand what all the 
fuss is about, too.

Q. I’ve been taking Fosamax for osteoporosis 
for several years now without problems in my 
esophagus, but I’m having some other symptoms 
that really bother me, such as diminished short-term 
memory. Are there nutrients I could take to counter- 
act these side effects? 

A. With approximately three million women 
taking Fosamax, there are remarkably few 
reports of side effects. Other than new or wors- 
ening heartburn, most often these symptoms are 
something like mild nausea, abdominal cramps, 
flatulence, diarrhea, or constipation. More 
severe problems are seen, like eye problems, or 
generalized muscle, joint, and bone pain, but 
these are relatively rare. Fosamax is a powerful 
drug that works by killing certain cells in your 
bone called osteoclasts, which actually remove 
bone. But they work in conjunction with other 
cells known as osteoblasts to allow bone to be 
rebuilt. Without speculating on why there might 
be a connection, it has been observed that low 
bone mineral density in the elderly is associated 
with impaired verbal memory ( American Journal 
of Epidemiology, Nov. 1, 2001, pp. 795-802). 

If you have been taking Fosamax for sev- 
eral years, there may be explanations for mem- 
ory loss other than Fosamax use. Often people 
entering their Fifties will start to report that their 
memories are slipping, but the good news is that 
such memory loss is normally reversible. Experts 
agree that the best way to keep your brain fit is 
to keep using it, by staying intellectually and 
socially engaged. Also, forgetfulness may simply 
indicate that you have too much on your mind, 
so slow down, avoid multitasking, and focus on 
the assignment at hand. 

For most of us the greatest worry, when we 
realize our memory is not what it used to be, 
is that we have the beginnings of Alzheimer’s 
disease. There is no definitive way to pinpoint 
Alzheimer’s other than at autopsy, but there 
are some ways to distinguish normal memory 
loss from early Alzheimer’s. There appear to be 
two basic types of memories: those that can be 
stated in words and those that cannot, such as 
how to ride a bicycle. It is mostly the first type 
that declines with age, while with Alzheimer’s all 
memories gradually disappear. For instance, for- 
getting where you parked your car is not unusual 
but forgetting how to drive a car is serious. Or 
you may forget a person’s name (and remember 
it later), but if you permanently forget you ever 
knew a particular person that you should know, 
this probably indicates that you need help. 

For years researchers have searched for a cor- 
relation between vitamin B12 and folate levels 
and their relation with memory. Results are still 
controversial and there are recent observations 
that elevation of the toxic amino acid homo- 
cysteine, possibly resulting from deficiency 
of vitamin B12 and folate, may contribute to 
memory problems in addition to the contribu- 
tion of these vitamin deficiencies to memory 
loss. Supplements of vitamin B12 and folate 
tend to aid the mental performance of frail 
elderly persons, either directly or by lowering 
homocysteine levels. Choline, a dietary com- 
ponent of many foods that is considered an 
essential nutrient by some people, functions 
in the same metabolic system as homocysteine 
and choline supplements may help those with 
impaired memory.

LISTEN UP -ILLEGAL 
DOWNLOADS & COPYRIGHT LAW 

I have downloaded lots of music over the last two 
years. Sometimes it is clear that what I’m doing is 
legal, hut other times I’m not so sure. I want to try 
to avoid doing illegal downloads, but how can I know 
the difference? 

You are surfing music-sharing sites and come across 
the song that has been in your head for weeks. You 
visualize yourself running on Town Lake and can prac- 
tically hear the song already. But just before you click 
away you wonder - is this a legal download? 

Despite recent lawsuits and threats of litiga- 
tion, the American public is clearly enamored with 
downloading. One recent poll said that more than 23 
million American adults downloaded music in 2004. 
All this downloading raises a sometimes confusing 
question — what is the difference between a legal and 
illegal download? 

Downloading music is legal depending on where 
the music comes from and what you do with the files. 
As a general rule, someone using a nonlicensed P2P 
(peer-to-peer) network to share or swap music files 
is likely downloading illegally. Downloading is legal 
when the source from which the file is received has 
permission from the copyright owner to provide copies 
of the music. 

Legal music downloads are available from a number 
of licensed sites that have artist approval. Check out 
www.whatsthedownload.com for a list of these sites. 
Every site will maintain a list of the restrictions on the 
legally permissible ways to use a copy of the music. 

Generally, someone who buys and downloads a 
song (or album) online can listen to that same file on 
their portable music player or computer. This person 
is limited, however, to playing the downloaded file 
on their own equipment. And while enforcement 
may be lax, burning a music file for friends or family 
would also violate federal law, even if the original 
version of that music file were obtained legally. Take 
a look at the Recording Industry Association of 
America’s Web site, www.riaa.com, for more informa- 
tion on this topic.

A WEIGHT OFF READER'S KEY CHAIN 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

A few weeks ago on your radio show, you 
got a call from a woman who asked you guys to 
settle a two-part dispute with her husband. Her 
husband objected to her heavy key chain, and 
she was told that her husband was right: Heavy 
key chains can indeed cause damage to the 
key-shaft thingy. However, I distinctly remember 
that back in 2002, you had a similar call from a 
woman who was borrowing her father’s car, and 
it was being lent to her only on the condition 
that she remove other keys from her key ring so 
that no extra weight hung off the ignition key. 
You told her that the extra weight from other 
keys was so negligible that it would not cause 
any damage. So, which is it? This is a very 
important matter to me, because I always carry 
a lot of keys with me. When I tried to decrease 
the weight on my key chain, it resulted in the 
loss of a lot of very important keys. Please clear 
this up. Thanks, and keep up the great work.

RAY: Yeah, well, we recently heard from 
that woman from 2002. She’s currently 
estranged from her father. Her key chain 
broke his ignition switch, and now he’s cut 
her out of the will! 

TOM: Actually, the answer is that 
excessive weight CAN damage the igni- 
tion switch. We see it most often on 
Volkswagens, for some reason. But it hap- 
pens on other cars, too. 

RAY: But the key (no pun intended) is the 
definition of “excessive.” I don’t remember 
the call from 2002, but we probably asked 
her how many keys she was talking about. 
If you have seven or eight keys on your key 
ring, you’re not going to do any damage. The 
ignition switch can handle that. 

TOM: But if you carry around 20 keys, 
that’s a fair amount of weight. That constant 
downward tug on the ignition switch can 
cause it to wear out prematurely. 

RAY: So if you’ve got seven, eight or even 
10 keys, it’s probably not worth worrying 
about. But if you’re a custodian in a junior 
high school, we recommend detachable key 
chains. They usually have two rings, one 
on each end, with a quick-detach clasp 
in between. When you get in the car, you 
detach the ring that has just your car keys 
and leave the rest in your pocket or your 
purse. Now, isn’t that a weight off, Michelle?

Here’s a dirty, filthy, shameful little secret: Austin is 
lousy with poets - not the free-versing, in your face, the- 
atrically emotive, gangsta-gesticulating slam poets. They’ve 
already outed themselves. They’re upfront about their 
embarrassing little literary obsession. No, more insidi- 
ous and pervasive are the poets who attempt to deny the 
intrinsic dorkiness of their craft by disguising it as some- 
thing cooler: music. They call themselves songwriters. It’s 
no wonder. Historically, poets don’t get much for their 
efforts except poverty and misery. You can bet your ass that 
America’s current Poet Laureate, Ted Kooser, doesn’t have 
iced-out bling and a sick crib with a boom boom room like 
Big Boi from OutKast. More than likely he’s shivering in a 
mud hut on the windswept plains of Nebraska scrawling 
arthritic elegies to rusty, abandoned farm equipment, hop- 
ing his Pulitzer pays for a few more months of precious 
propane. That’s, as Sinatra sang, the “top of the heap” of 
the poetic world, and he probably can’t even afford Bono’s 
deli tray. It’s no surprise then that songwriters are notori- 
ously cagey about owning up to being word geeks, but they 
are - word geeks in the worst way.
